HINTS FOR SPEAKER REED 


REHPUBLIOAN INDEPENDENCE 
IN THE HOUSE, 
THE BALLOT-BOX CONTRACT FORGERY 
TO BE INVESTIGATED—THE WORLD'S 
FAIR IN CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12,—The President sent 
the following nomination to the Senate to-day: 


United States Marshal for the District of South 
Dakota—CrRus J. FRY of south Dakota. 


The disposition of the Mouse Republicans to 
be independent in action, which was made 
known on the first day of the session by the 
election of a Democratic Chaplain, seems to be 
developing, anditis just possible that it may 
yet give Speaker Reed a good deal of trouble, 
Mr. Reed has always been impatient about the 
conduct of a presiding officer who lacked de- 
cision. If a thing was to be done on the Re- 
publican side he wanted to have it done at once, 
When he was a candidate and the Democrats 


were afraid that he would not be chosen, their 
concern was expressed, not because they hoped 
for the election of a judicial officer, as they 
knew McKinley would be, but because they 
feared that they would lose the opportunities 
that a positive and perhaps arrogant man would 
afford them for making capital. The Democrats 
are likely to watch with all the care they can 
exercise for examples of the Speaker’s unfair- 
ness. 

They thought that they discovered two in- 
stances of the manifestation of this tendency 
this morning, and they made good use of their 
opportunities to cheuk him. Mr. Payson had a 
resolution calling upon the House to transfer 
to the special committee investigating the 
affairs of tho Sergeant-at-Arma’s office the cus- 
tody of the money that Silcott did not carry 
away with him. The Speaker, who had evi- 
dently been made aware ot Mr. Payson’s pur- 

ose, exhibited a disposition to move the reso- 
ution through the House. The Democrats 
suggested that it would be well to avoid com- 
plicating matters in the Pay Department, and 
there were enough Republicans of the same 
mind to defeat the resolution at its firat presen- 
tation and at its second, when it was offered 
with the laughable provision added that such 
action as that proposed should not affect the 
legal status of the case. 

But there was a more pointed refusal to sus- 
tain Mr. Reed when Mr. Dingley offered for 
immediate consideration a resolution to permit 
the introduction of bilis on Monday next, and 
their reference, when introduced, to the com- 
mittees when appointed. Mr. Reed did not ask 
for unanimous consent for the consideration of 
the resolution, Mr, Crisp of Georgia 2 Pome hia 
attention to that fact, and to the rule args 
adopted, under which it was ordered that all 
propositions touching the rules of the House 
should go to the Committee on Rules without 
debate. Mr. Reed held the Soor tor Mr. Ding- 
ley, but after that gentleman had asked 
for the submission of his motion, Mr. Criap 
moved to amend by sending it to the 
Committees on Rules. On a viva voce 
vote, the Speaker was of the opinion that the 
“noes” had it. Mr. Crisp demanded a division. 
The Speaker counted the heads. He saw 120 on 
the Democratic side and 122 on the Repub- 
lican. Tellers were demanded by the Demo- 
erats, Who were astonished at the Speaker’s 
count, for they had seen all the Democrats and 
several Republicans voting together. The 
House passed between the tellers, and the mo- 
tion of Mr. Crisp was carried by a vote of 142 
to 138. The Speaker was beaten. It was nota 
great engagement. It would possibly have in- 
dicated notbing very serious if the Dingley 
resolution had prevailed. The result was 
chiefly important as indicating the Democratic 
purpose to hang together, and to exercise ex- 
treme Vigilance in restraining any attempt to 
make off-hand changes in the rules of practice 
of the House. tH 

The House of Representatives will investi- 
gate all the circumstances connected with the 
ballot-box-contract forgery which played such 


an important part in the Ohio campaign. It 
will do so at the instance of Mr. Butterworth, 
whose name was among those attached to the 
forged document, and also at the request of Mr. 
W. C. P. Breckinridge, whose name was also 
among the forged signatures. 
offered the resolution calling for an investiga- 
tion, and both gentismen made speeches before 
it was adopted. The Ohio member recited the 
facts of the publication of the forged contract 
in the. Oincinnati Commercial Gazette, and 
the subsequent admission by that paper that it 
had. been deceived. He explained that. his 
resolution was unanimously indorsed by the 
three Senators and all the Representatives 
whose names appeared on the forged contract, 
with the exception of 8. 8. Cox, who had died 
while the infamous forgery was being con- 
cocted. Mr. Breckinridge brought down the 
house by declaring that he was anxious for the 
investigation in order to show that a Democrat 
lost his character when he associated with 
such leading Kepublicans as those whose names 
appeared on the ballot-box contract. Then, 
speaking seriously, he referred to the death 
ot Mr. Cox, and desired to put on record 
now his utter denial that he had ever 
been connected with the ballot-box matter, 
directly or indirectly, or by expressed or im- 
plied intimation. The resolution was adopted 
without opposition. It provides for a commit- 
tee of five Representatives, to be appointed 
by the Speaker, who are instructed to make a 
full and thorough investigation of the whole 
matter and report back to the House the evi- 
dence and their findings thereon.

The Senate decided to-day that the Quadro- 
centennial Committee which it is about to raise 
to consider all matters relating to the proposed 


World’s Fair shall consist of sixteen members. 
There will be nine Republican members, and it 
will be gratifying to. those who, think the fair 
should be held in New-York to know that Sen- 
ator Hiscock will be the Chairman. Chicago’s 
interests will be looked after by Senator Far- 
well, and it is quite likely that either Mr. 
Cockrell or Mr. Vest will be among the 
minority members, so that St. Louise will 
also he represented. The task of looking 
out for Washington’s interest in secur- 
ing the fair may fall upon Mr. Ingalls, 
because he happens to be Chairman of the Com- 
mittea on the District of Columbia. A bill call- 
ing for the location of the fair in this city was 
introduced to-day by Mr. Gorman, and by the 
time the committee is appointed it will have 
plenty of material for work before it in the 
shape of petitions, bills, and memorials con- 
cerning the fair and everything relating to ft. 

Representative Belden to-day appointed the 
members of the committee of five authorized at 
the meeting of Democrats and Republicans held 
at Representative Flower’s house last night. 
Including the Chairman, who is a member ex 
officio, the committee consists of Belden, Baker, 
Wallace, Flower, and Spinola. These gentie- 
men will arrange the rest of the delegation in 
pairs, so far a8 Buch aD arrangement ig prac- 
ticable, and they will push the claims and ad- 
vantages of New-York so actively that the 
ground will be well prepared for the committee 
whichis expected to reach the capital later on 
to ask for Congressional sanction of the steps 
that have been taken in New-York by the looal 
committee. Inthe meantime the Speaker will 
be urged to induce the Committee on Rules to 
report the resolution offered a day or two ago 
by Mr. Hall of Minnesota, so as to provide for 
a House committee of thirteen or fifteen mem- 
bers, instead of nine as proposed. The Senate 
has decided to have acommittee of fifteen 
Senators and it is considered desirable by some 
of the House members that a committee repre- 
senting the lower branch shall be as large 
numerically as the committee with which it 
will be required to co-operate. . 

Judge David J. Brewer’s friends are entirely 
confident that his nomination to the vacant 
seat in the Supreme Court will be favor- 
ably acted upon by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee on Monday next, and that he 
wili be confirmed before the holiday recess is 
taken. The report that objeotions to the Judge 
had been filed with the committee is declared 
to be wholly without foundation, and it is the 
general expectation that no vote wiil be cast in 
the negative when his case comes up in the 
Senate. Pape 

The holiday recess of Congress will probably 
begin one week from to-day and last until the 
first Monday after New Year's. A concurrent 
resolution fixing these dates for: the recess was 
otfered in the Serate to-day by Mr. Ingalls and 
was laid over until Monday at his request.

IOWA REPUBLIOANS ALARMED. 


ONE OF THEIR NUMBER HAS MADE A 
STARTLING PROPOSITION. 


DEs MorInsEs, Iowa, Dec. 12.—The Iowa Re- 
publicans are alarmed over the discovery of the 
fact that a Republican member of the House 
who desires to be Speaker has made a proposi- 
tion to the Democrats that if they will elect 
him Speaker he will vote for them for the other 
offices and make up the committees to suit the 
Democrats. The proposal ise that the deal be 
carried out publicly and above board and with- 
out apology. The proposal was submitted to 


the Democratio State Central Committee at its 
recent meeting by &@ member representing a 
county in the southern tier. The committee is 
reported to have considered the matter favor- 
ably, though without taking action. 

This discovery has brought the Republican 
leaders down a peg or two in their calculations. 
A few mp ago, the Republicans, with their 
old-time disposition to grab everything in sight, 
were preparing themselves to seize the organi- 
zation of the Iowa House and to force the Demo- 
crats into meek aubmission. But now they have 
called a halt on this kind of talk, and are com- 
ing down from their high position. 

The Sioux City Journal, the leading Repub- 
lican we er of the State, led the march down 
the hill by saying that the members of the 
Legislature, like any other body of sensibie 
men, must get together and adjust the matter 
fairly aud equitably, and it might as well be 
done the first day as the thirticth. That was 
the firat sensible suggestion thas had been 
made by a Republican paper, soe 

The Des Moines Register follows suit and stg- 
gests “‘a Republican Speaker, a Democratic 
Clerk, and a fair division of the. committee 
Chairmanships.” 

There is no reason why tho business of the 
State should be delayed by dead-lock. Each 
caucus could appointa committee to confer 
together andarrive ata basis of settlement. 
With tke decision of that joint committee Dem- 
ocrats will be content. The willingness of one 
Republican to take the Speakership and give 
the Democrats everything else will cause the 
Republicans to come to terms and accept what 
they can get.

HE AND JUDGE WOODS LAUGH ABOUT 
THE BLOCKS OF FIVE. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 12.—If W. W. Dad- 
ley came to Indianapolis to bluff the Federal 
officers he succeeded, and if he came upon in- 
formation from the Republican Federal officers 
that he would not be molested, then, too, all 
went as well as he could have wished. Tho 
warrant which John A. Lang had issued by the 
Federal Commissioner was headed off by Smiley 
N. Chambers, the United States District Attor- 


ney, and the document itself remains in Com- 
missioner Van Buren’s: pocket. Mr. Chambers 
frankly assumes the responsibility. The Grand 
Jury had failed to indict when other Republic- 
ans were spotted. 

It is an easy matter to charge the District At- 
torney with not doing his duty, but under Judge 
Woods's ruling no case could have been main- 
tained against Dodley on the alfidavit made by 
Lang. Judge Woods held that the affidavit or 
inaictment must show that some one acted upon 
the advice given in Dudley’s letter. The Lang 
affidavit does not pepe 9 with that ruling. 

Dudley went to the friendly shelter of the 
Federal court this morning and joked with 
Judge Woods and the officers about the “ blocks 
of tive.” Inastatement for the press to-day 
the District Attorney said he would not sufter 
Col. Dudley to be annoyed by a gadfly like 
Balléy. Bailey is the late Democratic Assistant 
Federal Attorney. 

Capt. Lang is indignant that his affidavit 
should not be acted upon. He said to-day: “In 
all my experience I never before knew that any 
one could hinder the recetving of a warrant or, 
an affidavit made according to the law.” 

The episode has caused a great deal of com- 
ment and there is much indignation against the 
Republican Federal officers.

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BANKER DITMAN MISSING. 


“BE GOES FOR A DRIVE IN FAIRMOUNT 
PARK AND FAILS TO RETURN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 12,—A. great sensation 
Was created in this city this morning by a re- 
port that Joseph G. Ditman had been drowned 
in the Schuylkill River sometime during last 
night. Not only were banking and business 
circles excited, but the news spread with great 
Tapidity among the politicians, clu)men, and 
throughout the city generally. 

There are very few men better known In this 
city than ‘Joe’ Ditman, as he is popularly 
called. Formerly one of the biggest paper mer- 
chants and manufacturers in Philadelphia, he 
retired from business about five years ago with 
a fortune estimated at nearly $1,000,000. He 
afterward became President of the Quaker City 
National Bank, and holds that office yet if he is 
alive. He was frequently nominated [for high 
office in this city, but, being a Democrat, he was 
never elected. 

Later developments to-day failed to make it 
clear that Mr. Ditman has been drowned, but 


that he is missing mysteriously there is no 
doubt. Mr. Ditman is a regular driver in Fair- 
mount Park, and from that popular resort he 
Bayern dropped out of sight. He went out 

drive in the afternoon, stopped to talk 
with a park policeman = near the 
of Schuylkill Bridge, and never returned 
home. His horse and carriage were 
found by park policemen. This is the 
foundation for the story that Mr. Ditman had 
been drowned. He was at the Quaker City 
Bank all day yesterday until shortly after 4 
o’olook, when he announced his intention of 
leaving so as to take a drive. He went to his 
home on Spring Garden-street, below Twentieth, 
and about twenty minutes before 5 o’clock 
started out in his carriage. He remarked before 
leaving home that it was rapidly growing dark 
ane that he would not be away more than an 
our. 

As he did not return home last night, the fam- 
ily were alarmed, but waited until morning be- 
fore letting their fears become known. Early 
this morning they notified Vice President Need- 
ham of the Quaker City Bank, who in turn noti- 
fied Capt. Chasteau of the Park Guard, giving 
him a full description of the horse and 
carriage. Within a very short time after 
these steps were taken, word was received that 
the vehicie had been found some distance off 
the river road, near the angle on the west side 
of the Schuylkill, but a short distanee from the 
Columbia Bridge. The carriage had been over- 
turned, but did not show much evidence that it 
had been in a runaway. 

After the first excitement had passed away it 
began to dawn upon the park policeman and 
the friends of Mr. Ditman who had flocked to 
the scene, that it was next to an impossibility 
for Mr. Ditman to have been thrown from the 
carriage into the river. He was on the west 
side, where the drive does not run close to the 
Tiver bank, and there was no evidence that 
the carriage or horse had been in the water. 
Nevertheless the river was dragged all day, but 
without any result. Sinte it has been zener- 
ally understood that the banker could not 
have been thrown from his carriage into the 
water, there have beon vague hints of 
financial difficulties, but these when run 
out have not so far been verified. ‘Thomas 
W. Price, a very wealthy printer, who knows 
Mr. Ditman well, said this afternoon that there 
was dissatisfaction in the Quaker City Bank 
with Mr. Ditman, and that there was a move- 
ment on foot to remove him from the Presi- 
dency, and there was a report afloat that he, 
Mr. Ditman, had floatea a large amount of 
accommodation paper, but that report had not 
been veritied. 

There are some who think he has committed 
suicide, others who think he has run away, 
but so far no adequate motive for either act 
has been made apparent. A reporter made a 
visit to the cashier of the Quaker City Bank 
and said thefe were some ugly rumors in cir- 
culation affecting the financial standing of Mr. 
Ditman.

Mr. Ditman was born on @ farm in the sub- 
urbs of this city in 1840. His father was a 
large property owner, and was popular and in- 
fluential. Upon attaining hie majority he 
entered the employ of William H. Fiitcraft, a 
paper dealer on Minor-street, ard remained 
with him for several years, learning thorough- 
ly every branch of the business. He then 
went into the business on his own ac- 
count at inor-street, and  after- 
ward at 508. The business increased 80 
rapidly that he soon rented three large stores 
in the neighborhood, which he turned into one 
establishment. Waving married the daughter 
of Mr. M. 8. Buckley he formed a _ co- 
partnership with that_gentleman, the firm 
name being J. . Ditman Co, The 
business increased and the tirm bought out 
Charles Megargee & Co. and moved to the large 
house at the corner of Sixth and Jayne streets. 
In July, 1879, Mr. Buckley retired. In October, 
1884, after a successful career of fifteen years, 
Mr. Ditman also retired from the paper busi- 
ness. He had a magnificent residence on Spring 
Garden-street, near Twentieth,

ROBERT BROWNING DEAD 


HH BREATHES HIS LAST IN 
HIS VENIOH PALACE. 
THE STORY OF HIS LIFE AS A POET AND 
A MAN OF THE WORLD—HIS LAST 
VOLUME OF VERSES. 


Robert Browning, the post, died in Venice at 
his palazzo on the Grand Canal at 10 o’clock 
last night, without any suffering. He had been 
ill but a short time with bronchitis, 

No one who has had the privilege of knowing 
Robert Browning can easily imagine him dead 
—that is to say, without movement and without 
speech. So alert was he on his feet, so ready of 
hand with a gesticulation, and so steady was 
the stream of talk from his lips, that it 
gives one a shock to think how all that 
energy is still. Robert Browning was as little 
a8 possible the conventional Englishman in 
looks, speech and manner. Rather was he 
like an American in the vehemence of his talk 
and his brisk gait. The resemblance extended 
even to his choice of words, for many terms 
that onerarely hears in England, but oftenin the 
United States, were common in his mouth. 
This may have-come from the fact that during 
his long stays in Italy he may have found 
more appreciation and more friends in the 
American colonies of Florence, Rome and 
Venice than among the English. 

Certainly in England this poet never enjoyed 
popularity. We have just heard of the death of 
Martin Farquhar Tupper, him of the “Pro- 
verbial Philosophy.” A smile comes to the 
educated cultured person at a comparison be- 
tween Tupper and Browning. Yet Tupper was 
popular, hugely popular, and Browning was 
not. Tupper formed in cultivated sets acon. 
venient standard by which te measure 
foolish and tiresome writers, “A Tupper’— 
‘* Tupperian”’—such a description was too damn- 
ing for further argument; the writer to whom 
it was fitted need hope nothing more. Brown- 
ing, on the other hand, was conceded a great 
poet by thousands who would not read a line 
of him, and was acclaimed a genius by the 
best minds of “his epoch. He had no read’ 
ers at all among the young, the simple, 
the uncultured, and even educated men sup 
plied only a certain small proportion of read. 
ers who enjoyed his work. Both made a mark 
on their period. Yet it might be said’ 
of both that they have small chance of being 
read to any extent half a century 
hence, And as there is a French proverb 
that extremes touch, so one may make 
the  ourious observation that Brown- 
ing and Tupper a pproached each other on the 
teconical side, namely, in their lack of poetic 


form, But the contents of their formless verses 
are as far apart as zenith and nadir. Gy gs is 
all goody-goody simplicity; Browning ie all pas- 
sion and metaphysics, often straining the in- 
tellectual faculties till they crack. It is notsur- 
pre mi therefore, that even after Oxford and 

ondon University gave Browning public 
honors, and he had held amos thinking 
men an exalted rank as a poet these forty years 
—it is not surprising that tnere should be thou- 
sands of his countrymen who have only the 
vaguest idea of the man and his books. It hap- 
pened to the writer of this notice that Le was 
speaking to eertain,. worthy English people in 
London about Robert Browning and alluded to 
his resemblance to an American. 

“He is something of that sort, is he not?’ 
was the answer of the Englishman. 

Another sign of Robert Browning’s lack of 
popularity in ee my was the persistence with 
which people mixed him up with Mr. Oscar 
Browning, a writer for encyclopedias. Fow 
things angered Kobert Browning more than to 
detect in acquaintances the fact that they were 
attributing to him, Robert, the useful essays of 
the versatile Osear Browning. It was like Mr. 
Matthew Arnold’s disgust at persons who in- 
sisted on complimenting him for Edwin Ar- 
nold’s * Ligntof Asia.” ' . 

Yet Bobert Browning did, in a way, have 
some connection with America, if the West 
Indies beancluded in that term. His mother 
was born either in the West Indies or in Eng- 
land of West Indian planters. London saw 
Roberv’s birthin the year 1812, so momentous 
in American as well as European bistory. 
His father was a clerk in the Bank of England, 
The son was a& native of Camberwell, went to 
school in Dulwich, studied with a private 
tutor, and graduated at the new/London Univer- 
sity, an establishment said to be due to the 
energy of the poet Campbell. Some years ago 
London University appointed Robert Browning 
a Governor for life, Italy formed Browning 
rather than England. He sought Italy 
on graduation and when he mar. 
rie® Elizabeth SBarrett, songstress and 
singer followed the example of Shelley, Keats, 
cad See. and fled from English fogs and rain. 
How much Brewning loved Italy, or, shail we 
say, how much he was bored by England dur- 
ing ten months of the year, we can imagine 
from the fact that it is in his foreign home on 
the Grand Canal of Venice that he has breathed 
his last. 

Italian are also the very finest of his peems, 
not his tinest short pieces alone, which to most 
readers sare the cream of his verses, but his 
best long poems also, which exasperate and 
weary many of his admirers by their length 
and involution. And yet Browning id 
bot begin with Italian scener and 
persops. His first work was ‘“Panline; 
a Fragment of a Confession,” published in 1832, 
Then came “Paracelsus,” followed in 1837 by 
“Strafford,” a historical drama which was act- 
ually played in Covent Garden by Macready 
and Helen Faucit. This play, the first edition 
ot which is excessively rare. is not only ill fitted 
for the stage, butis a dull plav toread. It may 
safely: be ranked below ‘‘Paracelsus” and 
even ks the small measure of mystery and 
dramatic intensity that glows in * Pauline.” 
Save for the curious fact that ‘ Strafford” really 
got as faras the footlights, there was nothing 
to encourage young Browing to continue to 
write save his indomitable will and the inner 
consciousness of having somewhere in his 
breast the sacred fire of poesy. 

In 1840 he published ‘*Sordello,” one of his 
most incomprehensible books, for which the 
author, perhaps on the principle of the love 
mothers bear to the most abused child, has 
always shown a tenderness. About a quarter 
of a century later, When he republished ‘‘Sor- 
delle,” he found nothing to change and did not 
even deign to give notes that might cast 
some light into its obvscurity. Douglas 
Jerrold used to tell a story about “Sordello” 
that has often seen print. He read it while re- 
covering from a severe illness, and finding that 
he conld not make ‘‘head or tail of it,” was 
sure that bis iliness had weakened, his mind. 
His wife and certain friends came into hear him 
exclaim in poignant accents, *‘ Oh, God, I am an 
idiot.” But be took courage when he found that 
no one else couldtell, after reading the book, who 
Sordelio was, where he lived, what he did, and 
when he drew breath of life. ‘*Sordello” is a 
famous work for young men to exerciae their 
wita upon. Every now and then one will pub- 
lish a booklet designed to explain “ Sordello” 
to the world. But itistobe feared that the 
secret of its meaning has died with Browning. 

Very romantic was the love story of Robert 
Browning and Elizabeth Barrett. Each had 
heard of the other; each admired greatly the 
other’s work. gBut Miss Barrett was an invalid 
and had a father of the sort expressly made for 
romantic affairs; ® curmudgeon and violent, 
who was opposed to all givings in marriage so 
tar as his. own offspring was. concerned. 
Robert Browning succeeded in obtaining 
an interview with the oetess and 
invalid, and then and there deolared his love. 
Before such’ courage everything had to yield, 
and in 1846 he carried away his bride to Italy. 
There §began the Fiorentine life concerning 
which so much has been written. From the 
wife’a side we have “Casa Guidi Windows;” 
from the husband’s many lovely poems of Italy, 
such as ‘*Two in the Campagna” and other 

feces in “Men anda omen,” ‘Pippa 

asses” and a host more. Mrs. Browning 
collected her love poems under the title 
of ‘‘Sonnets from the Portuguese,” her hus- 
* pand having once alluded to heras “his Portu- 
guese.” kobert Browning bad many traits that 
attracted friends, but perhaps it was Mrs. 
Browning more than her husband who kept ao 
many talented and charming peuple about 
them. Hawthorne, Hans Andersen, W. W. 
Story—all the clever and interesting people who 
frequented or staid at Florence—were more or 
less acquainted with the Brownings. Here 
their only child was born. He is the painter, 
Robert Barrett Browning, who married Miss 
Coddington of New-York. 
- In 1861 Robert Browning lost his wife and 
thereafcer changed his whole manner of living. 
Having mourned her several years, he found 
that social life was a necessity. Thence- 
forward he seldom failed to spend the 
season in London, where he became one 
of the most fumiliar personages in the 
areat city, so familiar, indeed, as to risk a 
large part of his prestige as an author. It waa 
hard for young people brought up on the lovely 
postacee and the fascinating obscurities of 

rowning’s work to make a mental combina- 
tion of the poet .they had read.with the bust- 
ling, lively, talkative man they met in s8o- 
glety. He was every inch the New-York banker.

and turns Browning gave his grammar, in the 


strange words he used and the strange idioms 
he employed that gives the impression of a 
foreigner laboring in English. Yet passages 
that justify such a criticism can be met with 
Se Po that no English writing poet would dis- 
ain. 

Since the death of the wifej to whose memory 
he has always showed himself devotedly true, 
Browning has published the longest of his 
poems, if not the sgreatest. ‘‘The Red Cotton 
Nightcap Country” is not his greatest 
nor his longest. Many persons hold ‘The 
Ring and the Book” to be his great- 
est work, notwithstanding its length. If it 
does not contain such gems as “* Proteus,” 
in “Men and Women,” (published in 1855,) 
nor even such charming ga as appeared in 
“Dramatis Personsx,” (1864,) the volumes con- 
taining this work impress the reader by their 
tremendous grasp, and seem to show a more 
rounded whole than any other of the long 
poems. Whatis particularly astonishing is the 
variety of versification in this curious piece of 
literature, The theme is an ancient lawsuit in 
Rome dug from an old book, but on this topic, 
so remote from modern interests, the poet dis- 
plays his ability to change the key, to vary 
the instrument, to strike the notes of hero- 
ism, tragedy, cOmedy, and coarseness which 
places him very high paaee péets. Since it 
supeanee’ the cult of Browning has grown 830 
wide that many Browning societies have been 
founded in England and America in order to 
study his poetry. At first the ridicule this 
movement aroused hurt Mr. Browning, and he 
frowned on such zeal among bis admirers. But 
as his publishers were delighted, and the sale 
of his books, which hitherto had been meagre, 
swelled to unwonted proportions, he was man 
of the world enough to acknowledge that he 
was mistaken. 

Browning’s translations of Greek tragedies 
are greatly relished for their power and style, 
not for their literalness, because he avoided 
that. .His latest work, just published, is called 
* Asolando,” and is dedicated to Mrs. Katherine 
de Kay Bronson, formerly ef New-York, but 
for many years a resident of Venice, 
at whose house he and “his aister, 
Miss Browning, have always been cherished 
intimates. Browning derives the word Aso- 
lando from asolare, to enjoy the open air, but 
there seems to be a play on the name of the 
village Asolo, on the hills north of the Venetian 
lagoons, where the Brownings and Mrs. 
Bronson own small villas and where 
the dedication of his last book was 
penned. “I unite, you will see, the dis- 
connected poems by a title name popularly as- 
scribed to the inventiveness of the ancient Sec- 
retary of Queen Cornaro, whose palace tower 
stilloverlooks us: Asolare, to disportin the 
open air, amuse one’s self at random. I use 
it for love of the place and in requitalof your 
pleasant assurance that an early poem of mine 
first attracted you thither—where and else- 
where, at La Mura as Cad Alviasi, may all happi- 
ness attend youl Gratefully and affectionately 
yours, R. B.” 

It is grateful to learn that the old poet re- 
tained in his seventy-eighth year the same 
brilliant vivacity 3 whieh he was always 
noted. He was attacked by bronchitis at Asolo 
and taken back to Venice to the palazzo on the 
Grand Canal, where he and his sister lived 
with the married son. He died with- 
out pain, and was cheered in his last 
hours by the assurance from London 
that the gay, fanciful, and reflective poems col- 
lected under the name ‘‘Asolando’’ were succese- 
ful. They picture him passing in his gondola 
through the “little canals,” with their green 
and gold walls dripping with moisture or shoo 
ing out into the wide expanses of the Gran 
Canal and tke Giudecca Now he orders 
the. gondoliers to stop while he relates 
a story of the ancient time; then bids 
them on and listens to their warning cries of 
* Premi! Stali!’” uttered in the queer dialect of 
the watery streets of Venice. His death is a 
cruel blow to thousands of staunch friends. It 
is a blow to lovers of literature that is 
written without regard to large. edi- 
tions and popular applause. It will 
leave a gap in London society of the highest 
rank as well as of the lower tiers, and will be 


felt very severely tn that Italy which he loved 


80 well and In America, where Browning has al- 
ways had a widerif not more appreciative hear- 
ing than in his own country. 


PATRONAGH FUR DEMOCRATS. 


MILLIONS TO BE SPENT BY A COMMIS- 
SION IN CHICAGQ, 


CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—An election, further reach- 
ing in prospective effects than any held in Chi- 
cago since the war, was held here to-day. On 
the face it was only the selection of nine 
trustees or Commissioners to take charge 
of the work of providing Chicago and 
@ small portion of adjoining territory with 
@ system of drainage, but the enormous patron- 
age which the commission will have at ite dis- 
posal gives theelection a significance which 
can hardly be overestimated. 

Three tickets were in the field, one represent- 
ing the Democratic, one the Republican Party, 
and the third a Citizens’ movement. As no 
party could hope to elect the entire number of 
Commissioners, only control of the Com- 


mission was. sougnt. Tne Democrats and 
Republicans each nominated five candidates, 
and the Citizens, in order to divide 
their ticket equally between representatives of 
the two great parties, placed three members of 
vach upon their ticket. Eaoh voter was privi- 
leged to cast one vote for each of the nine 
Commissioners to be elected, or divide, his 
vote among the five or six Spon 
the ticket he voted. With this 
bomen of voting, and with the heavy vote cast 
the count is necessarily very siow, and at mid- 
night returns have been received from less 
than three-fifths of the precincts. Those are 
mainly the Republican districts. 

From the returns it is apparent that the 
Democrats will control the commission. Some 
of the Democratic candidates have been de- 
feated as they should have been, but enough 
Democrats on the citizens’ ticket have been 
elected to make a Democratic majority in the 
commission certain. 

The commission will have the expenditure of 
&sum of money variously estimated at from 
$15,000,000 to $60,000,000, the cost of the work 
being in doubt. It is authorized to employ 
10,0U0 men a year for seven years. The suc- 
cess of the Democrats to-day renders almost 
certain the election of a Democratic Legislat- 
ure, which will choose @ Democratic successor 
to Senator Farwell, and a Democratic Executive 
to succeed Governor Fiter. It also makes pos- 
sible the carrying of the State for the Demo- 
cratic Presidential ticket in 1892. 

Great interést was taken in the election and 
a big crowd has surrounded the Chicago Times 
Building since early evening watching the re- 
turns as they were thrown on ascreen. During 
the evening a portrait of ex-President Cleve-

CLEVELAND WAS THE LIO 


THR OENTRAL FIGURE AT A 
NOTABLB BANQUET. 

HE ADDRESSES THE MERCHANTS’ ASSO- 

CIATION AND IS RECEIVED WITH 

ENTHUSIASM—THE OTHER SPEECHES. 


Boston, Deo. 12.—The Boston Merchants’ 
Association has made it a custom for many 
Years to invite to its annual banquet men whe 
are distinguished in the mercantile or financial 
world, and to listen to the expression of their 
particular views. This year the invitations 
were more widespread, and among those who 
sat at the dinner tables to-night were ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Mr. Henry W. Grady of Atlan- 
ta, Ga.; Mr. Andrew Carnegie, and the Hon, 
William Putnam of Maine. 

The association is entirely non-partisan, and 
the meeting of so many distinguished gentie- 
men who were so widely at variance in their 
Political beliefsi was brought about easily and 
naturally, although the company gathered to- 
gether was the largest in the history of the or- 
ganization. The large banquet hall of Hotel 
Vendome was secured and was tastefully deco- 
rated with flowers and bunting in honor of the 
guests, who were seated on a platform between 
the two large tables. 

There were perhaps 490 gentlemen present 


‘representing almost every business interest of 


the city and including many prominent mewm- 
bers of both political parties. Among them 
were P. A. Collins, John Lowell, William E, 
Russell, Leopold Morsé, Gov. Oliver Ames, Gen. 
Clinton B, Fisk of New-Jersey, the Hon. Homer 
Rogers, President of the Boston Board of 
Aldermen; Francis Lynde Stetson of New- 
York, Collector faltonstall, the Hon. Frank 
Jones, E. B. Haskell, the Hon. Josiah 
Quincy, ex-Gov. William Gaston, Gen. 
John M. Corse, Postmaster; the Hon. Alden 
Speare, President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce; Henry B. Gouodwin, President of 
the Boston Executive Business Association; 
Richara Briggs, President of the Mer- 
chants’ Club; CG F. Choate, President of 
the Old Colony Railroad; Speaker W. E. 
Barrett, the Hon. George G. Crocker, the Hon. 
Thomas L. Jenks, Charles 8. Smith, President 
of the New-York Chamber of Commerce; Mr. 
Joseph Burnett, Edward Atkinson, the Hon. 8, 
N. Aldrich, Assistant United States Treasurer, 
and ex-Congressman A. A. Ranney.

When cigars were reached there was {much 
excited anticipation, and it was some time 
before President Jonathan Lane+could call 
the association toorder. Then he read a letter 
of regret from the Hon..James Russell Lowell, 
in which that gentleman expressed his disap- 
pointment at being unable to attend.a gather- 
ing where partisanship‘ would be sunk in 
patriotism. 

Mr. Lane then introduced Gov. Ames, who 
addressed his remarks chiefly to Mr. Cleveland 
in the form of a cordial greeting, and expressed 
the hope that he, Gov. Ames, might, on retiring 
from office, receive as much esteem and respect 
from his political opponents as Mr. Cleveland 
had from his. This compliment was received 
with the most hearty applause, asindeed was 
every allusion to the ex-President, and when 
finally Mr. Cleveland was introduced the enthu- 


siasm rose to such a height thatit was some 
minutes before he could begin his speech, 
As his strong and fearless words were uttered 
more than oné glance was directed toward Mr. 
Carnegie, who sat but a few feet from the 
speaker, and who frequently gave his short, 
stubby beard a nervous pull, looking all the 
time conscious and uncomfortable. 

But once in his speech did Mr. Cieveland re- 
ter to the election of a year ago, and then in @ 
most guarded and judicious manner. He said 
that the time would come when there would be 
“no unclean vote, disgracefully bought and 
traitorously sold.” The meaning was quickly 
caught up and the sentiment was heariily up- 
plauded, as was every remark which touched 
on Mr. Cleyeland’s well-known ideas of politi- 
calreform. The speech throughout was strict- 
ly non-partisan in its character and contained 
only sound sentiment and ideas referring to the 
general welfare of the country, appealing to 
the best elements of both parties rather than to 
any one faction. 

Following is the full text of his address; 

MR. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: When [ see 
about me this gathering of business men and 
merchants I find it 1mpossible toriad myself 
of the impressive thought that here is repre- 
sented that factor in civilized life which meas- 
ures the progress of a peopie, which consti- 
tutes the chief care of every enlightened 
Government, and which gives to a country the 
privilege of recognized membersiip in the com- 
munity of nations. ee 

Our business men cannot, if they would, es- 
cape the responsibility whicn this condition 
casts upon them—a responsibility most exact- 
ing and invested with the seriousness which al- 
ways results trom a just apprehension ef man’s 
relation to his fellow-man and the obligation 
due froma citizen to his government. They 
can find no pretext for indifference in the self- 
complacent claim that uiider American institu- 
tions, a8 im other times and in foreign lands, 
business men and merchants have only gained 
a recognition of their impertanece and Value as 
it bas been forced from a’ Government 
in whieh they had no representation and 
from rulers who looked upon their vocation 
with contempt. They cannot absolve them- 
selves from loyal duty to a Government which 
has at all times invited them to a high place in 
public counsels and which has always ungruds- 
ingly conceded their indispensable value in the 
growth and progress of our Kepublie. These 
considerations plainly point out your responsi- 
bility and duty as members of the guild of busi- 
ness and as belonging to the fellowship of trade. 

But we cannot avoid other reflections lead- 
ing in the same direction and related to you 
alone—the business men of Boston. The scene 
of your activity isthe commercial centre of « 
great and ancient Commonwealth rich in pa- 
triotic traditions. It was upon the waters of 
your harbor that the first active and physical 
defiance and opposition was made to odious 
and unfair imperial legislation affecting colo- 
nial trade; and the first battle by Americans 
for liberty of the person and for freeaom frem 
unjust and oe restraint upon business 
was fought within sight of your warehouses. 

You have besides inherited a trust which 
shades with sober sentiment your obligation to 
your country and your feilow-citizens. With 
the birth of American trade there arose on this 
spot merchants of strorg sense and enlightened 
enterprise, chiefs among their fellows, inde- 
pendent and self-reliant, willing to chance their 
success upon their own effort and foresight, 
inflexibly honest and intensely jealous of their 
commercial honor. Upon your wharves and in 
your counting rooms they wrought out their 
well-earned fortunes. Their ships were found 
in every ocean path, and they made their coun- 
try known in the trade transactions of the 
world. Abroad they gained willing confidence 
and credit by their commercial integrity and 
probity, and at home they were the pride of 
their countrymen. 

These were the old Boston merchants. 

You, their business heirs and successors, will 
pardon me if I remind you to-night that the 
commanding influence of these men did not 
rest upon immense fortunes made in a day, but 
resulted from their well-known honor avd 
scrupulous good faith, which led them to con- 
cede to all, even the uttermost fraetion of right. 
Nor did they forget their duties of citizenship. 
They jealously watched the operations of their 
Government and exacted from it only economy 
and honesty and a just measure of care and 
security for themselves and the interests they 
i charge. 

The Boston merchant of to-day has not less 
integrity and virtue than his predecessors; but 
surely We aré not called upon by the fear of 
controversy to close our eyes to the fact that 
his environment is vastly different. There is 
among our people less of meaning embodied in 
the sentiment that the Government upon which 
we have ataked all our hopes and aspiration 
requires for ite sucéessful maintenance a pa- 
triotic regard for the aggregate of the rr 

-ness and prosperity of all our people and a * 
ing consent to a fair distribution of the benetite 
of our free institutions. 


EQUAL RIGHTS AND IMPARTIAL JUSTICE. 

Equal rights and impartial justice are stipu- 
lations of the compact we have entered inte 
with each other as American ditizens,andso | 
nicely adjusted is this plan of our politicalae. — 
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sociation that favoritism for the sole aivan- 
tage of any section of our membership inevi- 
jably Tesuits in an enecreachment upon the 


benefits justly due to others. But these things 


tit 80 lightly upon the consciences of many that 
a spirit of selfishness is abroad in the land, 
Which has bred the habit of clamorous impor- 
tunity for Government aid in behalf of special 
interests—imporfectly disguised under the cloak 
vf solicitude for the public good. 

Can we see nv contrast between the sturdy 
self-reliance of the Boston merchant in the 
flays that are past and the attitude you are 
invited to assume as dependents upon the 
‘avor of the Government aud beneficiaries 
ander its taxing power? Is there not a diifer- 
ence between the ideas that formerly prevailed 
roncerning the just and wholesome relations 
which should exist between the Government 
and the business of the country and the pres- 
pnt tendency toward a Government parcner- 
ship in trade? And was taere a hintin former 
days that especial aavantages thus once s8e- 
cured constituted a vested right which in no 
event shoulda in the least ve disturbed ? 

Political selfishness cheapens in the minds of 
the people their apprehension of the character 
and functions of the Guvernment; it distorts 
pvery conception of the duty of good citizen- 
ship, and creates an atmosphere in which in- 
iquitous purposes and designs lose thelr odious 
leatures. it begins when a perverted judgment 
is Won to the theory that political action may 
oe used solely tor private gain and advantage, 
and when a tender conscience is quieted by the 
ingenious argument that such gain aud ad- 
vautage are identical with the public welfare, 
This stage having been reached and self-interest 
being now fully aroused, agencies are used and 
practices permitted in the accomplishment 
of its purposes which,, seen in the pure 
light of disinterested patriotism, are viewed 
with fear and hatred. The independent thought 
und free political preference of those whom fate 
hus made dependent upon daily toil for hard- 
yarned bread are strangled and deatroyed by 
intimication and the fear of ioss of employ- 
ment. Vile, unsavory forms rise to the aurface 
of our agitated political waters, and gleetully 
auticipate in the anxiety of selfish interest 
their opportunity to fattea upon corrupted and 
debauched suifrage. 

THE CORRUPTION OF VOTERS. 

This train of thought leads us to consider tre 
imminent danger which threatens us from in- 
timidation and corruption of our voters. It is 
too late to tempvorize with these evils or to 
speak of them otherwise than in the plainest 
terms. We are spared the labor of proving their 
existence, for all admitit. That they are terri- 
biy on the increase all must concede. 

Manifestly, if the motives of all our citizens 
were unselfish and patriotic, aml if they sought 
in political action only their share of the ad- 
vantage accruing fro the advance of our 
country at all points toward her grand destiny, 
there would be no plave or occasion for the 
perversion of our suifrage. Thus, the inaugu- 
ration of the intimidation and corruption of our 
voters may be justly charged to selfish schemes 
seeking success through political action. But 
these evils have been neglected by honest men 
disgusted with all political endeavor; wer have 
deen tolerated ty respectable men who, in 
weakness of patriotic sentument, have regarded 
them as only phases of shrewd political man- 
agement, and they have been actually encour- 
aged by the honors which have been bestowed 
upon those who boast of their use of such agen- 
cies in ald of party supremacy, 

Many of us, therefore, may take to ourselves 
ashare of blame when we find confronting us 
these perils which threaton the existences of 
our free institutions, the preservation of our 
national honor, and the perpetuity of our coun- 
iy. The condition annexed to the founding of 
our Government upon the suffrage of the peo- 
ple was that the suffrage sheuld be free and 
pure. We consented te abide by the honest 
preponderance of political opinion, but we aid 
pot consent that aliree vote, expressing the in- 
telligent und thoughtful sentiment of the voter, 
should be balanced by a vote of intimidation 
and fear or by an unclean, corrupt vote dis- 
xracciully bought and treacherously sold, 

Let us iook with a degree of pity and cbarity 
upen those whe yield te tear and Intimidation in 
the exercise of their right of suffrage Though 
they ought not thus to yield, we cannot forget 
thatas ayainst their free ballot they see in the 
scale their continued employment, the com- 
forts of their homes, and the maintenance of 
thei families. We need not stifle our scorn and 
conten pt for the wretch who basely sells his 
vote, and whe fora pribe betrays his trustof 
citizenship. Aud yatthe thought will intrude 
itself that he but follows, in a iow and valgar 
fasbion, the examplé of those who proceediipon 
the theory that poltticai action muy be turned 
to private gain, 

But whether we pity or whether we hate, our 
betrayal ig noue the less compieie; nor will 
either pity or hate restore our birthright. But 
we know that when pulitical seliishuess is 
destroyed our dangers will disappear; and 

hough the way toats stronghold may be long 
and weary, We will follow it--fighting as we go. 
There wil! be bo surrender, nor will there be 
desertious from our ranks. Selfishness and cor- 
ruption havenot yet achteved a lasting triumpb, 
aud their beld defiance will but basten the day 
of their destruction. 


THE ADVENT OF BALLOT REFORM. 

As we struggle on and confidently invite a di- 
rect conflict with these intrenched foes of our 
political safety, we have noc failed tosee an- 
other hope which has manifested itself to all 
the honest people of the land, It teaches them 
that though thsy may not immediately destroy 
at their sources the evils which afflict them, they 
may check their malign influence and guard 
themeelves against their baneful results. It 
assures them that if political virtue and recti- 


tude cannot at once be thoroughly restored to 
the Repuolic the activity of baser elements may 
be disvouraged. It inspires them with vigilant 
watchrulness and a determination to prevent, 
as far as possible, their treacherous betrayal by 
those who are false to their obligations of citi- 
zeuship. 

Yhis hope, risen like the Star in the East, has 
fixea the yaze of our patriotic fellow-country- 
men; and everywhere—in our busy warts of 
trade and on our farus, 1a our cities and in our 
villages, in the dweilings of the rich and in the 
howes of the poor, in our universities and in 
our workshops, in our banking houses and iu 
the ranks of inexorable toil—they greet with 
enthusiastic acclaim the advent of ballot re- 
form. There are no leaders in this cause, Those 
who seem to lead the movement are but swept 
to the front by the surging force of patriotic 
sentiment. It rises tar above partisanship, and 
only tue heedless, the sordid, und the depraved 
refuse to joia in thecrusade. ‘ 

This reform ia predicated upon the cool delib- 
eration of political selfishness in its endeavor 
to prostitute our sufirage to the purposes of 
private gain. It is rightiy supposed that cor- 
ruption of the voter is entered upon with such 
business calculation thet the corruptor will 
ouly pay a bribe when he has ocular proof that 
the suffrage he has bargained for is cast in his 
interest. so, too, it is reasonably expected that 
if the employe or laborer is at the time of caat- 
ing his bailot removed from the immediate con- 
trol of his employer, the futility of fear and in- 
timidation will lead to their abandonment. 

The change demanded‘by this reform in the 
tormalities surrounding the exercise of the 
privilege of suifrage has given rise tu real or 
pretended solicitude for the rights of our voters, 

. and the fear has been expressed that inability 
on the part of electors to contorm to the re- 
quirements of the proposed shange miszht 
produce great inconvenience, and in some cases 
result in disfranchisewent. It has even been 
suggested that the inauguration of the pew plan 
might encroach Upon constitutional guarantees. 

It will not do to accuse of hostility to the re- 
form all those who present these objections; 
but itis not amiss tu inspect their ranks for 
enemies in disguise, Though the emergency 
which is upon usis full of dunger and though 
we sadly need relief, all rights should be sorupu- 
lously preserved. But there shouid bo no shuf- 
fling, and no frivolous objections should be 
tolerated. When adwelling isin iames we use 
no set phrase of speech to warn its lnmates 
and no polite and courtly iouch to effect their 
rescue. Experiencs has often demonstrated 
how quickly obstacles which seemed plausible, 
if not convincing, when urged against a meas- 
ure of reform, are dissipated by the test of 
trial, and how readily a new order of things ad- 
juste itself to successful ase. 


OUR GREATEST SAFEGUARD. 
Iremember the inauguration of another re- 
form, and I have seen it grow and exten until 
it has become firmly established in our laws 
and practice, It is to-day our greatest safe- 
guard against the complete and disgraceful 
degradation of our public service. It had its 


enemies, and all of them are not yet silenced. 
Those openly and secretly unfriendly said in 
the beginuing that the scheme was imprac- 
ticable and unnecessary; that it created an 
offce-holding class; that it established bur- 
densome aud delusive tests for entry in 
the public service which should be open 
to all; that it put in the place of 
real merit and. efliciency, seholasiice ac 
quirements; that it limited the discretion of 
those charged with the selection of publi¢ em- 
ployes, and that 1t was unconstitutional. But 
‘ts victory came—wrought by the force of en- 
jightened public sentiment—and upen its trial 
pyery ovjection which bad been urged against 
it was completely discredited. 

Asit has veen with civil service reform so 
will it be with ballot reform, exeept that 
the coming victory wiil be more specdily 
achieved and will be more complete. And 
ng the grand old State of Massachuact?s 
was foremost to adopt and demoprstrate 
jhe practicability and usefulness of cipil 
service reform, 60 has ehe been first to adopt a 
thorough scheme of ballot reform and to prove 
in practice its value and the invalidity of the 
objections made against it. We thank Massa- 
chusetia to-night for ali that she has done for 
these reforms, and we of Now-York hope that 
our Empire State will soon be keeping step with 
her sieter States tothe enforcement of an ef- 
fevtive and honest measure of ballot reform. 


NO CAUSE FOR DISCOURAGEMENT. 
In conclusion, let me say that good men have 


no cause for discouragement, Though thersare | 


dangera which threaten our welfare and safety,

consciousness of peril, and they will burst the 
bonésof political selfishness, revive their polit- 
ey freedom, and reatore the purity of their suf- 

Thus will they discharge thesacred trust com- 
mitted to their keeping; this will they still 
proudly present to the worla proof of the value 
of free institutions; thus will they demonstrate 
the strength and per potety of a Government 
by the people; thus will they establish Ameri- 
can patriotism throughout the length and 
breadth of our land, and thus will they preserve 
for themaelves and for posterity their Goda- 
given inheritance of freedom and justice and 
peace and happiness. 

Mr. Henry W. Grady made his first bow toa 
Boston gatherlug to-vight and he won many 
friends by hia eloquent words and evident 
earnestness. His subject, “The Race Problem 
inthe South,” was a most comprehensive one 
and ne treated it with clearness and force, hold- 
ing his hsteners’ undivided attention for over 
an hour, Following are some extracts: 

The President of the United States, in his late 
message to Congress, discussing the plea that 
the South should be left to solve this problem, 
asks: “ Are they at work uponit? What solu- 
tion do tney offer? When will the black man 
cast a free ballot? When will he have the civil 
right that is his?’ I shall not here protest 
against u partisanry that for the first time in 
our history, in time of peace, has stamped with 
the great seal of our Governmenta stigma upon 
the peuple ofa great loyal section. But, sir, 
backed by a record on every page of which is 
progress, I venture to make earnest and respect- 
ful answer to the questions that are asked. 
We give to the World thia year a crop of 7,500,- 
000 bales of cotton, wortn $450,000,000, and 
its cash equivaieut in grain, grasses, and fruit. 
This enormous crop could not have come from 
the hands of sullen and discontented labor. It 
comes from peaceful fields, Itis claimed that 
this 1gnorant labor ts defrauded of its just hire. 
I present the tax books of Georgia, which show 
that the negro, twenty-five years ago a slave, 
has in Georgia alone $10,000,000 of assessed 
property, worth twice that much, 

Does not that record honor him and vindicate 
his neighbors? What people, penniless, ilit- 
erate, has doueso well? For every Afro-Amer- 
iean agitator stirring the strife in which 
alone he prospers I can show you a hundred 
negroes, happy in their cabin homes, tilling 
their own land by day and at night taking from 
the lips of their children the heiptul message 
their State sends them from the schoolhouse 
door. And the schoolhouse itself bears testi- 
wony. In Georcia lastyear we added $250,000 
to the school fund, making « total of more than 
$1,000,000, and this tn the face of prejudice 
not yet conquered, of the fact that the whites 
are assessed for %368,000,000, the blacks for 
$10,000,000, and yet 49 per cent. of the 
beneticiaries are biack children, and in the 
doubt of many wise men if education 
helps or can heip our problem. Charles- 
ton, With her taxable values cut half in two 
since 1860, pays more in proportion for public 
schools than Bostob. Although it is easier to 
give inuch out of much than little out of little, 
the South with one-seventh of the tuxable prop- 
erty of the country, with relatively larger devt, 
having received only One-twolfth as much of 
public lands, and having back of its tax books 
none of the half billion of bonds that enrioh the 
North, yet gives nearly one-sixth of the public- 
school fund. The South, since 1865, has spent 
$122,000,000 in education, and this year 18 
pleaged to $37,000,000 more for State and city 
schouols—ailthough the blacks, paying one- 
thirtieth of the taxes, get nearly one-half of 
the fund. 

In the South there are negro lawyers, teach- 
ers, editors, dentists, doctors, preachers, work- 
ingin peace and multiplying with the increas- 
ing ability of theirrace to support them, In 
villages and towns they have their military 
companies equipped from the armories of the 
State, their churches and socteties built and 
supported largely by their neighbors, What 
is Lhe testimony of the courts? In penal legis- 
lation we have steadily reduced telonies to 
wisdemeanors, and have led the world in miti- 
galing punishment for crime, that we might 


save,as far as possible, this dependent race 


from its own weakness. In our penitentiary 


record 60 per cent. of the prosecutors are ne- 


aroes, and in every court the negro criminal 
strikes the colored juror, that white men may 
judge bis case. In the North 1 negro in every 
185 isin jail—in the South only 1 in 446. In 
the North the percentage of negro prisoners is 
six times as great as thatof native whites—in 
the South only four times as great. If prejudice 
wrongs him in Southern courts, the record 
shows it to be deeper in Northern courts. 

Now, Mr. President, can it be seriously main- 
tained that we ure terrorizing the people from 
whose wilting hands comes every year $1,000,- 
000,000 of farm crops, or have robbed a peuple 
who twenty-five years from unrewarded slay- 
ery have amassed in ene State $20,060,000 of 
property? or that we intend to oppress the 
people we are arming every day? or deceive 
them when we are educating them to the ut- 
ost limit of our ability ? or outlaw them when 
we work side by side with them? or re-enslave 
them under legal forme when for their benefit 
we have even imprudently narrowed the limit 
of felonies and mitigated the severity of law? 
My fellow-countrymen, a3 you yourselves may 
sometimes have to appeal at the bar of human 
judgment for justice and for right, give to my 
people to-nigbt.the fair aud unanswerable con- 
clusion of these incontestable facts! 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie was nex introduced, 
Prior to entering upon the discussion of his 
topic he referred to Mr. Cleveland as one whom 
history would declare had tried to do his duty 
and who possessed the respect of the entire 
country, regardless of party. He said that Mr 
Cleveland had demonstrated one answer to a 
question of his own asking—what to do with 
cx-Presidents. He had shown that one ggod 
thing te do with them was to invite them to all 
banquets, and in this connection the question 
occurred to him, ** Wby not run them again ?”’ 

At this there was a storm of applause, with 
eries of ‘‘Good!” “That's sol” and renewed 
cheering. : 

Mr. Carnegie then proceeded to a brief expo- 
sition of the wonderful progress made by this 
country during the past thirty years in com- 
merece, manufacturing, and mining, deolaring 
that in the last two industries this country now 
leads the world, while its credit is, first among 
nations. 

His address, which was brief owing to the 
lateness of the hour, was confined alinost 
wholly to statistics. He took oovasion to say, 
however, that he did not share the fears of some 
persons thatthe Repubiic was surrounded by 
any serious dangers. He believe nothing 
could, prevont it from achieving its destiny. 
He was not a grumbler, and if he had charge of 
the gates of Paradise he would shut all grum- 
blers out of Heaven. 

Mr, Carnegie was followed by the Hon. W, L, 
Putnam, late Democratic candidate tor Gov- 
ernor of Maine, who spoke briefly on ** Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries,’ emphasizing his well- 
known views on that subject.

A BRIEF NEWSPAPER STORY 
OF THE BEVOLUTION. 
STATEMENT THAT THE CHURCH 

AND STATE WOULD BE DIVORCED 

TRUE—DEALERS EXCITED. 


Private advices received in thia city from 
Brazil yesterday confirm the dispatch published 


THE 


rin THE TIMES a few days after the proclamation 


of the republic, to the effect that the new Gov- 
ernment proposed to sever the connection be- 
tween the Roman Catholic Church and the 
State that had oxisted under the monarchy. 
From a perfectly reliable zouree this cablegram 
was received: ‘Brazilian Government pro- 
poses separating Church from State.” 

Under the monarchs the established religion 
was the Roman Cattolle, but the Constitution 
guaranteed the toleration of other religions so 
far as the performance of worship was con" 
cerned, in buildings provided for the purpose,. 
but without the exterior form of churches. The- 
Roman Catholic clergy ana their educational 
institutions were maintained by the State, the 
annual cost exceeding the cost of public educa 
tion. Brazil constitutes an ecclesiastical prov 
ince, with a Metropolitan Archbishop, whose 
seat is at Bahia, and 11 Suffragan Bishops, 12 
Vicars General, and 2,000 curates, There are 11 
Catholic seminaries, most of which have been 
under Government subsidy. For the support 
of these ecclesiastics and their various insti- 
tutions the approprvation for 1887-88 was 


$454,000, In the same budget the appropria- 
tion for public education was $280,000. Un- 
der the new Government the Church will be 
thrown back upon its own resources, 

Further dispatches from a guaranteed source 
say that the * Companhia Mercantil,” a native 
company, bave asked the Pari authorities to 
compel all other buyers of:rubber to pay 20 reis 
for their account, with @ view to helping sus- 
tain prices. (This subsidy would be equal to 
about three-eighths of a cent a pound.) Buyers 
in Pardare said to be greatly excited, The 
dispatch means that the native company have 
asked the Government of Par& to .coliect threc- 
eighths of a cent a pound on all rubber bought 
by other buyers and pay itover to them as a 
contribution to build up their business to the 
prejudice of all their competitors. 

Additional particulars of the revolution are 
furnished by Brazilian newspapers which ar- 
rived in the last mail. The Cidade do Rio, an 
afternoon newspaper in Rio, gives an interest- 
ing account of the events of the memorable 
15th ‘of November. ‘The populace, it says, 
awoke that morning with the news that the 
army had refused to obey the orders of the 
Government, considering said orders illegal 
apd ¢éfiensive: Two battalions which had re- 
ceived orders to go todistant points in the em- 
pire decided to refuse obedience two the order. 

cidade do Rio gives the following account in 
detail of the occurrences of the morning: 

At 2 o’cloek this ,morning the Adjutant General 
and several officers met at the headquarters bar- 
racks of thearmy, where were stationed a battalion 
of infantizy aud a regiment of cavairy.

At a business meeting of the church last 
night aresolution was introduced by Judge 
Holmes, not requiring candidates to make such 
promises. A perfect storm was let loose, and 
until nearly midnight old ana respected oiti- 
zeus wand matrons, young married men and 
women became angry, Called names, and 
twitted of skeletons in closets that would have 
put to shame any other social organization. 

Many lett the meeting in disgust, and threat- 
ened never to enter the church again, Finally, 
the resolution was voted down by the pastor 
and his crowd. : 

The most bitter feeling prevails, and many 
young couples have withdrawn from the 
church. Judge Holmes feels badly, and says 
he knew the result would disrupt the church 
and, perhaps, cause ita disbandment, if such 
radical and austere measures Were adopted.

THE NBW-HAVEN ROAD LOSES ONE OF

The cause of the fire ig supposed to have been 
spontaneous combustion in some bales of cot- 
tou ‘*mill sweepings”’ which were in the fur- 
ther end of the station. All freight in the sta- 
tion was destroyed and three ireixnt cars were

HOW THE PASSENGERS ON A RAILROAD 
TRAIN WERE SAVED. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Dec. 12.—A Winnipeger 
who just arrived from the Pacific coast tells of 
athrilling accident to the Canadian Pacitic 
through express in the mountains on Saturday 
last. A rail gave way at a point on the mount- 
ain side high above the Columbia River.

A LONG AND WARM DEBATE ON THE 
TRAFFIC IN STRONG DRINK, 


SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Dec. 12.—The seven- 
teenth annual convention of the State Grange 
closed here to-night. There were about 250 
Gelegates present, representing 374 granges or 
lodges, with a membership of 12,000. * The ses- 
sion to-day was devoted to a discussion of the 
traffic in strong drink and was prolonged by 
differences of opinion. One-third of the dele- 
gates present were out-and-out Prohibitionists 
and about half of the remainder were temper- 
ance but not third-party peopie. The other 
half were disposed to be liberal in treating the 


questions. Finally, after a warm debate, the 
following was adopted: 


“We recognize that the traffic in intoxicating 
drinks is an evil that is sapping the morals, 
destroying the prosperity, and threatening 
the liberties of our country; is the prolific 
source of poverty, crime, wretchedness, aud death. 
It is estimated that the direct cost to the people of 
Ohio is over Lita. | million doliars per year. 

“‘In addition to this, the trafic multiplies many 
times the expense of courts, prisons, asylums, a 
large portion of which has to ve paid by the already 
overburdened farmers, any revenue which can 
ve collected from this traffic sinks into irsigniti- 
cance in comparison with the enormous cost and 
attendant evils. 

“* We theretore declare that all legislation on this 
subject should be for the restriction and immediate 
suppression of the trafic.” 

The election of United States Senators by 
popular vote was indorsed. Women’s suffrage 
aud the Australlan system of balloting were 
approved,

BAKER INNOCENT? 





CONFESSION OF A CRIME FOR WHICH 
ANOTHER IS PAYING THE PENALTY. 


WHEELING, West Va., Dec. 12.—About a week 
ago the Supreme Court of this State affirmed 
the decision of the Brooke County Circuit 
Court, adjudging Van B. Baker guilty ef the 
murder of his wife and her mother, and the 
defendant was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life. He was removed to the penitentiary 
last Monday while papers were being prepared 
to carry the case to the Federal Court. 

To-day # long confession was received through 
the mails from Columbus, Ohio, in which the 
writer, wae ftigns himself ‘*‘Man Number One,” 
saya that he and two companions killed the 
women by beating their brains out with freight- 
car bolts and robbed the house of about $600. 
The crime is minutely described, some of the 
details clearing up mysteries which detied solu- 
tion in the two trials in the Circuit Court, and 
there is. every outward indication that the 
statement is true, and that Baker 1s entirely 
innocent of the terrible erime. 

The murder was committed on the night of 
May 9, 1887, and was the most atrocious ever 
known along the upper Ohio Valley. The mur- 
dered women wore widely known and were 
possessed of large means in their own right, to 
which Baker was the heir, ana this wae a strong 
presumption of his guilt, He was noted as an 
educator, having presided over a numbers f 
minor colleges and eo in the Mi ate 
States. Hig defense cost him over $15,000, 
and he landed in the penitentiary rained in 
health, reputation, and pocket. The confession 
has created the greatest excitement over a 
wide area.

SENATOR HIGGINS’S PLAN 


A NEAT SOHKEME TO .GET 
VOT#S IN DELAWARE. 
REPUBLICANS WANT TO PAY THE POLL 
TAX FOR DELINQUENTS AND MAKE 
THEM VOTE THE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Deo, 12,—Senator Anthony 
Higgins has spared sutticient timo from his 
thus far not very arduous Senatorial duties dur- 
ing the past week to aid the Republican politt 
cians of Wilmington in their attempt to secure 
trom the Superior Court a mandamus compel- 
lng a county Tax Collector to issue to them in 
**blocks of fivo” or more the tax receipts that 
are a prerequisite to the exercise of the elective 
franchise in this State. 

These legal proceedings are the culmination 
of various desperate attempts on the part of the 
Repabdlican poltticians duly to qualify the col- 
ored voters for the State election next year. 
The poll tax receipt insures to the holder suf- 
frage for two years from its date. A failure to 
pay disfranchises the delinquent for one yoar 
subsequent to the expiration of the year for 
which the taxisdue, With taxpaying bearing 
this important relation to suftrage, the Demo- 
eretic collectors very naturally have done noth- 
ing to encourage or aid the payment of poll 
taxes by Republican taxables. On the con- 
trary, they have thrown every possible obstacle 
in the way. 

But it was not this fact that induced the Re- 
publican managers to invoke the aid of the 
courts in behalf of the Republican Party. The 
plain truth of the matter is that the people 
were provokingly slow in coming forward ana 
paying their taxes. So conspicuously was this 
the case with the colored citizens that the Ro- 
publican committee opened a taxpaying bureau 
at the party headquarters, and scoured the aty 


niter their colored voters, who, by applying at | 
the bureau, were furnished money with which ' 


to pay their taxes. Then, as the bulk of the 
negroes did not take sufiicient interest in their 
political rights to walk to tae bureau and pro- 
‘cure the money for their tax receipts, a scheme 
of getting them promiscuously to attach their 
names or marks to powers of attorney author- 
izing certain members of the committee to pay 
their taxes and secure their receipts was devised. 

Tbe papers were prepared, circulated among 
White and colered citizens, principally the 
latter, for their signatures, and then presented 
te Collector John J. Dougherty, together with 
sufficient money to pay the poll taxes of the one 
hundred and fifty or more citizens who were 
thus willing to delegate their voting qualifica- 
lions to the care of @ partisan eommittes, 
Collector Dougherty refused to recognize these 

owers of attorney, and then Senator Anthony 

iggina, in company with William ©. Spruance, 
Darried the fight of the Republican Party to the 
sourts, 

The potition for the writ of mandamus was 
firawn up in a purely partisan spirit, and ut- 
terly ignored the main question involved. That 
Was a8 to whether a political drummer should 
pe allowed to gather in the proxies of scores of 
citizens too ignorant or indifferent to take the 
trouble or qualifying themselves for the right 
of suffrage, and have them recognized to the ex- 
tent of placing in his hands the power of pre- 
venting these men from voting even after they 
Were thus qualified, unless they voted in ac- 
cordance with his will. ‘This, after all, is the 
underlying principle of the : Republican contest 
aud the incentive of the extreme measures that 
have been adopted. For, once that these tax 
receipts are in the possession of the Republican 
committee, they will be curefully stowed away 
until election day, when duo care willbe taken 
that each receipt will be good fora Republican 
ballot or for no vote at all. 

And so Mr. Higgins based his petition upon 

. the ely mercenary reason that the money of 
the Republican committee should be accepted 
Tor tax receipts in bulk, simply because the 
county has need of the $3,000 or $4,000 in- 
volved, coupled with the declaration that if 
this pittance of poll taxes was not collected 
real estate owners would have foisted upon 
them more thau their just share of the public 
taxation. The petitioner who consented to 
make the pegsined aflidavit was City Council- 
man John W. Hawkins, «a worthy old citizen 
who possesses very antiquated notions of po- 
litical affairs, and who is made to subscribe to 
the statement that “he has an interest” that all 
county taxes be collected and paid into the 
County ‘treasury, ‘ to the end that the burden of 
all such taxation may be equally and fairly 
borne by all persons liable to the same, and tnat 
yoar petitioner may be required to bear no more 
than his just proportion of said taxation.” Fur- 
ther on the mandamus is prayed for “to the 
end that all citizens who are entitled to qualify 
us electors at said [next year’s) election shall 
have a fair and equal opportunity to qualify as 
puch electors by the payment of a county tax as 
required by the Constitution of said State.” 

A number of aflidavits were filled in support 
of the petition, all tending to prove that the 
collectors had thrown obstacles in the way of 
citizens qualifying themselves for voting by the 

ayment of their taxes. One was trom Job H. 

ackson, President of the Jackson & Sharp 
Company, an extensive car and ship pbuilding

The 
court granted a rule on the Collector to show 
cause why the writ of mandamus should not 
issue against him, returnable this morning. 

The objection urged against permitting the 
payment of poll taxes through powers of at- 
torney vested in certain Republican politicians 
is thatit would be practically placing in their 
hands the sutirager ofalarge number of citi- 
zens, Political heelers are not so immaculate 
as to be above the use of political tricks in 
order to secure partisan advantages, and the 
Repabiican politicians ot Wilmington are not 
exceptions to the generalfule. In days past 
they have been known to go to tne extent of 
having county tax réceipts lithographea, and 
of distributing: these fraudulent qualifications 
among their colored followers for use at the 
polls. 

With a legal force and status imparted to 
powers of attorney for the payment of poll 
taxes, there is no doubt that these pod- 
litically-valuable documents would he fairly 
showered upon the Tax Collectors, and as 
many a registered citizen in New-York has gone 
to the polls on election day only to find that 
some accommodating heeler haa forestalled him 
Wi voting on his name, 60 many a citizen of 

ilmington not in sympathy with Republican 
principles or Republican candidates would find 
his voting credentials safely in the hands of the 
Republican Committee when he came to secure 
them himself. Powers of attorney can be manu- 
factured as well as lithographed tax receipts, 
and no one at all conversant with the political 
methods that heve prevailed in this city doubts 
that they would be forthcoming as often as oc- 
casion might require, 

Tne Tax Collectors do not escape their share 
of censure for the present condition of affairs, 
asit cannot be denied that they have deliber- 
ately attempted to obstruct the payment of 
per taxes by white and colored Republicans.

PUZZLING FEATURES OF THE WAD- 
DINGHAM DIVORCE CASK. 


There seems to be promise of further compli 
cations in the divorce suit already incorrectly 
roported as having been decided in Chicago in 
favor of Mre. Emma Waddingham against her 
husband, the millionaire cattle king, Wilson 
Waddingham. Dispatches from Chicago now 
declare that the decrees of divorce has been re- 
fused by Judge Horton in the Circuit Court, in 
spite of the report already published to the 
contrary. 

There also seems to be some mystery about 
the way in which the action for divorce was 
brought. Mrs. Waddingham is now living in 
this city at 571 Park-avenuo. She was too ill 
to be scen yesterday, but her daughter, Miss 
Waddingham, made a statement, authorized by 
her, which is somewhat puzzling. When asked 
if W. H. Buettner of 322 Broadway, 
who bas represented himself as having 


actea as Mrs. Waddingham’s counsel in the 
divorce proceedings, was entitled to act as guch, 
Miss Waddingham eaid: “I must beg to be al- 
lowed to remain silent in regard to this matter. 
I will say, however, that the atatements in re- 
gard to the divorce proceedings, whioh have 
Appeared in the papers and which, apparently, 
have been learned through Mr. Buttner, are, all 
of them, incorrect. Mr. Buttner does not rep- 
resent either side in this matter, and is notin a 
position to relate truthfully the facts in the 
case. 

As to whether Mr. Buttner had been employed 
as cuunsel to obtain the divorce, Miss Wadding- 
ham would not mr 

Mr. Buttner still claims, however, that he has 
acted as Mrs. Waddingham’s counsel. In re- 
gard to the promature publication to the effoct 
that a decree of divorce had been obtained in 
Chicago, he said: 

“I supposed Tuesday afternoon that I 
Was warranted in concluding that the decree 
of divorce bad been granted. I know that 

r. Waddingham had entered no defense, 
and although Mrs. Waddingham was too ill to 
be present at the triala certificate of her phy- 
sicilan to that effect was among the papers, 
and there was such a mass of evidence sub- 
mitted on our side that I did not see how the 
decree could be withheld.

“© The Judge,” said Mr. Buttner, “ appears to 
have taken it upon himself to protect the in- 
terests of the plaintiff by refusing tu grant her 
petition on the ground that she may not be 
asking for enoughalimony. Now the question 
of alimony did not come up ata. Thag had ali 
been really settled under the previous separa- 
tion aud was fixed at $25,000 a year. I know 
that Mrs. Waddingham is not desirous of hav- 
ing this amount increased, and even if the 
court shouid double it she would be just the 
kind of woman to releaso: Mr. Waddingham 
from peying her any more than he does now.” 

The knowledge of the existence of a serious 
family difficulty between Mr. and Mrs. Waa- 
dingham has long been the subject of gossip in 
New-Haven, and at West Haven,Conn., where the 
palatial Waddingham mansion is situated.

Mossman, A. R. McMichael} J. G. Baldwin, and 
St. C. Smith, members of the Committee on 
Public Institutions, and was tobe signed by 
the President and Secretary of the society. Of 
the names presented eighteen are of present 
members of the Hospital Board. 

The resolutions were adopted after a motion 
to lay them on the table had been voted down 
by 2l yeas and to 5 nays. Among those favoring 
tabling the resolutions were Drs. Charles Mc- 
Dowell, J. H. Thompson, and ©. W. Cornell. 

The developments that have led to this ac- 
tion by the society form an interesting story: 

About fifteen years ago the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction ;set apart a hospital 
on Ward's Island “* to be under the medical care 
of homeopathic physicians.” This action was 
taken at the request of the Homevupathic Med- 
ical Society of this county, supported by the 
netition of many citizens. At that time the 
Nifferences and antagonisms between the regu- 
lar or allopathic physicians and the home- 
opathic physicians were greater than they now 
are, and homeopathic physicians had not been 
ailowed to practice in any public institution. 

The medival care of the hospital has been in 
charge of a Medical Board of twenty-four mem- 
pers. The physicians forming this board were 
originally selected from the County Homeo- 
pathic Medical Society. But vacancies have 
been filled by the Commissioners on nomina- 
tion of the board—that is, for every vacancy, 
the board nominates two or more physicians 
and the Commissioners make their own selec- 
tion from them. Partly through the filling of 
these vacancios it has come about that five of 
the twenty-four members of the Medical Beard 
of the hospital are not members of the Homeo- 
pathic County Society. 

This situation has not led to any alfferences 
in the board itself, which has gove on doing its 
work peacetully, but it long since stirred up 
the Homeopathic County Society, and for nearly 
@ Year there has been a good deal of discussion 
of the matter in the medical journals. 

Finally, at a meeting of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction on Wednesday the 
difference was brought to official notice. A 
communication from Dr. J. M. Schley, Uhair- 
man of the Committee on Public Instituuions of 
the Society, had been received asking: 

(1) If tne Commissioners intended that the Medi- 
cal Board of the hospital should be composed ex- 
clusively of homeopathic physicians ? (2) what was 
their criterion of judging if a physician were homeo- 

athict (3) if membership in the Homeopathic 
Medical Society of the te nf were that criterion? 
(4) if a physician who does not comply with the law 
of tho State is eligible ? and (5) it the Commissioners 
intend that a physician who has leit the Howeo- 
pathic Medical Society should continue a member 
of the board ?”’ 

These questions evidently applied to the five 
members of the Medical Board who are not 
members of the society. The five are Drs. Clin- 
ton L. Bagg and Arthur L, Root, who never be- 
longed to the county society, but were students 
with Dr, Egbert Guernsey and internes in the 
hospital, and Drs. Alfred T. Hills, Arthur K. 
Hills, and H. M. Hitchcock, who had seceded 
from the county society. The questions had 
been referred to Dr. Guernsey, President of the 
Medical Board, and he had replied that he be- 
Heved there was no exclusively homeopathic 
physician in New-York; that the law requiring 

hysicians to pelong to a sectety was a dead 

etter, and that the reasons why two members 

had left the county socisty were more credit- 
able to them than to the society. Dr. Guernsey 
also said: 

‘**As none of the present members of your honora- 
ble board were in office when the hospital was 
placed in our hands a word of explanation may 
place the matter more clearly before you. When 
the philosophy of Hahnomann was first iniro- 
ancek into the city by Dr, Gram the mere stud 
or practice of it in any degree or with any mani- 
festation of approval was suificient, so great was 
the opposition of the old school, to secure expul- 
sion from their societies, ‘This schism in the me(- 
ical profession,’ said Dr. B. St. John Roosa in his 
address before the New-York Acadewy of Meui- 
cine, ‘could easily have been avoided with more 
tact, isdom, and toleration on the part of the old 
school. 

“A new society was organized, called the Hahne- 
mann. whose sole object was the study of homeo- 
pathic therapeutics. Not one of its members, 
which included such men as Gray, Wilson, Curtis, 
Cook, Freeman, Dunnell, Gerald Hall, Hemphill, 
all of whom have passed away, and among tho liv- 
ing John C. Poters, McVicar, Belcher, Halleck, my- 
self, and a few others, confined himself exclusively 
in his practice to homeupathy or Velieved in it as a 
universal law of therapeutics. We wero careful 
students of medicine, and found, as we believed, in 
homeopathic therapeutics a rich mine of truth and 
a great aid in our treatment of the sick. 

* A law, through old-school influence, was intro- 
duced into the Legisiature compelling every phyat- 
cian to belong toacounty society, The Legisia- 
ture, ina spirit of justice, decreed that any school 
of practice might form a coanty medical society, 
@ membership ot which would answer theo require- 
ments of the law. Here occurred the first unwise 
step of the so-called homedpaths. Smarting under 
the insults and persecution they had received, and 
in aspirit of bravado, they organized under the 
name of the Homeopathic County Medical Society, 
instead of retaining the name of their old society. 
The practice of its m:mbers was, however, the 
same as before, and notwithstanding they have as- 
sumed in their societies 2 sectarian name, they are 
sectarian in name only. They eugerly bring to their 
aid the resources and appliances of the thousands 
of investigators in the great fields ofscience. These 
investigations are clearing away the cbaif of theo- 
ries, ud on the demonstration of principles bring- 
ing all schools into closer relations and more inti- 
mate fellowship with each other. 

“We were shut out of old-school societies, of 

ublic hospitals, and of all places of public trust. 
When at last, on the respectiul petition of citizens 
of. New-York representing more than $400,000, 000 
of property, presented to your honoravle board by 

T. Stewart and William Cullen Bryant, the 
present hospital was assigned to us, the question 
arose a3 tothe name. I requested that it might be 
called thé Charity Hospital, Ward’s Island, and in 
this request all of my fellow-members of the com- 
mittee earnestly joined. Mr. Brennan strongly ob- 
jected, and insisted that the name should be the 
“Homeopathic Hospital, I urged that I could see no 
reason why our hospital should be designated by 
the name of a school any more than the Charity 
Hospital on Blackwell’s Island; that while we be- 
lieved the homeopathic principle was far-reaching 
and the dominant principle in a@ scientific thera- 
peutics, still we did not believe it to be an exclu- 
sive law, and claimed the right in oll cases to use 
cur undivided jadgment in the treatment of the 
sick. Mr, Bailey said there would be no tronble on 
that score, and so the name was adopted with the 
protest of our entire committes.” 

The Commissioners of Charities and Correc- 
tion, after considering the supject, decided not 
to take any action whatever, and notified Dr. 
Schley by letter that they were of the opinion 
that **the settlement of these differences should 
be left to the decision of the proper representa- 
tives of your profession.” 

r, J. M, Schiby was not at bis office when a 
TIMES reporter called yesterday, but Dr. George 
M. Dillow, ex-President of the county society, 
and chief editor of the North American Journal 
of Homeopathu, Was seen, and spoke freely on 
the subject. He said that the society desired to 
yvetain the privilege of having the medical corps 
of Ward’s island hospital under homeopathic 
control. There were tive members in the board 
who were not hemaopathiste, and the society 
was dissatistied. The taix about there being no 
exclusively homeopathic physicians, he said, 
had no force, Homeopathic physicians were 
not restricted ii their practice by set rules. 
They had liberty to act as their judgment 
directed, but whether or not they intended to 
follow homeopathic principles.was determined 
by their belonging or not belonging to a home- 
opathic society. 

The law of 1813, requiring all pbysicians to 
belong tosome society, he added, was still in 
force, and if a physician did not belong to the 
Homeopathic Society it was good evidenceodhat 
he was not ahomeopathist. It was understood 
that Dr, Guernsey, the President, and Dr. Al- 
tred K. Hills, Secretary, of the Medical Boara of 
the hospital, were seeking to bring about a 
union of the homeopathic and allopathic 
schools, and were willing to avandoen a vital 
principle of homeopathy to faccomplish the 
uvion. TReir influence in the board appeared 
to be great. He (Dr. Dillow) velieved the 
schools were less antagonistic than formerly, 
and that they might come together when the 
allopathic physicians were ready to avknow}l- 
edge the value of the homeopathic principle. 
That principle was not, Dr. Dillow said, minute 
doses, but “like cures like.” 

Pr. Alfred K. Hills admitted that he thought a 
union of the medical schools desirabie, He was 
hiwself a craduate of the Hahnemann College 
in Philadelphia, but dia not think there was 
enoughin the homeopathic principle, valuable 
as it might be, to found a school of medicine 
upon. He referred to the fact that those who 
call themselves Domeopathists do not confine 
themselves within the homeopathic principle, 
and said that in the Ward’s Island Hospital the 
house ataff of physicians, who were young men 
from homeopathic colleges, had been using 
large quantities of sulphate of magnesia and 
castor oil without the knowledge of the Medieal 
Board. Such practice was not atrictly homeo- 
pathic. It showed how tho recent graduates of 
the schoo} practice. Dr. Hills said tnat he was 
one of the prime wovers in securing the Ward’s 
Islapd Hospital for homeopathio practice, It 
was ham **homeopathic” through the mis- 
chievous et of Commissioner Brennan.

The Homeopathic County Society last even- 
ing also elected the following officers: Presi- 
dent—Dr. George 8.

Dr. Schley, from the Committee on Colleges, 
Hospitals, and Dispensaries, reported that 
there were seventeen homeopathic mstitutions 
in this city, with ie apg en He remarked 
that that did not look®as if homeopathy was 
dying out. 

Dr. George M. Dillow, from the Committee on 
Legislation, presented a bill which it was pro- 
posed to ask the next Legislature to pase. Itis 
eutitied, “An act to establish Boards of Medical 
Examiners of the State of New-York for the 
examination and licensing of practitioners of 
medicine and surgery; to further regulate 
the apractice of medicine and surgery, 
and to amend Section 2 of Ohapter 647+ 
of the Laws of 1887.” The chief 
section of the bill creates three boards 
of Medical Examiners of the State of seven 
members each. The members of the first board 
are to be nominated by the Medical Society of 
the State of New-York, of the second by the 
Homeopathic Medical Society of the State, and 
of the third board by the Eclectic Soolety of the 
State, All appointments are to be made by the 
Regents of the University of the State of New- 
York. These boards shall examine all candidates 
for medical licenses and report the result to the 
Regents. 


“DAD SARKISSY’S” DEATH. 
THE VETERAN MINSTREL’S BODY FOUND 
AT FORT WADSWORTH. 


“Dad Sarrissy” was @ star banjo player, 
whose name was familiar to all lovers of min- 
strelsy a quarterof a century ago. He had 
been off the staxe for twenty years. Wednes- 
day morning his body was washed in by the 
waves at Fort Wadsworth On Sunday, at 2 
). M., his funeral will take place from the resi- 
dence of his son-in-law, Joseph Hedge, 49% Cen- 


tral-avenue, Jersey City Heights, the Rev. Mr. 
Fleteher of the First Baptist Church, Jersey 
City, olficiating. 

Sarrissy’s realiname was William H. Black- 
ledge. He was a native of New-York City, hav- 
ing been born in the Ninth Ward in 1829, 
From a mere child he exhibited a marked taste 
for music and mimicry, and was very young 
when first identified with a minstrel company. 
He played tor years with Bryant and White, 
Visiting nearly all the important cities of the 
United Statea, Afterward he was fora long 
time with Frank Chanfrau iu “Kit, the Arkan- 
sas Travoler,’’ still playing the banjo with a 
song and dance, 

Still later Sarrissy was connected with the 
first “Black Crovk’” company in a similar 
capacity, but this was the last of his minstrel 
work. He gave up the stage in 1869 ana went 
into the service of I, A, Ferris, a wholesale pro- 
vision dealer in Mott-strect. He remained 
there upto the time of his death as a buyer. 
He appears to have been successful in mercan- 
tile life, as he had accumulated some money 
and was in prosperous circumstances, 

Mr. Blackledge and his wife lived with their 
daughter and her husband in Jersey City. Two 
or three years ago he began to sufter from a 
kidney dilficulty, which is sail to bave ce- 
pressed him greatly. He was very fond of fish- 
ing, and Clifton, S. L, was his tavorite ground. 
He would often start off early in the morning 
to spend the day there. Therefore, on Wednes- 
day morning, when it was iound that he had 
gone out, there was nobody alarmed. But 
toward night, as he had noo returned, the dis- 
appearance was reported to the police, 

Whether the drowning was accidental or the 
result of a suicidal attemptin an houror mental 
aberration it is impossivle totell, Mr. Hedge 
thinks it was accidental. Mr. Blackledge leaves

THE JOHNSTOWN ACCIDENT. 


HER PEOPLE REGARD IT AS- ALMOST 
INSIGNIFICANT. 


JOHNSTOWN, Penn., Deo, 12.—The investiga- 
tion into the cause of the theatre disaster was 
concluded last night shortly before midnight 
and a verdict rendered. The jury found that 
owing to the insuflicient number of exits,e the 
narrowness and faulty construction of the only 
one to the house, the building is entirely up- 
safe for any public gathering, and request the 
authorities to take proper measures to prevent 
any public assemblies in the building as now 
constructed, 

The visitor to Johnstown was forcibly struck 
by the unconcern and cooluess with which citi- 
zens on every hand viewed thia last disaster. 


There were no weeping women lingering about 
the Morgue, no knotsof men standing around 
the street corners discussing the event. People 
approached for informution gave it without a 
touch of pathos or of sentiment, ant treated 
tho whole affair as an every-day occurrence. 

‘ ‘Phere is a logical explanation of all this. For 
over 3iX months the people of Johnstown have 
seen more dead bedies probably thau any other 
community in the world. It bas been a daily 
spectacle to see a wagonload of victims of the 
great flood borne through the town from one 
cemetery to another. Piles of coflins stacked 
on the pavement in front of some undertuker’s 
place or at the graveyard gates long ago ceased 
to oxcite comment. So it was that poople began 
to compere the loss of ten lives with five thou- 
sand, and draw the conclusion that Tuesday 
night's disaster was a slight ene. 

Although the Parke Opera House has for 
years been condemned in public opinion, if not 
officially, there was to-day no suggestion of 
proceedings against the owner or managér for 
the loss of lite. Inquiry as to the probable 
course of the victims’ families brought the 
opinion that it Was not likely anything would 
be done. 

All those injured in the panic are doing well 
and the physicians report that all will recover. 
Messrs. Mack and Flinn, the lessees of the opera 
house, have canceled all engagements and the 
house will remain closed until the halt has been 
remodeled and better exits provided. As this 
was the only theatre left in the city after the 
flood, no more theatricals will be witnessed in 
Johngstewn this Winter.

financial surplus of about 14 per cent. on 

the outlay it would not be surprising if all 
the capital stock of the proposed Interna- 
tional Commission were taken very prompt- 
ly. Questions of State legislation are be- 
ginning to be agitated, but the State can 
make no appropriation except for its own 

part in the exhibition. It will probably 

only be asked to give the commission such 

corporate powers as it will require under 
State authority and to authorize the city

The gains of the Republicans at the late 
municipal election in Boston, both in the 
majority for Mayor HarRT and in the mem- 
bership of the Board of Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council, seem to have been due to the 
fact that the course of the party in making 
nominations was a practical invitation to 
the independent element for support, while 
the Democrats took a strictly partisan 
course. The candidate of the latter for 
Mayor,. GALVIN, was a ‘‘machine” poli- 
tician and represented the ‘spoils’ ' ele- 
ment. He had no attraction for voters who 
are averse to partisan politics in municipal 
administration or for the better class even 
of Democratic partisans. Mayor Hart had 
not fully justified the expectations of the 
independent citizens who supported him 
last year, but he was regarded as altogether 
preferable to a mere Democratic politician 
of a rather sordid type. The new ballot 
law worked as smoothly and successfully 
as at the State election and was strength- 
ened in the estimation of the people,

Our esteemed contemporary, the Evening 
' Post, observes that ‘‘it is as much as one’s 
eyes are worth of a Winter morning to read 
a column” of a newspaper printed in fine 
type. The worth of one’s eyes on a Winter 
morning is probably lessthan on a jocund 
Summer’s day, for there are fewer beautiful 
things to see, and less light to see them by. 
Nevertheless, we agree with the Post 
that persons of weak and watery orbs 
should stick to the prints that still 
retain the old-fashioned garb of.long 
primer and two-line pica, for in truth 
blindness is a fearful doom, even in Winter. 
CICERO bitterly bewailed his dimmed 
vision, which he attributed to his habit of 
reading Greek books in the horse cars— 
always a practice fraught with peril, but 
doubly imprudent in his day, since Greek 
texts were not then printed in the clear 
and legible Porson type, but were the 
work of palsied scriveners. FLETCHER of 
Saltoun, too, bewailed his growing blind- 
ness. “I admire the typography of the 
Evening Post,” wrote he in one of 
his letters to the Duke of Toppenham, 
“and had not the biliary derangement 
and consequent incurable headaches of 
that journal made its daily perusal an 
unspeakable weariness to me I should 
never have laid my priceless eyesight an 
extorted sacrifice, upon the altar of solid 
nonpareil” But as CyRIac SKINNER once 
remarked to’poor blind MILTon, “aman 
ought to be cheerful, even when his eyes 
are gone, for a stored and exalted mind 
hath at least this duty to itself, lest it be- 
cloud its outgivings with pent-up sourness 
and put the world out of listening.” 
. Anew light has been thrown on the man- 
ner of life of our Congressmen by the re- 
port of the committee on the Silcott defal- 
cation. . It appears that to his other sources 
of revenue the Sergeant at Arms of the 
House of Representatives adds the business 
of a note shaver, and that Congressmen who 
desire to anticipate their monthly salaries 
of $416 can do so by giving a note-to the 
Sergeant at Arms, which he discounts for 
them at the rate of $3 50 per month. This 
amounts to an interest of about 10 per cent. 
per annum, and is or has been a very profit- 
able part of the business of the Sergeant 
at Arms. The committee reports that Mr. 
LEEDOM’s income from this note-shaving 
branch of his duties amounted, from Sept. 
4, 1888, to Dec. 5 last, to the snug little 
sum of $1,859 50, which represents the 
tax paid by Congressmen for drawing 
their salaries in advance. The report 
is prudently silent as to who the peo- 
ple’s representatives are who contributed 
of their substance to swell this revenue. 
The rush for the position of Sergeant at 
Arms can be better understoed, now that 
this side light has been thrown upon the 
office. If the incumbent enjoys other per- 
quisites of proportionate profit, the office 
is a prize well worth struggling for. 














CLEVELAND'S BOSTON ADDRESS. 

The most notable public utterance of ex- 
President CLEVELAND since he left the 
office of Chief Magistrate of the Nation is 
his address in Boston last night at the din- 
ner tendered by the Merchants’ Association 
of that city to certain prominent visitors 
from the South. Itis characteristic of the 
man in its straightforward candor and 
force and its direct application in a broad 
and statesmanlike way to the leading pub- 
lic questions of the time. It was not a po- 
litical speech, and it was free from the tone 
and spirit of partisanship, and yet it dealt 
frankly with considerations affecting the 
public wéll-being which bear directly upon 
the issues with which parties are concerned. 

Beginning with an effort, such as he has 
made before, to impress upon business men 
a sense of their deep responsibility in their 
relation to the administration of public 
aftairs, the ex-President led skillfully up to 
an earnest deprecation of what he aptly 
called “the present tendency toward a 
Government partnership in trade.” He did 
not mention the tariff or subsidies, but he 
spoke of the attitude that merchants and 
business men are invited to assume “as de- 
pendents upon the favor of the Govern- 
ment and beneficiaries under its taxing 
power,” and left no doubt as to the applica- 
tion of his remarks. In this part of his 
address he touched upon what is really the 
most serious consequence of the so-called 
‘protective’ system of taxation. It en- 
lists men in political activity, not from 
patriotic motives or an attachment to 
sound principles of public administration, 
but through personal and pecuniary self- 
interest, and thereby demoralizes the 
standard of judgment in political ac- 
tion. It breeds a political selfishness, 
whioh, in the language of the ex-President, ..

tions of the Government, distorts every 
conception of the duty: of good citizenship, 
and creates an atmosphere in which in- 
iquitous purposes and designs lose their 
odious features. It pegins when a per- 
verted judgment is won tothe theory that 
political action may be used solely for pri- 
vate gain and advantage, and when a 
tender conscience is quieted by the in- 
genious argument that such gain and ad- 
vantage are identical with the public wel- 
fare.” 

To this evil of a ‘“‘ Government partnership 
in trade” for the benefit of favored inter- 
ests, displacing a patriotic regard for 
“equal rights and impartial justice’ with 
the motives of “ private gain and advan- 
tage” in political action, Mr. CLEVELAND 
. rightly traces the debauchery of the suf- 
frage which is one of the greatest evils of 
the time. It furnishes the incentive for 
affecting the vote of the people on a 
large scale by the influences of coercion, in- 
timidation, and corruption. Men whose 
moneyed interests are made dependent upon 
Government action are led to exercise their 
power as employers of labor and to use 
their money:‘in corrupt ways to affect polit- 
ical results. The spirit of party and the 
keen desire of political success lead others 
to condone wicked and corrupt practices, 
and the public conscience is seared, until 
these practices are regarded as ‘only 
phases of shrewd political, management,” 
and are “actually encouraged by the hon- 
ors which are bestowed upon those who 
boast of their use of such agencies in aid of 
party supremacy.” These general remarks 
of the ex-President can only be assumed to 
have a party application by the admission 
that one party has benefited more than the 
other by the evils of which he speaks and 
the existence of which cannot be denied. 

Mr. CLEVELAND exhibits the far-seeing 
sagacity and sound political sense that 
have characterized his whole public career 
by hailing the ‘‘advent of ballot reform” 
as affording the best hope of checking the 
“malign influence” and guarding against 
the “banoful results” of intimidation and 
corruption at the polls. He accepts it with 
confidence and without qualification, de- 
claring that it ‘‘rises far above partisan- 
ship, and only the heedless, the sordid, and 
the depraved refuse to join in the crusade.” 
While “all rights should be scrupulously 
preserved,” he says, ‘“‘there should be 
no shuffling, and no frivolous objections 
should be tolerated.” He cites our experi- 
ence with the civil service law as demon- 
strating how quickly obstacles which 
seemed plausible if not convincing are 
“dissipated by the test of trial,” and con- 
gratulates Massachusetts on being the first 
to adopt a “thorough scheme of ballot re- 
form and to prove in practice its value and 
the invalidity of the objections made 
against it.” The position of ex President 
CLEVELAND on this great question is not 
without significance, and will not be with- 
out influence. His whole address is one 
that deserves the thoughtful attention of 
the whole country, and is likely to com- 
mand it. 








A HALF LOAF OF SILVER, 


The special advocates of silver money 
have, so far as we have seen, not taken 
kindly to Mr. Wrxpom’s plan, which, nev- 
ertheless, was designed avowedly to satisfy 
them, as far asit is possible to do so with- 
out:seriously endangering the stability and 
security of the currency of the country. 
But the accusation that Mr. WINDOM has 
not gone far enough in the path of compro- 
mise has not so much to sustain it as the 
fear that his proposition would really carry 
the country much too far. The silver men 
ought to consider very carefully the facts 
that bear on this phase of the question, 
because, whether Mr. WINDOM’s plan can 
be adopted or not, we think thattwo things 
are pretty well settled. One is that free 
coinage will not be accorded, and the other 
that, if if were accorded, it would not be 
nearly so advantageous for the owners of 
silver as Mr. WINDOM’s plan would be. 

To take the second branch of this state- 
ment first. Let us suppose for a moment 
that a law could be passed opening the 
Mints of the United States to the:free coin- 
age of silver in the ratio of 16 tol. (The 
actual legal ratio is 15.98 to 1.) It is as 
certain as anything can be, that so soon as 
any considerable amount of silver was 
coined it would cease to circulate as money 
at par with gold. Both being legal tenders, 
the cheaper metal would be used to pay 
debts with, and the dearer would either be 
hoarded or would be sent abroad for use 
where its full value could be obtained. And 
this would be true even if the depreciation 
of silver were very much less,thanit is now. 
There were many years, previous to the 
passage of the law of 1873, when silver 
was sent constantly from this country be- 
cause it was worth only some 3 per cent., 
and at times only 2 per cent., more than 
gold. The same thing would happen to 
gold if that metal were worth more than 
silver, not, as at present, nearly 39 per 
cent. more, but less than one-tenth of that 
excess. Indeed, the exportation weuld take 
place, in all probability, long before the 
law had had an opportunity to produce 
any actual effects. Some five years ago, 
when the agitators for free coinage were 
stronger than they are now, and when it 
was thought that there might be, at least, 
an increase of the monthly coinage when 
the Democratic President took office, a very 
considerable quantity of gold was sent 
across the Atlantic for investment, and so 
cool-headed a financier as the late Mr. 
TILDEN was reported to have joined in such 
action, which, at all events, he certainly 
sanctioned as prudent. If this result could 
be produced by the mere fear of a much 
less radical measure than free coinage, the 
consequences of free coinage itself would 
not only surely be greater and more de- 
cisive, but they would be anticipated. 
Among those consequences would be a 
steady and probably a rapid rise in all 
prices measured ih silver. But that means 
a loss of purchasing power in silver. In 
exchanges of all sorts silver would buy 
less and less until its depreciation reached 
the point where it would pay simply for 
whatit was worth as bullion. Then free 
‘coinage would be of no advantage to silver 
‘owners, who would share in the dam 











done to the general business'of the counta 
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'- In fact, then, free coinage would not. 
help, but would ultimately hurt the silver 
men. In standing out for that they are 
not really advancing, but are injuring their. 
own interests, even if they could hope to 
attain it. But as affairs now stand, they 
cannot hope to attain it, and whatever 
they may think of its possible benefit to 
them, they make a serious mistake in in- 
sisting upon it. The course of public opin- 
ion has been steadily against them, and 
that fact has been shown whenever there 
has been anything like a decisive test. 
For instance, in 1885, when the silver- 
coinage law had been in operation less than 
seven years, and the coinage was only 
about three-fifths of what it now is, they 
were confident that with the accession of a 
Democratic President their claims would 
be more favorably considered, and this 
view was shared by such shrewd: judges of 
party feeling as Mr. ,.TinpEN. But the 
actual fact turned out to be just:the other 
way, and all through Mr. CLEVELAND’s 
Administration the Treasury policy was 
distinctly shaped to preserve inviolable the 
pledge of the Goyernment to pay in gold 
and not in silver. Again, when Mr, 
HARRISON was elected, and when it 
was thought that he would have Mr... 
ALLISON as his Secretary of the Treasury, 
and afterward, when he took Mr. WINDoM, 
the silver men were sure that now, at any 
rate, they would get all the consideration 
they demanded. They were encouraged.in 
this by the language of the Republican 
platform, which contained a very high bid 
for their support. Their confidence was not 
shaken even at the opening of Congress, 
and they called a great silver convention 
to meet on the eve of the session, and then 
went down in forceto Washington to secure 
the election of a silver man as Speaker. 
Their convention was not imposing, and 
their candidate for Speaker got less than 
a dozen votes in the caucus of the 
Republican Representatives. When the 
message and report of the Treasury came 
in, the Administration was found to be 
flatly opposed, not merely to free coinage, 
but even to any increase of the present rate 
of coinage. lf this course taken by the 
Administration and by the Republicans in 
the House had been out of harmony with 
the opinion of the country, the case of the 
silver men would have been different, but 
plainly itis not so. There has not been a 
whisper of dissent from any source except 
from the extreme silver men themselves, 
and obviously in this matter they don’t 
count. The question is not whether they 
are pleased, but whether any one else cares if 
they are displeased, and clearly ne one does. 
These facts should make them ask them- 
selves whether they are wise in opposing 
Mr. WINDOM’s plan. No one will support 
it if they do not, and they will not get any- 
thing better, 








STILL LOOKING FOR A CONTRACT, 


The use of the ballot-box contract forgery 
in the Ohio campaign is now to be the sub- 
ject of inquiry in Congress. Thecommittee 
to be appointed under Mr. BUTTERWORTH’S 
resolution will take testimony not only con- 
cerning the forged paper procured from 
Woop by Gov. FoRAKER and afterward 
published, but also with reference to the 
charges, hints, or insinuations made since 
the exposure of the forgery to the effect 
that there is now or has been in existence a 
similar paper upon which the signatures of 
some or all of, the persons whose names were 


these persons. 

After he had read his preamble and reso- 
lution yesterday Mr. BUTTERWORTH spoke 
of these surviving charges or insinuations. 
He remarked that after Mr. HALSTEAD’s 
frank admission that the signatures had 
been forged it was “bruited about” that 
the persons whose names had been used 
had really been interested in a scheme for 
the division of the profits of a ballot-box 
project. He had directed Mr. HALSTEAD’s 
attention to this and to the revort that the 
forgery had been proclaimed in order that 
certain men might be protected, and Mr. 
HALSTEAD, he said, had again declared in 
his paper that the paper had been discred- 
ited and withdrawn for the sole reason that 
it was a forgery. 

Mr. CAMPBELL, Governor-elect of Ohio, 
as wellas Mr. BUTTERWORTH, desires that 
the inquiry in Congress shall finally dispose 
of these hints and insinuations. He said a 
few days ago he had been led to demand an 
investigation by the intimation that there 
was in existence a genuine contract or sub- 
scription paper like the fictitious one and 
bearing his name and the names of SHER- 
MAN, BUTTERWORTH, and MCKINLEY. 


It is one of the most curious features of 
this very curious political incident that 
Mr. HALSTEAD himself and the Commercial 
Gazette appear to believe that there is or 
has been such a genuine paper, and itis 
possible that Mr. BUTTERWORTH and Mr. 
CAMPBELL havein mind certain expressions 
of that belief. It was on Oct. 11 that Mr. 
HaLsTeaD admitted in the Commercial 
Gazette that the signatures on the subscrip- 
tion list were forgeries. On the 15th, four 
days later, Mr. HALSTEAD said in the Com- 
mercial Gazette: 


“We thought it the most natural thing in 
the world that there waa business behind the 
[baliot box] bill, and came into possession of a 
document that appeared to show just how it 
was fixed. There were some probabilities and 
some strange things about this. | 

“But the one thing certain was that there 
was business somewhere. How was it proposed 
lo divide that million dollars to be gébbled from 
the Treasury? Was there no understanding 
about that? Mr. CAMPBELL should know, but 
he will not tell. What did he introduce the bill 
for? Who was to profit by it? 

“We have mentioned that our list of sub- 
scribers was forged. Where is the true list? We 
have told the truth about the forged signatures, 
Will some one tell the truth about the thing as 


it was?’ ; 

And on Oct. 23 it was pointed out in his 
paper that the fictitious contract and the 
subscription paper “read remarkably like 
carefully-drawn business documents.” 
Complaint was made that Mr. CAMPBELL 
did not disclose something that was ob- 
scure—‘‘ we mean,” said the Conmercial Ga- 
zeite, “‘the actual shapo of the business that 
was in the bill he introduced. Whether 
the Contract No. 1,000 was a counterfeit or 
a wholesale fabrication he does not enter into

a@ fac simile of all the forged signatures, 
Mr. HatstTeap said: 

“ There 1s still, I think, a chapter to be writ- 
ten, for whatever:may have been thé object of 
‘Mr. CAMPBELL in introducing his bill, though he 
was known to have taken an interest in it for 
some time, the actual purpose could hardly 
have been to promote ‘the purity of the ballot.’ 

“IT trust with confidence this publication may 
jar together facts unknown to me—that we may 
find how far the forged paper is an absolute in- 
vention and how far it is a counterfeit.” 

In the same column of the statement the 
following may be seen: 

“It should be noted the proof is that all the 
names on the paper were forged—that there is 
no evidence that any one of them can be found 
upon a genuine paper that may or may not be 
in existence relating to the same subject.” 

On Nov. 17 Mr. Hatstzap wrote as fol- 
lows in one of his many reviews of the case: 

“Woop said there was a paper that- would 
prove what he said, and that his personal con- 
nection with the company gave him access to 
the most private pigeon hole, and he would get 
it. He did not claim that the paper would do 
any more than connect CAMPBELL with MCLEAN 
and convict him of a misdemegnor. He said 
nothing more than.that prominent persons were 
init. It seems Woop did not get the paper, and 
‘then concluded to fabricate one. * * * Woop, 
Sailing to get the real paver, caused the one 
familiar to the public to be prepared.” 

In another review, published on Nov. 18, 
he wrote: 

“Why the delay of Mr. CAMPBELL in denying 
his signature until he could send and see about 
&® paper? What was that other paper, and 
where was it? 

“It Mr. OAMPBELL. was not a party to the 
production of the forged paper—according to 
the testimony of his admiring friend LEEDOM, 
Sergeant at Arms—the weight of evidence is 
that he knew of another contract, materially 
differing from Woop’s counterfeit, and yet that 
would be too much.for him, as a candidate for 
Governor. This is a striking specimen of 
dilemma forhim. He oan take either horn.” 

And there should be added the following, 
of later dates, also from the Oommercial 
Gazetie, and presumably written by Mr. 
HALSTEAD: 

Dee. 7.—‘* Where is the real contract that was 
bebind the ballot-box bill that he [Mr. Came 
BELL] presented toCongress? * * * Wethink 
witnesses other than Woop will show that there 
Was an actual paper that was at least‘a memo- 
randum of contract.” 

Dec. 8.—**There was something behind that 
ballot-box bill more than has met the eye. 
What wasit? The paper that we accepted as true 
and published was a base forgery. The stories 
told in connection with it about a real contract 
were as plausible as those about the fabricated 
and fraudulent paper. Why not show up the. 
bottom of the case, and do it right away?” 

It will be observed that up to a very 
recent date Mr. HALSTEAD was moved by 
this harrowing suspicion as to a real con- 
tract. But it does not clearly appear 
whether he suspects that it bears the real 
signatures of Senator SHERMAN, Congress- 
man McKINLEY, Congressman BUTTER- 
WORTH, and Senator STOCKBRIDGE, or 
whether he would expect to find on it 
the names of Mr. CAMPBELL and Mr. 
McLEAN alone. The committee of inves- 
tigation will not.neglect this side of the 
case.

THE LEAGUE AND THE BROTH- 
ERHOOD. 

The ‘down-trodden baseball player is 
about the queerest example extant of La- 
bor crushed under the iron heel of Capital. 
It is quite true thata good deal of money 
has been made. out of him, but it is also 
true that he has absorbed a very large pro- 
portion of it himself, and his present yearn- 
ing is for all of it. This is what the 
opposition of the Brotherhood to the League 
seems really to mean, and, judging from 
analogy, it will not succeed in its modest 

object. 

Public performers of all kinds need man- 

agers, and in the long run the managers get 
the money. litalfan opera seems an excep- 
tion to this rule.» Prima donnas and even 
tenors have been known to retire on fort- 
unes after singing in the service of man- 
agers who were continually on the brink of 
insolvency, if they had not tumbled into 
its abyss. But the man in the box office 
commonly secures the earnings of the star 
actor, and works the actors popularity to 
his own advantage. The popular baseball 
player is very nearly as much pampered as a 
prima donna and more than a tenor, except, 
of course, gt a matinée. His sprained 
+ thumb is often taken to be as illusory 
asthe medical certificate with which the 
lyric artist resents the smallness of her 
dressing room, or the manager’s illiberality 
with respect to carriage hire. The fre- 
quenters of his entertainment hold that it 
denotes merely that he is sulking in his 
tent. 

It is easy to see that the baseball player 
has been injured by prosperity, and that 
his present defiant attitude isthe result of 
his success. He has waxed fat and kicked. 
If he were still exerting his indurated 
palms and his able legs for $5 a gameor 
less, a8 he would be but for the furore that 
has made his specialty the national pas- 
time, he would be accepting it thankfully, 
But when his income equals that of a pro- 
fessional man in good practice, he is 
touched and grieved because he does not 
get all the money there is in the business, 
and because bonuses are paid for him of 
which he gets no share, He goes so far, in 
heated moments, as to compare this trans- 
action to African slavery. 

‘It is not so easy to see wherein he expects 
to profit by becoming his own master, or to 
succeed in an attempt in which other public 
performers have almost invariably failed. 
It is true that he is not supposed to possess 
the “artistic temperament” which prevents 
other performers from battling successfully 
for their own interest, but on the other 
hand he is not supposed te have any brain 
or to be able to “judge” anything but a 
high ball. ‘Upon some men,” Dr. JOHN- 
SON is reported to have remarked, “ Provi- 
dence has bestowed reason and judgment; 
upon others the art of playing the violin.” 
This sententious observation has been re- 
sented by musicians upon the ground that 
as much reason and judgment were exer- 
cised in playing the violin as in any other 
operation of the human faculties. But it can 
scarcely be resented by the baseball players 
without a betrayal of its accuracy, in its 
application to themselves. The baseball 
player may have been endowed by nature 
with his share of the faculties required to 
select the towns in which baseball could 
be played with most profit, to select and 
secure suitable grounds at & reasonable 
rate, to enlarge receipts by alluring the 


public through various arts, and to dimin- 





ish expenses.by vigilant attention to all ! 

















economies, including the engagement of 
‘players on the lowest terms. But these 
mercantile faculties have been allowed, as 
Shakespeare has it, “to fust in him un- 
used,” what time he has been hitting high 
flies and stopping hot grounders, and if he 
undertakes to exercise them himself, evi- 
dently he will be at a disadvantage with 4 
men who have been doing nothing else. If 
it be his purpose to hire persons of commer- 
cial qualities to take care of the temporali- 
ties of baseball, instead of being hired by 
them as heretofore, if should occur to him 
that among their commercial qualities igs 
‘likely to be a desire.for a large share of the 
proceeds and an ability to accomplish that 
desire. 

The outlook of an organization in which 
the performers are to represent Capital, En- 
terprise, and Labor, and to absorb the reve- 
nues in the forms of Interest, Profits, and 
Wages, as the economists put it, does not, 
therefore, seem to us very brilliant. It ig 
to be apprehended that the prosaic business 
men of the League will somehow-contrive 
to circumvent the artists of the Brother- 
hood. They may even go so far as to found 
a seminary for baseball, if the colleges in 
which this is not an elective course do not 
supply the demand for educated players, 
In that case the firmament of baseball will 
“shine in the sudden making of splendid 
names,” and the athletes.of the Brother- 
hood, now in their prime or past it, will 
shortly be superannuated. In any case the 
contention assures the country of a great 
deal of baseball in 1890, though it might 
be more profitable to the players if it were 
less. 








English capital was not invested . in 
American breweries until such investment 
had been suggested and encouraged by the 
profitable use of money in the same indus- 
try at home. There have been converted 
into joint-stock companies in Great Britain 
eighty-seven breweries, the par value of 
their capital stock and other securities 
being more than $250,000,000. The mar- 
ket value is much larger, for a list of the 
last dividends paid by those companies in 
no case shows a distribution of less than 5 
per cent., while 8 and 10 per cent. are quite 
common, and in several cases 15 and 
even 20 per cent. has been divided. 
We showed a few days ago that the 
return upon English money invested {in 
breweries in this country had been very 
satisfactory in the cases of certain com- 
panies that have been in existence long 
enough to permit a division of profits. The 
Frank Jones Brewing Company is paying 
the fixed interest on bonds and preference 
stock and 12 per cent. on the common 
stock. The dividend on the ordinary shares 
of the New-York Breweries Company for 
the first year was 15 per cent. So long as 
such profits shall be reported officially, 
English money will seek the breweries. 
But it is ppobable that the early dividends 
of some of these transferred properties will 
exceed those of later years.

Tne piano concerto 
is pregnant with suggestion. Indeed, is is

¥y disposed of in the time at disposal 
concert. The immediate impressions of thd 
hour, however, may be recorded. The work is 
in four connected movements, and is less like 
the conventional piano concerto than like a 
symphonic fantasia with piano obligato. lt is 
intensely modern in matter, form, and treat- 
Inent, and its special mood is powerfully drav 
matic. The orchestra has quite as much to d 
with the development ana exposition of i 
thought as the piano, and instrumental effec 
areemployed with imposing results. 
its tremendous marshaling of forces and array 
of technical resources justify a figurative use 
the term spectacular to aptly describe it. 

The question may fairly arise whether the 
composer has not stepped outside the domain 
of thé piano, or at least of the concerto, in his 
desire to build a work symphonic in contents 
and in scope. The themes make a forcible ap- 
peal for orchestral treatment, to which the 
composer has largely yielded, leaving to the 
solo instrument the performance of colossal 
obligato Fg ag some These add to the impress- 
iveness of the composition, but are not strictly 
consistent with its special attitude as a piano 
concerto, in which we nawirally look for 
ideas that demand pianistic elaboration with 
the orchestra in the obligato réle. Yet the 
piano has a fair snare in the treatment of the 
themes, and its ee is exhausted in their 
massive involution andevolution. Tosummar- 
ize, @’Albert’s concerto may not be a model: 
concerto, but it is undeniably astrong and 
vivid composition. The composer's perform- 
ance of the piano part was Titanic, and won 
him four tumultuous recalls. 

The overture is an admirable piece of 
writing, full of refined, elevated melody, and 
scored ina masterly manner. D’Albert con; 
ducted its performance with a firm hani, and 
the orchestra lent him most sympashetie and 
efficient assistance. share of the evening’s 
work concluded with a neat g of 
Grieg’s Norwegian wedding march and a mar. 
velous performance of Liszt’s twelfth rhapsody, 
whieh he was obliged to supplement with ond 
of his stock of embroidered waltzes. 

Sarasate played Raff's “ Liepesfee”’ and 
Wientawski’s “ Airs Russes.” His wenderfol 
pyrotechnic displays fairly carried the audi- 
ence away,and he was to play threa 
extra numbers, the audience being finally sat- 
istied only when he played his bewildering 
“‘Zapateado.”

SCHILLER’S “ROBBERS.” 

The perennial popularity of “Die Riuber” 
by Schiller was shown last night at the Amberg 
Theatre. All parts of the house, except the 
proscenium boxes, were crowded, and the curs 
tain rose thrice after each act. To be sure, if 
is not always that there is an actor who can 
take so well as Possart does the ungracious 
part of Franz von Moor. Meanness, jealousy, 
revenge, and cowardice are not nice qualities 
to portray, and the ordinary actor, of course, 
overdoes them and sinks into the common 
stage villain. Not so Possart. His knowledges of 
the business of the boardsis groat, and he sel- 
dom fails use the well-known methods 
to express by gesture and turnsof body the 
various malevolent and odious passions that 
belong to the character. But he adda to this a 
Persoual quality of force that lifts the bad son 
above common malefactors. 

It is probable that Schiller never wrote a more 
actable play than this, one more suited to thq 
public that frequents theatres with a great 
thirst for contrasts of passion and variety of 
soene. e afterward wrote plays of greater 
artistic balance and deeper thought, but taey 
do not hold the boards 80 well. Itis the dime. 
novel elementin “Die Rauber’ that keeps it 
still popular, filling the upper galleries to suffo<« 
cation, though the boxes may be bare. 

Last night Herr Possart was supported by 
Herr Kriiger as the wild but brother, 
Herr Walter as the old father, and Friulei 
Christien as theniece. The others were not o 
ne, strength to deserve notice. Herr 
Kriiger showed a tendency to declaim, Herr Wal: 
ter was somewhat out of his element in a part 
‘which has no comedy to show, and Frdule 
Cbristien as Amalie was somewhat too sarill, 
turbulent, and lachrymose. Possart’s acting 
was particularly good in the death scene, whey 
the old father appears to succumb to the shock 
of the story told by the impossible soldier, how 
Carl von Moor died on the field of glory. He 
was also excellent when Hermann, the bastard, 
his tool, turns against him and threatens to din 
vulge the pilot.

I trust Emin Pasha is making 
favorable progress.”

Stanley to accept the freedom of the city. The 
ceremony of presentation will take place in the 
Guildhall The parchment conferring citizen- 
‘ship upon Mr. Stanley will be inclosed in a 
‘gold casket. On the evening of the day on 
(which the presentation is made a reception will 
ibe given to Mr. Stanley in the Guildhall. 
| ZANZIBAR, Deo, 12.—The British India Steam 
| Navigation Company to-day gave a luncheon to 
Henry M. Stanley on board the steamer Ara- 


watta, which has arrived here as the pioneer 
vessel in the direst service between Great Brit- 
ain ana East Africa. Mr. Stanley made nappeeh, 
in which he predicted the rapid growth and 
prosperity oi East Africa. 

The Zanzibaris who accompanied Mr. Stanley 
on his expedition through Africa were received 
by the Sultan to-day. The Sultan thanked them 
for the splendid service they had rendered ard 
rewarded them with presents. 

All Zanzibar is engaged in féting Mr. Stanley 
and the members of his expedition. 

“Emin Pasha had a restless night, disturbed 
by frequent and very severe paroxysms of 
coughing. He is unable to swallow solid food. 
His pruises continue very painful. Otherwise 
his condition is unchanged.

LABOR TROUBLES IN EUROPE. 

Lonpdon, Deo. 12.—A conference was held at 
the Mansion House this afternoon between Sir 
Mark Wilks Collet, Sir John Lubbock, and Lord 
Mayor Isaaos, acting as arbitrators, and repre- 
sentatives of the gas companies and their em- 
ployes. The conference resulted in an amicable 

‘arrangement of the existing troubles, and a 
general strike of the coal porters is thereby 
averted. The coal porters in the employ of the 
South Metropolitan Gas Company will not, how- 
ever, return to work until the agreements eén- 
tered into by some of the men to work for the 
compaty for a year, and for signing which the 
men were paid a bonus, are canceled. The 
Sailors’ Union, the Firemen’s Union, the Gas 
Stokers’ Union, and the Coal Porters’ Union are 
acting in concert against the South Metropolitan 
Company. 

The gas stokers issued a manifesto to-day 
stating that the employment of soldiers to take 
their places would resuls in a social revolution, 

The second shift of men employed in the gas 
‘works struck at 11 o’clock to-night. There was 
no disturbance, and they went out in an orderly 
way. The company is engaging “ blacklegs” 
in the provinces. It offersa bonus of £2 for 
the first week, and £1 a week for each succeed- 
ing week during the strike, in addition to the 

rc wages. The pickets working for the 
atrikers got hold of nearly 200 men brought u 
from Portsmouth by the company, and induce 
them to refuse to work. The committee organ- 
izing the strike has appealed to the public for 
funds. 

BERLIN, Dec. 12.—The miners ip the Saar- 
briicken district have decided to strike. Those 
in the Louis Euthal and Vonderheydt pits 
struck to-day. 


BERNE, Dec. 12.—The printersin this city 
have struck for higher wages. Several papers 
found it impossible to issue their usual editions 
to-day. 

CHEMNITZ, Dec. 12,—The dyers on strike have 
resumed work, having obtained an advance of 
15 per cent. on their former wages. 


CorK, Dec. 12.—The railway porters who 
‘were on strike here have gained their point and 
resumed work.

SPAIN WILL CLING TO CUBA. 

. MADRID, Dec. 12.—The papers here manifest 
& great deal of irritation at Senator Call’s pro- 
posal in regard to Cuba, and roundly denounce 
it. This is a subject upon which Spain is very 
sensitive, and the mere suggestion of any 
change in the ownership of Cuba is apt to be 
regarded as an offense to the national dignity. 
The proposition was that the Washington Gov- 
ernment should open negotiations with Spain 
to secure her consent to the establishment of a 
Cuban republic and the payment of anindemni- 
+ Ble Spain, and the newspapers are indignant 
that any one should iniagine that Spain would 
listen to such a proposal. The £poca says: 

“This is @ mad idea, and it cannot be that 
any one in Washington takes it seriously. Even 
if a republic were established in Spain she 
would not consent to the separation of Cuba. 
Spain is resolved at all hazards to maintain the 
integrity of the national territory, and political 
fivisions do not exist thereon.” 


AUSTRALIAN FEDERATION. 

SYDNEY, Dec. 12.—The present session of the 
New South Wales Parliament was called espe- 
cially to provide for the Government service, 
and the elaboration of the budget has been the 
main point of interest. An important minority 
is not satisfied with the Government’s financial 
echeme, and desired to associate its objection 
to the budget with a definite vote of censure, 
But the proposition of this party was negatived 
by a majority of twelve. 

It is decided that a conference for considering 
the subject of the federation of all the Austra- 
lian colenies will assemble at Melbourne in 
February. 


JAPAN WHEELING INTO LINE. 

VIENNA, Dec. 12.—The Neue Freie Presse has 
information that a Japanese envoy will be sent 
to Europe to negotiate treaties with the mari- 
time States on avery liberal basis. The points 
proposed will be that all Japanese ports shall 
be opened; that the tariff shall be raised to 12 
per cent. ad valorem; that consular tribunals 
shall be established, and a Supreme Court so 
composed that the Europeans sitting upon it 
gball be in the majority.

Henry Naftal was told that one 
of Mn Applegate's children had been left in its 
bed. He ran up atairs in his bare feet, although 
the stairway was on fire. Mr. and Mrs, Reseau 
Brown were asleep in their bedroom in the 
next building when it, too, caught fire, and 
“er Were aroused with great difficulty. 

The firemen fought the fire step by step, and 
finally succeeded in extinguishing it. The rear 
of Brown's builaing was gutted. The building 
in which the fire originated was also entirely 
ruined.

A PROFITABLE BUSINESS IN ‘“‘SHAY- 
ING” NOTES OF CONGRESSMEN—IN- 
VESTIGATING COMMITTEE REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 12,—The report in regard 
to the Silcott investigation, submitted in the 
House to-day by Chairman Adams, states that 
the select committee appointed to examine the 
accounts of John P. Leeaom, late Sergeant at 
Arms of the House of Representatives, having 
had the same under consideration, submit, asa 
partial report the following statement of as- 
sets and liabilities of said office on the morning 
of Thursday, Dec. 5, 1889:

5, and are now in the 
vault. There also appears among the assets 
above stated the individual check of J. P. 
Leedom for $1,000, on which there has been 

aid the sum of $150, and the balance of $850 
s unpaid, which was made by Mr. Leedom and 
deposited with the cash in the safe in his office 
for $1,060 drawn by him ont of the moneys 
arawn from the Treasury for the payment of 
salaries of members. 

Mr. Leedom has stated that he was ready to 

ay the balance, $850, and take up the check. 

here appeared attached to this check a bond 
of the Trenton Watch Company for $1,000. 
The committee is informed that this was at- 
tached to the check on Wednesday, Dec. 4. 

A discrepanoy of $3,244 is stated to exist be- 
tween the balance of $16,657 which the com- 
mittee 4 remaining in the National Metro- 
politan Bank - the credit of CG. E. Silcott, 
cashier, and $19,902 which should have been 
there according to the books of the Sergeant at 
Arms. This discrepancy, the report says, may 
be accounted for in part by the fact which ap- 
pears from an examination of the bank boo 
that Mr. Silcott sometimes made deposits in 
and drew checks on said pank without entering 
the same on the books of the Sergeant at Arms. 
This account of C. Silcott, cashier, with the 
National Metropolitan Bank has not been as 
a sufficiently investigated by the committee. 

t consisted, in part, as already stated, of 
checks or drafts on other cities deposited by 
members with the Sergeant at Arms and for- 
warded to the bank for collection. It also con- 
sisted partly of notes of members of Congress 
discounted by the bank. 

It appears that it has been the customof the 
Sergeant at Arma to discount the notes of mem- 
bers given to anticipate their salary at the rate 
of $3 50 per month on a note of $416, which 
amounts to alittle more than10 per cent. per 
aunum; thatthe amount of discount received 
by Mr. Leedom from the 4th of September, 
1888, down to the 5th of December, 1889, was 
$1,859 50, as appears from the books kept by 
Mr. Silcott. It also appears from the evidence 
that not all of the discounts were entered upon 
this book. Itis claimed by Mr. Leedom that 
some of these discounts were made from his 
present funds deposited in the safe, but the 
committee finds that in several instances 
where notes were discounted, the money 
was taken from the Government fund, 
and paid over the counter by the paying 
teller, and that in general the amount of the 
note, less the discount, was placed to the credit 
of the maker in his account and the amount of 
the discount appropriated by Mr. Leedom. It 
appears in one case that on the 20th of Septem- 
ber a number of these notes, aout ng to 
$8,340, were discounted at the National Metro- 
politan Bank and the amount credited to the 
account of C. E. Silcott, cashier. is Pewee ap 
pears from the books of the National Metropol- 

tan Bank thatjon the 17th day of September last 
they discounted notes purporting to have been 
| made by members of Congress for the amount 
of $416 each and due on the 4th day of Decom- 
ber, Instant, amounting to tbe sum of $14,560. 
Nearly all the gentlemen whose names were al- 
leged to have been signed to these notes have 
appeared before the committee anda stated that 
said notes were forgeries. There 1s no doubt in 
the minds of your committee that these notes 
were forged by Mr. Silcott and discounted at 
this bank in order to cover defalcations previ- 
ously made. 

When the first defalcation was made the com- 
Inittee have not as yet been able to ascertain. 
The committee narrate the now well-known 
facts in regard to Silcott’s having gone to the 
Treasury with the usual certificates of mem- 
bers, and receiving the money for which they 
called, and of his having paid and taken up 
forged notes at the bank tothe amount of 

,560. The report says that at the time Mr. 
iicott left the office with the certificates on 
Nov. 30, it was suggested to him that Mr. Rob- 
erts, the messenger of the Sergeant at Arms 
had returned the afternoon previous, an 
would go to the Treasury Department with the 
certificates, and that Mr. Silcott said he would 
go himself. At the Treasury Department: Mr. 
Silcott my Payment to be made as far as 
ossible in bills of the denomination of $1,000. 
hese not being obtainkble at the time, 
he was paid in bills of smaller denominatioas. 
Mr. Silcott delivered the Treasury drafts to Mr. 
Ballentine, the paying teller. There is some 
reason to believe that Mr. Silcott returned twe 
packages, each containing 100 one-dollar bills 
and on the outside one one-hundred-dollar bill 
to the.safe in the office of the Sergeant at Armes. 
There is no evidence that any portion of the 
balance of said sum was ever returned to¢he 
office of the Sergeant at Arms by Mr. Silcott. 

It also appears that Mr. Silcott left the city 
of Washington oh the evening of Nov. 30, on 
the 11:20 train, for New-York, and that he 
carried with him from the hotel to the station a 
valise. Mr. Silcott informed Mr. Leedom on 
Saturday of his proprosed trip to Now-York, 
and stated that he was going to collect a debt 
due from a gentleman there amounting to 
about $10,000; that he proposed to return Sun- 
day evening or Monday. ‘Mr. BSiloott did not 
return,” the committee says very abruptly and 
naively. The report says: 

“It appears that the books were kept by J. D. Sel- 
zer, the bookkeeper; that they were balanced dur- 
ing the sessions of the Housé generally every _, 
and during the recesa at reasonably frequent inter- 
vals.

Leedom’s incumbency by any otner person than 
Mr. Silcott, and it does not op r that Mr. Silcott 
ever counted the cash, or that Mr, vere ever . 
quired or asked fora count of the cash during the 
whole time, until the evening of the 5th inst., when 
the deficiency as stated in the foregoing report ap- 
peared, Mr. Leedom seems to have exercised no 
careful supervision of the interests committed to 
his care by the House. 

“ Your éommittee have no criticism to make upon 
the manner in which Henry L. Ballentine, the pay- 
ing teller, and J. D. Selzer, the bookkeeper, hav 
discharged their duties during the entire period o 
their seryices. They appear to have done their 
whole duty. The committee have restricted them- 
selves to a presentation of the fadts, so far as they 
have yet appeared, believing that they are confined 
thereto by the terms of the resolution under which 
they were appointed.” 

Mr. Payson of Illinois, immediately upon the 
conclusion of the reading of the report, offered 
@ resolution for which he asked immediate con- 
sideration, authorizing the ee not only 
to examine the accounts of the Sergeant at 
Arms’s office and to report thereon, but to take 
charge of all the assets of the office until the 
further order of the House, to receive any pro- 
posal from Mr. Leedom, or 4ny one with au- 
thority to act for him, for making good any de- 
ficiency, and also to make full report as to the 
effect of any deficiency, and especially as to any 
unpaid salaries of the members of tnis House, 
accompanying the report with a bill if neces- 





sary. 

Mr. Payson said that the concluding para- 
graph of the report of the select committee 
was the explanation forthe offering of the 
resolution. Quite a number of members of the 
House having been advised yesterday evening 
afte ournwment of the ssnclusion to which 
the c€mmittee had come, that under the 
appointing resolution its jurisdiction ended 
with simply stating the account, it was thought 
advisable that a resolution of this character 
should be presented. It was thought that 
the committee which haa already investigated 
the office could with more propriety, and per- 
haps with better efliciency and greater celerity, 
take charge of the matter than any other, 
There seemed to be two opinions prevailing— 
that the Sergeant at Arms was a. disbursing 
officer, and that he wae not, but was simply the 
agent of the individual members of the House. 
Bpeaking only for himself, he believed—and had 
no more doudt about it than about any other 
matter in regard to which he bad ever reached 
a conclusion—that the late sergeant at Arms 
yas . eget ee hip a Foy and that 
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4 of Missouri said that if the Sergeant 
at Arms was a disbursing officer of the Govern- 
ment, @ part of the Treasury system itself, the 
money belonged tothe Government and should 
be in the custody of the Treasury. How had 
the House, by a committee or otherwise, a right 
to take custody of that money unless the Ser- 
geant at Arms had been acting as its agent ? 

Mr. Payson said that the answer was this: 
The money was there and there was a dispute 
astowho had control overit. The Treasury 
disclaimed pespoeaceiney It coulda not be given 
to the new nor to the old Sergeant at Arms, and 
the thing seomed to stand as a waif, nobody 
claiming to have charge of 1t. He aid not by 
this resolution propose or assert which view of 
the Sergeant at Arms’s office was right or wrong, 
but simply proposed to place this money, in 
whioh the House bad an undisturbed interest, in 
the hands of somebody in whom the House had 
confidence. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky asked what 
right under the Constitution or statutes the 
House had to take possession of the money. If 
the Sergeant at Arms was a disbursing olticer, 
then his duty was to turn it over to his succes- 
sor; if it was the individual money of the mem- 
bers of the House, it was the duty of that officer 
to pay it to members in such proportions as he 
‘thought they were entitled to, and if he did not 
do this they could take legal steps to recover it. 

Mr. Payson answered that it was because the 
House found the money in its possession or in 
the possession of one of its agents. It wasin a 
Government olfice, in a safé provided by the 
Government, and nobody would assume legal 
responsibility for its care. If there was a ques- 
tion of doubt, he preferred that the money in 
which he was interested should be illegally in 
custody where it would be safe rather than in 
the custody of gentlemen who might possibly 
treat it as Silcott treated the money which was 
gone. Nobody could possibly be injured by the 
passage of the resolution. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky suggested that 
if the House gave the funds into the charge of 
the committee, it instantly discharged Mr. Lee- 
dom’s bondsmen. 

Mr, Payson replied that that question had 
been considered by some of the lawyers of the 
House and they had concurred that the legal 
status of affairs would not be altered. 

Mr. McComas of Maryland suggested that the 
resolution be so amended as to request the 
Treasurer of the United States to receive the 
assets of the Sergeant at Arms’s office as a spe- 
cial deposit. 

Mr. Payson replied that ne understood it was 
the purpose of the committees, in case the resolu- 
tion were adopted, to take the responsibility on 
itself of having the funds deposited in the 
Treasury as a special deposit. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois suggested that the 
Sergeant at Arms might distribute such funds 
ashe had onhand. [Laughter. 

Mr. Boutelle of Maine then offered as a sub- 
stitute for Mr. Payson’s resolution a resolu- 
tion Cirecting the committee to report as to the 
effect or result of any deficiency in the cash of 
the Sergeant at Arms’s office, and especially as 
to unpaid salaries to members, accompanying 
their report with a bill if nevessary. The sub- 
stitute resolution was adopted. 





OBITUARY. 


OLIVER R. KINGSBURY. 

Oliver R. Kingsbury, until recently Treasurer 
of the American Tract Society, died at his home, 
239 West Fifty-fourth-street, on Wednesday 
morning. More than sixty of the eighty years 
of his life had been passed in the service of the 
society which the Rev. Dr. M. A. Hallock, in 
1825, founded onthe site of a groggery at the 


corner of Spruce and Nassau streets. With Dr. 
Hallock were, associated in those days the 
Rev. O. Eastman and the Rev. Si 
Cook. Just two years after the groggery 
had been superseded by the Tract Concern, 
Oliver Kingsbury left Worcester, Mass., where 
he was born March 15, 1809, and was hired as 
otlice boy by Dr. Hallook, his duties being to 
light fires, sweep the floor, and to make himself 
generally useful, 

In 1834, just seven years after he began his 
ap Je pg he was elected Assistant Secre- 
tary of the association. A year later, at the 
age of twenty-five, the Assistant Treasurership 
was added to his duties. Although the formal 
title of Treasurer was not adopted by the Tract 
Society until 187% Mr. Kingsbury was its chief 
financial officer until 1887, when old age forced 
him to decline a re-election. At its annual 
meeting in May of that year the society passed 
resolutions which were a well-deserved tribute 
to his long and faithful service. 

During the sixty years of Mr. Kingsbury’s 
service there passed through the Treasury 
nearly $20,000,000, and not a dollar was lost 
during his connection with that department. 
During those sixty years, too, he had been out 
of the office only once, from illness, for any 
length of time. His annual vacation was never 
longer than a week. 

ot a littie of the untarnished reputation of 
the Tract Society is duc to the calm judg- 
ment. clear view of financial questions, and in- 
corruptible integrity of Mr. Kingsbary. In 
view of the varied interests involved, the 
amount of money handled in small gums, the 
absence of loss or failure in payment Of notes, 
and the length of unbroken service, it will be 
difficult to find a parallel to his career ix the 
religious or financial institutions of the country. 

The society, as & token of its estimation of 
Mr. Kingsbury’s services, had conferred upon 
him the title of Treasurer Emeritus, 

The deceased was distinguished by a practical 
bent of mind. He was a man of sound sense, a 
retiring disposition, a man of orderly ways and 
quiet tastes, His office was to bim almostas 
sacred as his church, and there the responsible 
duties of his earnesi life were faithfully per- 
formed. He was an Elder of the Presbyterian 
Church and active in its work. 

The Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton of the Forty- 
secona-Street Presbyterian Church will conduct 
the funeral services at the Kingsbury residence 
on West Fifty-fourth-street to-morrow morning. 
The lifelong associate of the deceased, the Rev. 
Dr. J. M. Stevenson, Corresponding Secretary 
of the Tract Society, will also take part in the 
services. 

Twosons, the Rev.O. A. Kingsbury and George 
Kingsbury, an insurance inspector, and adaugh- 
ter, Helen, survive their father.

JOHN GILBERT'S BOOKS, 
From the Boston Post, Dec. 12. 
Through the considerate courtesy of his 
widow the Boston Public Library has recently 


acquired the books of the late John Gilbert. 
The gift will be highly appreciated in this com- 
munity. Although of late years Mr. Gilbert 
lived and acted chiefly in New-York, hé was a 
Bostonian by birth, and was deservedly popular 
here; he was admired as an artist and respected 
as@ man. His library consista of about 650 
bound volumes, and over 400 unbound books 
of plays. A very hurried examination shows, 
besides such miscellaneous books as would be 
gathered by areading man, a fine collection of 
American imprints. Among them are the first 
American edition of Southey’s poems, published 
in Boston in 1799; Pope’s complete works and 
Goldsmith’s poems, both published in Boston in 
1808 and 1809, respectively, in addition to 
single plays prepared for the stage and appear- 
ing in no other form. All these, together with 
many playbills and periodical publications re- 
lating to the stage, richly supplement the al- 
ready very handsome collection of dramatic 
literature in the library.

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DICKERSON 
OLOSRE OF THE LIFE OF A 
NOTED LAWYER. 
PATENT SUITS INVOLVING MILLIONS 
AND OTHER FAMOUS CASES IN WHICH 


HE WAS ENGAGED AS COUNSEL. * 


Edward N. Dickerson, the noted patent law- 
yer, died early yesterday morning at his coun- 
try residence, Wave Crest, near Far Rockaway. 
While he wus not confined to his bed until a few 
days ago, he had been in poor health for some 
months and had withdrawn from active prao- 
tice. 

Edward N. Dickerson was the son of Phile- 
mon Dickerson, Governor of New-Jersey in 
1836. The founder of the family in this coun- 
try, Philemon Dickerson, was a stout old Puri- 
tan, who was made a freedman of Salem, Mass., 
in 1638, and in 1646 purchased a large tract 
oflandin Southold, L. L, taking his title from 
the Indians, and made a permanent residence 


there. Mr. Dickerson’s scientific bent was de- 
rived from his father’s side, one of his parental 
ancestors, Jonathan Dickerson, having de- 
veloped a genius for invention, and having dur- 
ing the Presidency of Washington recorded two 
patents, one on hydraulics, the eleventh in 
numerical order issued by the Government, and 
which, bearing the signature of Washington, is 
still in existence, 

Edward N. Dickerson entered Princeton Col- 
lege at an uncommonly early age. At eighteen 
he was graduated with high honors, and he at 
once began the study of the law in the office of 
Judge Ogden. ' At the age of twenty-one he was 
admitted to the bar. 

The first important case in which Mr. Dicker- 
son was engaged was the suit of How against 
Law, under the California mail contracts. The 
case was tried in the United States Circuit Court, 
before Judges Wilson and Ball. George Ward, 
Charles O’Conor, and Francis B. Cutting were 
opposed to Mr. Dickersou. Then he was en- 
gaged in the suit which established the Colt 
arms patent, and laid the foundation of Colt’s 
great fortune. This suit was tried before a 
jury; it lasted three weeks, ending in sustain- 
ing the validity of the patent and securing in- 
junctions against all infringors. The opposing 
counsel was Rufus Choate. Another celebrated 
case, which followed almost directly, was the 
Wells-bat-body case, in Philadelphia. Not- 
withstanding his brilliant success in these 
cases, Mr. Dickerson’s reputation was perhaps 
more firmly establisned by his defense in the 
case of Sickles against Burden, in which he was 
opposed by Francis B, Cutting. 

An inberent love of scientitic studies induced 
Mr. Dickerson to give up active practice fora 
time and devote himself to travel and investi- 
gation. He made a tour of Europe, during 
which he was for a considerable period the 
guest of the Emperor Nichelas of Russia, who 
in parting with him presented him with a ring, 
in which the imperial initial was set in dia- 
monds. Mr. Dickerson traveled in Central and 
South America, gaining knowledge wherever 
he went. On returning home he devoted him- 
self to scientific studies, which soon developed 
into invention. Many valuable improvements 
in steam were the result. The engines of the 
steamers Bristol, Providence,and Rhode Island 
were built under his patent, which is also in 
use in China. Healso greatly increased the 
powers of the microscope, having made optics 
& special study. 

Perhaps the most important incident of this 
period was a contest which arose between Mr. 
Dickerson and the Navy Department, when 
Gideon Welles was Secretary. Just as the 
rebellion broke out the Chief Engineer of the 
United States Navy thought he discovered that 
James Watt had made a gross error when he 
demonstrated that steam produced more power 
when worked expansively than when worked 
without expansion. Upon this theory the Sec- 
retary ordered the engines of the fleet which 
was to be built. This proceeding provoked the 
public and determined opposition of Mr. Dick- 
erson, who in public journals and in letters to 
the Secretary and to Congress protested against 
the fatal course, foretelling the evil conse- 
quences which soon ensued. 

Mr. Dickerson returned to the bar in 1873. 
His return was sigualized by a masterly defense 
in the suits growing out of the terrible explo- 
sion on the Staten Island ferryboat Westtield, 
in which so many persons lost their lives. 
From Mr. Dickerson’s knowledge of machinery 
and searching inquiry into the circumstances 
of the case he demonstrated to the jury that no 
blame could be justly attached to the company, 
and in each case he won 4 verdict in its favor. 

One of the most noted of the important cases 
in which Mr. Dickerson was engaged was the 
suit of the Atlantic and Pacitic Telegraph Com- 
pany against George BR. Prescott and others, 
involving the right of the Western Union Com- 
pany to the quadruplex system of transmitting 
ene Inmessages. The case was tried 
before Judge Sanford in the Superior Court in 
1877. On behalf of the Atlantic and Pacitic 
were Messrs. Latrobe of Baltimore, Benjamin 
F, Butler, Myers of Philadelphia, and Wheeler 
of New-York, against whom were arrayed 
Judge Porter and Messrs. Dickerson and 
Lowery of New-York, who defended the rights 
of the Western Union. During the six or seven 
weeks covered by this trial Mr. Dickerson led 
the cross-examination of his opponents’ wit- 
nesses. The records in the quadruplex case fill 
five large closely-printed volumes. 

Mr, Dickerson was the counsel of the Amer- 
ican Bell Telephone Company in the suits 
against the Pan-Electric Company, the Peo- 
ple’s, the National Improved, the Molecular, 
the Clay Commercial, and the Dolbear Compa- 
nies. He argued the appeal before the United 
States Supreme Court,in which all the tele- 
phone suits were consolidated, was counsel for 
the plaintiffs in the case against the National 
Improved Telephone Company, tried in New- 
Orleans, and was extensively engaged in the 
Tilley- Foster Iron Company sults. 

Mr. Dickerson continued to prosecute his pro- 
fessional labors with unremitting zeal up to 
May of this year, when he succumbed to the 
illness which resulted in his death. 


In all the courts in session in the Federal 
building, the death of Mr. Dickerson was offi- 
cially noticed. United States District Attorney 


Mitchell, in the United States Circuit Court be- 
fore Judge Lacombe, moved that a suitable 
minute be entered in the records of the court, 
and that an early adjournment be taken out of 
respect to Mr. Dickerson’s memory. In grant- 
ing the motion, Judge Lacombe said that it was 
eminently fitting that such action be taken in a 
court in which so much of Mr. Dickersgon’s life 
work had been performed. Mr. Edmund Wet- 
more made a similar motion in the Circuit 
Court befora Judge Wallace, and the Judge, in 
directing that the clerk make a minute of the 
motion, said that in the death of Mr. Dickerson 
he felt the loss of avery dear friend. Judge 
Brown, in the District Court. also adjourned his 
court, on a metion made by Mr. E. K. Jones. 

A meeting of the bar will probably be held in 
the United States Circuit Court room at 2 
o’clock to-morrow to take action in regard to 
Mr. Dickerson’s death.

@THE VARIBTES REVIEW AND 
THE 


VAUDBYILDB:| PLAY. 

SUCCESS OF THE FORMER AND THE 
GOOD FEATURES OF IT — OTHER 
EVENTS OF THE TIME, 


Pans, Nov. 24,—Messrs. Blondeau and 
. ‘Monreal have so long been the undisputed 
-ozars of the revue realin that tlreir methods 
are entirely familiar, and their popularity 
‘gives them an assurance and facility, a chio, 
‘as it were, in the selection of points, which 
‘goes very far from the outset to establish 
isuccess. By ali odds, and with ease, theirs 
is the best effort of the year, for even the 
Comédie has come within the ostracism of 
‘public discontent. 

It was in 1868 that these authors started 
out, as history tells us. Of late years they 
have made Paris eancans and Paris beule- 
vards like Sardou, they began to believe in 
'fetichism, and this netv attempt is for the 
Variétés. The American illustrations, as 
jrepresented at the Champ de Mars, come in 
‘for their usual share of attention. Edison, 
of course, and again Brown-Séquard, who 
gives instant youth this time with the mar- 
row of guinea pigs. There is of necessity a 
godfather—Raymond—who is constantly 
‘on the qui vive of good humor, nature, and 
fun; andthe godmother—the really-beau- 
tiful Lender—superb in dazzling undress 
costumes, She has more voice than usual 
to the godmother tribe, and a vast amount 
of dash and go. She always does the right 
thing at‘the right time, and enjoys those 
superlative necessities for such business— 
persistent good humor and graceful pres- 
ence. Youdon’t have to worry about either 
of the couple, or wonder if they are not 
bored in their waits. This is eminently 
satisfactory fora three-act and two-tabloau 
review. 

The Variété stage is small, and it is sur- 
prising how the effective luminous fountain 
act was constructed, with its real water 
changing in color and form just like the 
original splendor at the exposition, while 
in the foreground the.long, thin lace line of 
the Eiffel Tower gives a capital idea of the 
genuine spot. It is in this act—and as I am 
here, in true review style, forgetting all that 
went before, I might as well speak of 
Granier’s great scene at once. The crowd 
assemble to see the Gitanas; the guitarists 
come in and take their seats, the hand- 
clapping begins, and la Maccarona enters. 

Is it Granier or is it not? Only the twin- 
kle of her eye can discover her identity. 
Her skin is dark, her hair brought forward 
curled up, dashed with scarlet tlowers, and 
her gliding figure is clad in gorgeously-em- 
broidered orange satin jupe and light blue 
erépe shaw] wrought in brilliant colors and 
twisted and pinned to the life, All this is 
bewitchingly Parisian, clean and luxuri- 
ous; with dainty lace skirts, only the 
Spanish ideal, with French variations. I 
suppose that it is easy to make up here, and 
Granier may owe this portion of the picture 
to the costumer, wigmaker, or clever de- 
signer, but when she tucks on the felt som- 
brero and begins to advance to the foot- 
lights she is all herse!f and her creation is 
as artistic as it is true. 

With delicate suggestion, she complains 
that tho Javanese were too lazy to use 

‘their feet, and she outlines their queer 
hand gestures; and thus, for the danse du 
venire, by a sudden turn and motion of 
the head, she gives a silhouette of the 
Egyptian Chomda. They are but flashes, 
quick revelations of true instinct and en- 
tire command of the actor’s skill. Then the 
Spanish song begins, half real, half make- 
believe, with accent absolutely true, and 
the nasal peculiarity of voice constantly 
maintained. It were good to see a gitana 
if only to delight in the better finished 
picture of the French actress. Had Graunier 
never done anything else but this ten min- 
utes’ refined imitation, her repute would be 
made. She is applauded to the echo, and 
her oue scene would be worth double the 

price. 

: Besides Granier, the next clou is Baron, 
with one song, the Censure having scis- 
sored the second one, as it did the trumpet 
of the exhausted member of the republi- 
can guard, who wasto play ever and eter- 
nally the ‘‘ Marseillaise,” even giving the 
time when stood up in the corner, from 
mere force of habit. Lassouche, the in- 
comparable Lassouche, is the amusing 
player, but he had to coin a new word and 
a bad pun to bridge over the patriotism of 
dame Censure;instead of Mars—eillaise, he 
says Mars—indienne; the audience catches 
on, and the fun is great. 

‘‘'o come back to Baron—who might be 
singing yet his one song, di& he start out 
to satisfy public demand—he isa Mayor, 
in black satin vest, the tricolor scarf 
sticking in his pocket. His tune is an old 
one, but the words are modern and fuil of 
political allusions, and every one of them, 
tor a wonder, witty and true. Baron never 
had a voice; he rinds outa guttural sort 
of tune from about one and a quarter hoarse 
notes; he makes few gestures, but gives a 
volume of meaning to those; he is always 
the samme, never alike, and a host in him- 
self. Baron, Dupuis, Lassouche, and poor 
Obristian—who is now hovering between 
life and death, having been struck with 
apoplexy on the stage the first night—are 
four of the best comic actors living. 

The first two acts are bubbling over with 
tun, and of their kind are perfect; the last 
one is weak, although the theatrical imita- 
tions and the take-olf of Daudet’s * Strug- 
gielifer” is amusing and capitaily done, 
In the first act there is a marvelous tableau 
vivant of tho “Angelus”; itis on its way 
te America, and the compere bribes the men 
to unnuil the huge case and give a look. 
The landscape and figure of the man are 
wonderful; the woman is not as_ perfect. 
Then there isan amusing scene, if a trifle 
long, in the Terminus Hotei; and, of course, 
we have a glimpse of Buffalo Bill and the 
Torreros. The Variétés can boastof the 
only success of the season thus far, and the 
enthusiasm is entirely justified, for besides 
sarcasm, wit, and point, there is much real 
artistic value, and the interpretation is be- 
yond praise, 

Itis not as easy to speak of the Vaudeville’s 
new play, ‘The Respectables” of M. X., 
read Janvier de la Motte and Alexandre 
Dumas. Before the premidtre the largest 
share was given to the latter, now nearly 
all of it goes to the former, and I have yet 
to jind some one who really knows which 
was and who wasn’t. 

Ferdinand Verrier, a distinguished mem- 
ber, as we are told, of the Academy of 
Moral and Political Science, has long had a 
liaison with the Baroness of Fermanville. 
The world has accepted it, and would al- 
most rather criticise the legitimate connec- 
tion between the Baron and his wife than 
be called upon to note the disconnection, 
after so long a lease, of the friendship of 
the amie and her satellite, M. Verrier. In 
this there is also raised and answered 
the question of the marriage of the only 
daughter of the Baroness, Do not jump to 
the conclusion that this is an illegitimate 
trace of the collection; not at all. The 
friendship of her mother for the savant took 
date after the birth of this only child. She 
has always known this kind, adopted uncle; 
and as Aline has very little to do with the 
story, I may as woll add at once that she 
finally married the nephew of M. Varrier, 
thanks to the aroused energy of papa, who 
thus manages to end the play, soothe the 
scandal of the contemplated separation, and 
make the ami—to the latter's ye 
tinue to be one, the third one of the family, 

It does not appear to be an unpleasant 
life; while the husband attends strictly to 
his business, which almost constantly keeps 
him away from home, the ami and wife 
preside at horticultural shows, give prizes 
in the public schools, organize charitable 
fairs,and—openly, at least—-substantiate the 
good opinion an blindness of the world. 

From the start there is nothing te inter- 
est one in any of the characters. The Bar- 
oness is colorless, but far too distingué, too 
elegant, pretty, and refined ever to love 
the uninteresting, stupid savant, whe is 
made still more offensive by the singular 
make-up of the usually excellent Diex- 
donné. This actor was never a star, but he 
has been constantly before the public i- 
ways giving good. emphasis to hie réles, 
always useful and conscientious, To play 
this new part, he has sacrificed his mus- 
tache, taken to bald head, long hair, and 
gen: unkempt appoarance. He has suc-

The Baroness has one scene of jealousy 
which wa admirably played by Mile.

She has learned to be composed, to 
listen; and vivacity, dash, underlining, 
and absolute stage presence were always 
her best gifts. There is no one at the Vaude- 
ville to divide the kingdom. with her, 
and she will certainly have good opportu- 
nity for herself and for the satisfaction of 
‘her many friends, The women all like her 
for her beauty and wonderful clothes. A 
new play must soon of necessity come here, 
and in all probability it will be with Jolly 
again. The Vaudeville seems of late only 
to have luck in funny pieces. ; 

Atthe Gaité, Simon-Girard has taken the 
part of Irma in the ‘Grand Mogul,” so as 
to gain time to bring out the new opera 
boutte. It would be hard for the divette to do 
anything unacceptable, andit is an old-time 
story for the singer to repeat _all her solos 
prise and thrice.

RICHARDSON’S MEMORY. 





A BRASS TABLET SET NEAR HIS BURIAL 
PLACE, 

“St. Bride's Church in Fleet-street will be the 
scene to-day of an interesting ceremony,” says 
the London ZJimes of a few weeks ago: “Samuel 
Richardson, printer and novelist, is buried on 
the south side of the centre aisle. Though an 
inscription on the pavement marks the place, 
it nas been thought by his admirers that he de- 
serves more solemn and artistic commemora- 
tion. A brass tablet has been prepared, and is 
to be uncovered inhis honor. St. Bride’s;Church 
and churchyard have offered a last resting place 
to many famous personages. Notaill of them 
chose it voluntarily. The Fleet Prison for debt- 
ors was within the parish, and several celebri- 
ties, like Sir Richard Baker, the chronicler, and 
Francis Sandford, the genalogist, were carried 
straight thither in their coftins from their jail, 

“ Happily no such flavor of compulsion hangs 
about the grave of the author of ‘Clarissa.’ 


When he established himself in business he 
selected Fleet-street and the courts adjavent 
willingly for hig abode. In Salisbury-court he 
finally settled himself and throve. There, by 
the patronage of Mr. Speaker Onslow, he rose 
to the profitable dignity of printer uf the House 
of Commons Journal. There he gradually grew 
to be wealthy by his trade, and ended by being 
able to buy a moiety of the patent of Law 
Printer to the King. He lived as an affineut 
tradesman in St. Bride’s Parish with his tirst 
wife, the daughter of the master printer he had 
obediently and with fear served as apprentice. 4 

‘**When in after years he had amassed enough 
riches to afford the luxury of a villaat Ham- 
mersmith, be remained faithful in affection for 
the echoes of the gay and lucrative bustle of 
Fieet-street. At his death in 1761 he directed 
that he should be buried in St. Bride’s Church 
by his first wife’s side. He bad fulfilled all the 
duties of a good citizen. Be had married his 
master’s daughter, and been elected to the Pres- 
idency of his company. His integrity in his 
dealings was proverbial. He had brought up 
two large families. He was as charitable 
and discreet as he was commercially shrewd 
and diligent. Hogarth, his pment: cong could 
have taken no more complete pattern than he 
for the Industrious Apprentice. Nothing was 
more entirely in accordance with the fitness of 
things than that he should have been respect- 
fully interred under a large fiat stone in the 
middle of his parisuchurch. Nothing could be 
more surprising than that, a hundred and 
twenty-cight years after, his interment, his 
memory should be dug up from its peaceable 
nepose, and biazoned in brass, and proclaimed 
by enthusiastic panegyrists, for the admiration 
of two homispheres,” 





EXPATRIATED AND FORGOTTEN. 
From the Philadelphia Ledger, Dec. 6, 
There died the other day in Paais, in his nine- 
tieth year, and with mental faonltivs unim- 
paired, an American of the name of Ambrose 
Dudley Mann. The great mass of his country: 
men wili, no doubt, recall with difficulty the 
man erthe name, while those of the present 


generation will probably recall neither, how- 
ever indistinctly. Yet Col. A. Dudley Mann 
Was once a very prominent figure in American 
politics. He was a warm, close friend not only 
of Andrew Jackson, but of Henry Clay. 
During President Pierce’s Administration he 
was Assistant Secretary of State, and is credit- 
ed with having organized the present Consular 
Service. Between 1829 and 1839, ivis stated, 
‘he was variously gengaged in the  for- 
eign service, uegotiating many important 
treaties and commending himself to the 
Department of State as a man to be 
trusted with large and difficult transactions.” 
Col. Mann was a Virginian, and was among the 
tirst of those summoned to Montgomery to as- 
sist Jefferson Davis with his counsel. He was 
appointed by the Confederate President chief 
of that commission of which Rust of. Louls- 
iana and Yancey of Alabama were originaliy 
members, and of which Mason and Slidell sub- 
sequently became members. Its mission was to 
represent the Confederacy abroad, and, if possi- 
ble, to induce the foreign powers to recognize 
it. Col. Mann was appointed Commission- 
er in the first year of the war, and then 
taking up his residence in Europe, he never re- 
turned to his native country, preferring to live 
in Voluutary exile after the failure of the South 
to maintain the Confederacy. Col. Manu’s orig- 
inal prominence was due to his great abilities, 
and, had he not made the mistake of going 
‘out of the Union,” his subsequent career 
might probably have been even more brilliant 
and useful than was that of his earlier years, as 
the opportunities for usefulness were largely 
increased by conditions growing out of the war. 





MORE POLICEMEN FOR PARIS. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 
The Paris police force, which now numbers 

6,100 men, is about to be increased to 7,300, 
The metropolis will thus, let us hope, be better 


protected after dark than it has hitherto peen, 
and midnight burglaries, garrotings, and mur- 
ders may become of rare ocourrence. At the 
present moment the number of gardiens de la 
paixis altogether insufticient for night duty, 
and you may wander half a mile sometimes, 
after having left an out-of-the-way theatre, 
without meeting a policeman, Moreover, the 
perilous parts of the oity—places like the 
old Boulevard du Crime--are usuallygthe 
worst guarded after the shades of evening 
begin to deepen. It is true that at night the 
policemen always go about in twos, but 
then they have longer beats to traverse. 
The usual extent of ground covered by a

BALLOT REFORM IN NEW-JERSEY, 
From the Newark, Advertiser, Dec. 9. 

Gov. Green is quoted as’ saying that he ig in 
favor of a secret ballot law; but he thinks the 
Australian system ‘is too cumbrous for New- 
Jersey.” This is precisely the position taken 
by the New-Hampasuire man who was ‘tin favor 
of the Maine liquor law but ag’inits execution.” 
The essential principle of the Australian baliot 
system is its secrecy. This can only be secured 
by isolating the voter while he prepares his 
ballot tor the box, and by so printing the ballots 
that thsy shall all have a uniform appearance. 
These things involve the erection of booths and 
the printing of the ballots by the State. It is 
these two features which, in the opinion of 
Democratic politicians, make the law “too 
oumbrous.” hat there isin ‘the character of 
Nevw-Joersey people that unfits us for a system 
of balloting that succeeds in a densely-popu- 
lated State like Massachasatts or a sparsely- 
sottied one like Montana nobody has yet vouch- 
gafed to explain.

FOOD FOR THE VERY . 


INTERESTING WORK THAT HAS’ F 
DONE IN: VIENNA. Pre mee ant O(a 

An association, under the patronage of the 
Empress Elizabeth of Austria, called Erster 
Wiener Volkskiichen Verein, opetied, in 1872, 
‘a central cooking kitchen for the benefit of the 
poorer olasses. It has now five such kitchens, 
gays the Vienna correspondent of the London 
Standard, in difteront parts of the city. Several 
district associations, founded later on the same 


princivie, have established five more such 
itchens, among them one where food is cooked 
according to the Jewish ritos, 80 that altogether 
ten cooking kitohens éxist at the present mo- 
The parent institution 
only a few weeks ago transferred its offices and 
one of its kitchens to aspacious building of its 
own, erevted at a cost of 40,000 florins, while 
the other kitohens and eating houses are still in 
hired premises. 

These kitchens, the correapondont explains, 
* are distinct from the soup kitchens, of which 
we have many in Vienna. As to these, it is 
unnecessary to say more than that soup, tea, 
coffee, and bread are served morning and even- 
ing at fixed prices, Several million cups of tea 
are thus yearly sold, and the institution, which 
is worked by the Soup Kitchen Association, has 
been self-supporting from the beginning. That 
is exactly what Mrs, Frank Snoad suggested in 
regard to cooking kitchens, and the idea has 
been realized in Vienna in a way which 
deserves imitation. The Wiener Volkskiichen 
Verein has 373 life members, (or fouaders,) 
who gave 500 florins each, and ordinary mem- 
bers subscribing yearly between 1 and 5 florins 
28. to 10s.) Tho 40,000 florins spent on thd 
new building were provided in commemoration 
of the Emperor’a jubilee of forty years’ reign. 
The kttchen appointments are provided from 
the founders’ donations, and the association 
requires no monetary help to carryit on; in- 
deed, it even makes a small profit, which 
amounted in the year. 1888 to 1,823 florins, 
(about £182.) This surplus will bo used this 
year in increasing the quantity of meat and 
dainties suppited to the customers. The money 
turned over last year was not iess than 400,000 
florins, (£40,000,) and this sum, as all the 
others [ shall use, refers only to the five kitoh- 
ens kept by the Erster Wiener Voliskiichen 
Verein, so that the total must pe doubled it 
applied to all the kitchens existing in Vienna. 

“T am indebted ia Dr. Joseph Kiihn, the 
President of this association, for some interest- 
ing details. This gentioman will be happy to 
furnish further particulars, if any one con- 
nected with the London scheme communicates 
with him at the address, IY. Hechtengasse, 4, 
Vienna. 

“The association is under the management 
of a committee of ladies and gentlemen. Meals 
are served in each of the kitchens three times 
a day--from 6to Sin the morning, from 11:30 
till 2, and from 6 till 8:30 in the evening. On 
each occasion two lady members of the com- 
mittee, or two members of a ‘supporting com- 
mittee’ of young ladies, can be séen in the 
kitchen during the whole time it is open. 
One of the ladies selis tickets, without which 
no oustomer can be served; while the 
other lady superintends the serving out of the 
dishes, corresponding to the tickets, by the 
paid servants of the association. Thore are 
tickets for 1 kreuzer, (equal to a fifth part of a 
penny,) for which ten decigrams of good bread 
can be bought; there are tickets for 3 kreuzers, 
(the price of a plate of soup,) of 4 kreuzors, 
(the price of a plate of vegetables,) of 9 kreu- 
zers, (the price of a portion of meat with vexse- 
tables,) and of 8 kreuzers, (the price of a por- 
tion of ‘Mehlspeisen,’ a dish very popular in 
Vienna, made of flour, sugar, &c.) The greatest 
sum any visitor can spend in a kitchen at din- 
ner time 1s 25 kreuzers, (4144.,) as the menu for 
each day consists of soup, meat with vegetables, 
joint, and sweets; but Dr. Kiihn assures me 
that it has never occurred that a customer has 
required two sorts of meat, ps the best appetite 
can be satisfied with one, 

“The average cost of a dinner at these kitchens 
is 18 kreuzers, (3%d.,) including bread, and the 
average Gost of a supper is 10 kreuzsrn, (2d.,) 
and for such a supper a piece of meat, with 
vegetables left from dinner, can be had, as of 
fresh-cooked dishes only vegetable soup is 
served in the evening, besides tea and bread, 
as at breakfast in the porning. What a variety 
of dishes, however, is in the yearly ménu of the 
association! A calendar is published giving 
the four dishes prepared for dinner for 
each day of the year. Not less than fifteen 
kinds of sony, sixteen different vegetables, 
tirteen kinds of ordinary meat, five of roast 
meat, two of fish, six of salads, and twenty- 
nine of ‘Mehispeisen,’ are mentioned in this 
list, a8 Well as in thé list of recipes published by 
the association for the use of 1ts own cooks and 
of those who voluntarily assist in the cooking 
in order to learn the art. The portions are rog- 
ulated by weight and measure, and oare is 
taken that the food shall be as savory, palata- 
ble, nourishing, and wholesome as gan be found 
on the table of any middle-class family. There 
is no broken meat and no drippings from 
restaurants or the houses of the rich, as the 
cooking kitohens of the poor can afford to buy a 
good article in the cheapest market. 

“Nearly 5,000 persons sit down to dinner 
every day in the five kitchens of the Central 
Associations and 5,000 more in the other 
kitchens, and nobody is able to distinguish be- 
tween the workman who pays for his dinner 
out of his earnings and the poor student or 
needy man, woman, or child who are given the 
tickets by the Vienna Burgomaster, the Associ- 
ation for the Relief of Students, the Society for 
the Feeding of Hungry Sghool Children, or by 
some benevolent private individual. It is be- 
comieg the fashion in Vienna to give alma in 
the form of tickets for the Volkskiiche instead 
of in money. Whoever enters one of the 
kitehens must be either provided with a ticket 
or must buy it, and he can then sit downin a 
warm and welkventilated room at a clean 
table and be treated in a manner that can give 
him no feeling of bumiliation. Whoever lhkes 
to take home food in his own vessel can do s0 
three times a day. The number of kitchens is 
constantly increasing, 80 that the poorer dis- 
tricts will soon have two or three each. 





A NEW GAS PURIFIER, 
From the London Engineer.” 

Oxygen produced by the Brin priosss is 
now being successfully used in gas works for 
gas purification. Mr. Valon, Ramsgate, Eng- 
land, who had abandoned lime purification be- 
cause the gas works are situate in the centre of 
the town, found that not only was the purifica- 
tion effected much more rapidly by using oxygen, 
but that only half the purifying space was re- 
quired. The crude gas at Ramsgate contains 
800 grains of sulphur per 100 feet of gas. This 
Was reduced to eight grains and the carbonie 
acid obliterated. The coais used at Ramsgate 
gave 10,000 cubic feet of gas per ton with a 
luminosity ot 152 candles. ‘or the pur- 
pose of revivifying the gas about three- 
fourths of 1 per cent. of atmospheric air was 
used, and the effect of this was to reduce the 
luminosity by 242 candles, This luminosity was 
brought up by the introduction of 219 to 3 per 
cent. of cannel coal. When oxygen was intro- 
duced Mr. Valon obtained from 3 to 342 candles 
of increased luminosity. So that, by introdue- 
ing oxygen into his gas, Mr. Valon is oredited 
by Mr. E. B. Ellice Clark with haying been able 
to abandon the use of cannel, reduce his sul- 
phur compounds to 3 grains, and ‘is now carry- 
ing on @ series of experiments whereby he has 
thus far ascertained that he can make, instead 
of 10,000 cubic feet of gas per ton of coals, 

robably from 11,000 to 11,500 of the same 
uminosity.

THE NEW-YORK JOCKEY CLUB’S PLANS 
FOR NEXT SBRASON. 


Profiting by the disaster which overtook the 
American Jockey Club because of its old fogy- 
ism, the New-York Jockey Club, which may 
now be looked upon as the successor of the 
American Club, takes the right sort of a course 
to insure success. It has just anneunced a num- 
ber of stakes forthe Spring and Fa]l meetings 
of next year, and is as liberal in adding money 
to its stakes as are any of the older clubs of tho 
East. For the Spring meeting, beginning§ on 
Memorial Day, May 30, and continuing to June 
14, there will close on Jan, 2 next six stakes for 
two-year-olds, four for three-year-olds, and five 
for al ages, To these fifteen stakes the club 
adds $27,500, besides guaranteeing one stake— 
the Toboggan Slide Handicap—to he ‘worth

STIRRED UP BY THE WIRES 


ME. GILROY AND MR.\MO8S EX. 
CHANGH OOMPLIMENTS. 
DISPUTE CONCERNING THEIR RESPECT- 
\. IVE DUTIES IN THE MATTER OF BE- 
;' MOYING WIRES. 


\ The death of Lineman Clausen on the electric 
Avires at Third-avenue and One Hundred and 
\ENfty-sixth-street has been the means of again 
@rousing the poor, unfortunate, debl‘itated 
‘Board of Electrical Control out of its chronic 
‘apathy. This time the board has involved itself 
fin a personal dispute with Commissioner of 
‘Public: Works Gilroy. As Mr. Gilroy has here- 
tofore had the sympathy and support of Mayor 
Grant in dealing with electrical as well as other 
matters, it is safe to assume that his Honor will 
‘support him in this case and thereby widen the 
breach that already makes the President of the 
Board of Electrical Control (Mayor Grant) and 
his fellow-Commissioners not one and the same 
but two and radically different. 
+ Commissioner Theodore Moss was the fuse 
which directly, though perhaps innocently, 
eausel the present explosion. On the day of 
Clausen’s awful death a reporter went to Com- 
missioner Moss and asked him to fix the respon- 
sibility, and the Commissioner did so, his reflec- 
tions in the main falling upon Commissioner 
Gilroy. To those familiar with the history of 
electrical affairs in this city it is not surprising 
that Mr. Gilroy took umbrage at the statements 


made by Commissioner Moss, and, being a man 
who generally says what he thinks, he sat down 
and sent a ictter to Commissioner Moss, the 
Secretary of the board, which was in substance 
as follows: 


** You are reported to say that the responsibility 
for the non-removal of an eiectric light wire at 
Third-avenue and One Hundred and Fifty-sixth- 
street, which yesterday cansed the death of a line- 
man, resta with me, and that the only power your 
board has in reiation to wires is when your expert 
finds one that is dangerous to report the fact to the 
Commissioner of Public Works and request its re- 
whoval, and that such action was taken in regard to 
the wire which caused the death of the lineman, 
<(Clausen.) Furthermore, that I paid no attention 
to this notice, nor to numerous other notices that I 
have been served with. 

“I received no notice from your board in regard to 
this particular wire. As to the romoval of danger- 
‘ous wires generally I must disclaim any responsi- 
pility for accidents of which they are the cause 
and must stand by the views expressed by letter to 
Mayor Gfant on Nov. 27, viz.t That I have no official 
knowledge or information that the injunction grant- 
‘ead by Judge Andrews restraining me from inter- 
fering with electric wires has been vacated; that it 
“4s the duty of your board to send the first notice to the 
companies for the removal of dangerous wires, and 
also to use prover endeavor to compel the removal 
before calling upon this department to make the 
removals; that when removals of dangerous wires 
‘are properly ordered your beard must furnish an 
6xpert inspector to accompany the employes of the 
Bureau of Incumbrances, as those employes are 
not experts in the handling of wires, and cannot be 
walled upon to incur the risk and danger of picking 
out dangerous wires without the presence and ad- 
‘vice of experts, for the empioymeont of which I have 

o means. 

4 “* You are further recorded as saying that when 
‘Commissioner Gibbens and Expert Wheeler called 
japon mefor the purpose of urging me to remove 
wires [I emphatically refused to do so, saying I 
ofld not move a step until the injunctions that 
wad been obtained by some of the electric com- 
anies had been disposed of, and that I also refused 
remove dangerous wires that were not protected 
fby injunction, saying that until I could treat all 
Moompanies alike 1 would remain passive. 

“This is an absolute misrepresentation of what I 
feaid. What I did say was that I could not anda 
would not ramove wires where I was restrained by 
op order of Judge Andrews; that Icould not order 
the emploves of thé Bureau of Incumbrances to re- 
‘move dangerous wires from a network of wires 
‘upon the vague description given in your notices 
and without the presence and guidance of experts 
to be |p tothe by your board; Dut that if the board 
would furnish such experts to accompany the em- 
‘ployes of this department I would put fifty men at 
Work to proceed with the removals. 

“In conclusion, I would say that to remove all 
doubt as to my position on this question at this 
juncture, i now state that as soon as your board 
‘will furnishan expert inspector to accompany the 
amen of this department and point out to them the 
wires to be removed I will proceed with their re- 
moval irrespective of the injunction.” 

This letter was received by Commissioner 

Moss on Wednesday morning. So great an e& 
fect did it have upon him that when Commis- 
sioners Gibbens and Hess strolled into the 
board office, as they occasionally do, Mr. Moss 
requested them to tarry for a few moments, as 
one of those exigencies had arisen which called 
for some explanation from the board. The re- 
Bult Was a conference and the preparation of a 
nineteen-page type-written communication to 
Commissioner Gilroy, in which the board de- 
tined its duties with an understanding so leni- 
‘ent that critical minds might view the docu- 
ment as an attempted ,justification of the 
previous existence ofthe board. It is needless 
to say that the duties of the Commissioners, as 
defined by themselves, differed radically from 
the opinions expressed by Mr. Gilroy on the 
subject in nis Jetter. 

Mr. Moss opens his letter by stating that the 
Board of Electricai Control did inform the Com- 
missioner of Public Works of the} dangerous 
condition of the wire that killed Clausen, but 
that no attention was paid to the notice. Mr. 
Moss continues that his board, asa ministerial 
branch of the State administration, has two 
specific and well detined duties only to perform, 
Viz. : 

“The preparing of subways, and the issuing of 
notices to electrical companies when such subways 
are completed, to piace their electrical conductors 
in such subways within ninety days; and 

“To make rules and regulations and pass upon ap- 
plications tor permission to construct and maintain 
Soctriost conductors Overhead in the city of New- 

ork. He argues that the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol has absolutely no power whatever to remove 
any wires or poles from the streets for any reason 
‘whatever; nor hasitthe right to take down any 
poles or wires for the purpose of compelling com- 
panies to occupy the subways, or for enforcing the 
Tules and regulations of the board; that if such 
power had been vested in the board the many deaths 
which have occurred of late, due to neglect on ‘the 
Part of electrical companies, would have been 
avoided.” 

Continuing, Mr. Moss says: ‘The opinion 
of the board upon the whole subject may 
be summed up, as follows: It is the duty 
of the Department of Fublic Works to re- 
move. from the streets and. avenues and 
highways of the city all unlawful struct- 
ures existing therein; and all pdéles, wires, 
fixtures, and devices of an electrical nature 
which you~ are requested to remove by 
the Board of Electrical Control are unlaw- 
Zul structures, and constitute a nuisance and an 
obstruction. * * * Any assistance which is 

iven to your department by the Board of 
iectrical Control is in the nature of voluntary 
assistance, such as has always been extended 
to the Department of Public Works by this 
board; and I take occasion at this point to re- 
anind you that the contractors who are at work 
under your department in removing poles and 
wires have invariably had the assistance of in- 
spectors from this board—the other duties of 
puch inspectors being neglected in order to 
afford you that. assistance—and at the present 
time two of the three inspectors of this board 
are engaged in offering such agsistance to the 
contractors of your department.” 

Mr. Moss goes on tosay thatheappreciates the 
fact that Mr. Gilroy could not act on the 5,000 
notices of dangerous wires he has received until 
the injunctions were vacated, but adds that 
there bas been a modification of the injunction 
under which the Department of Public Works 
should —- acted, and quotes the modifying 
passages as follows: 

“Further ordered that the defendant, Thomas F. 
Gilroy, * * * is hereby restrained and enjoined dur- 

ng the pendency of this action, and until the fur- 
her order of the court, from removing or ¢ausing to 
be removed or interfering with * *_* without 

sat phn to plaintiff written notice, specifying in 

etail the particular wire or wires defectively insu- 
lated * * * andonly upon tie default of plaintiff 
to make such repairs or replacements, after such 
reasonable tme has elapsed after the giving of said 
notice.’’ 

Then Mr. Moss gives Mr. Gilroy the following 
hot shot: 


“In place of procuring a copy of the modified in- 
gunction order and ascertaining from your legal ad- 

iser what it was your duty to do under the 
circumstances, you told the Mayor that your de- 
partment could not assume the removal until it was 
served with anh official order of the court discontin- 
uing or dissolving the injunction, and could not 
proceed upon an order which failed to indicate that 
such removals could be resumed, of which order 16 
had no official copy or information. Itis possibje 
that your legal adviser might not have taken the 
pame view of the modification of Judge Andrews’s 
injunction as that which { take, but, inasmuch as 
you were addressed by the Mayor on this subject 
on the 42d and dia not reply until the 27th of No- 
vember, it would have been possible for you to have 
procured a copy of the modified injunction and as- 
certained if,as I believe, there was still some au- 
thority for the enforcement of the rules and regula- 
tions of this board, in the interest of the public 
safety, still vested in you.’ . 

After blaming Mr. Gilroy for not removin 
**Gead” wires, which increase the danger o 
live wires tenfold, Mr. Moss says, ‘“ the most 
remarkable statementin your letter is as fol- 
lows: 

“*Toremove alldoubt as tomy position on this 
question at this juncture, I now state that as soon 
as your board will furnish an expert inspector to 
fsccompany the men of this department and point 
out tothem the wires to be removed, I will pro- 
‘oeed with their removal irrespective of the injunc- 
‘gion above referred to.’ 

*As.to this, I can only say thatif 16 is your 
‘purpose to invite this board to commit @ con- 
‘tempt of court, I, for one, most distinctly de- 
\eline your invitation. If,on the other hand, 
you desire any assistance from this board in 
‘earrying out the mandate of the court as ex- 
ohrgte in the modified injunction, you shail 
‘pave it, as you_ have had it in the past, in all 
[the work of taking down poles and wires your 
‘department has undertaken. It seems to me 
ithat the proper course is to‘send copies of the 
{5,000 violations of the rules and regulatfons 

!now on file in ycur office to the electrical com- 
; Danies, and in case the defects are not reme- 
died, to remove all such dangerous wires as

cause ‘whatsoever is the Commissioner of Public

had itis notteo much to assume that electrical 
companies will still continue to violate and defy 
such rules an regulations tothe great detriment 
of the communify.”’ 

As soon as Mr, Gilroy read this letter he hur- 
ried with it to the office of Mayor Grant. The 
Mayor sent for Counssior John M, Bowers, and 
the three were oloseted for some time. To-day 
itis likely that Mayor Grant will instruct the 
Commissioners of Electrical Control as to how 
far he agrees with them in their interpretation 
of their duties,

sen, was given the twenty-five-dollar check 
sent to THE Times for her by @ Philadelphia 
gentleman. With tears in her eyes she said: 
“ Never did ITappreciate how granda thing it 
ia to help the needy until the last few days, dur- 
ing which the kindness of strangers to me has 
taught me the lesson.” In the box nailed tothe 
post on which her husband died money was be- 
ing dropped all day yesterday by passers-by. 

The Grand Jury yesterday spent consider- 
able time in the examination of Expert 8. 8. 
Wheeler, the electrician of the Board of Elec- 


trical Control, in reference to the electric light 
wire dangers. Mr. Wheeler thoueht tnat if the 
rules of the Board of Electrical C:ntrol were 
observed by the various companies the accl- 
dents would notoccur. This suggestion, how- 
ever, did not evidently strike the Grand Jury 
with much force, as they have already found 
that four public bodies in one way or another 
eontrolled the electric wires, and that no actual 
spa ie 4 could be placed upon any one of 
them. Mr. Wheeler was the only witness ex- 
amined yesterday. The investigation will be 
continued for several days, as the Grand Jury 
are'determined, if possible, to reach a definite 
result in their investigations, and fix the blame 
where it belongs in both the Clausen and Harris 
cases. George H. Benjamin, an electrical ex- 
pert, will be examined to-day. 


Insulating material on two covered incandes- 
cent light wires under the flooring of the office 
of the Sinclair House blazed up yesterday after- 


noon and set fire to the floor, but the fire was out 
when the engines arrived, and the damage can 
be repaired for $10,

NOTHING CAN BE DONE TO SETTLE THE

He did’ not cross the 
North River nor relieve the anxiety of his part- 
ner, Mr, Swarthout, by a visit to the deserted 
oftice of the firm in the Washington Building, 
He spent the greater part of yesterday in pros- 
eouting the oxamination of the books in his 
counsel's office, and returned to his home ni 


Westfield in the evening without having got far 
enough with the tangle to make a statement 
of the firm’s affairs. 

No assignment was made yesterday, as Mrs, 
Alpers, in whose name her husband was doing 
nusiness, is still too ill to stand the journey to 
this city, Mr. Flemming said there Was no tell- 
ing when she would be able to make the trip. 
He was unable to say when the examination of 
the books would be finished, Mr. Swarthout 
hoped it would be soon, for he said nothing 
could be done toward resuming business until a 
statement was rendered the creditors on which 
they could take some action. 

Orlando 8 Williams, dealer in coal at 407 
East Eighty-ninth-street, made an assignment 
yesterday to John Theall. He has been in busti- 
ness for about ten years, and purchased most 
of his stock from Alpers & Swarthout, His 
assignment, it is said, is oh account of the fail- 
ure of Alpers & Swarthout. 

There was @ rumor yesterday that the Na- 
tional Bank of Deposit, 55 Liberty-street, where 
the firm of Alpers & Swarthout had an account 
and where a large amount of their paper was 
discounted, was involved by the failure, and 
that @ Bank Examiner was examining the 
books. To give color to the rumor, it was said 
that Mr. Henry E, Bowns, the largest creditor 
of the firm, is a Director of the bank, and, be- 
sides that, was the real backer of Alpors & 
Swarthout, and used his influence in the bank 
to secure the young men accommodation in the 
matter of discount, 

The truth of these rumors was emphatically 
denied last evening by Mr. Charles Sanborn, 
cashier of the bank. **The Bank of Deposit is 
in no way involved by the failure of Aipers & 
Swarthout,” said he. ‘ Alltheir paper that is 
in the bank is fully secured. I was at the bank 
allday and neither saw nor heard anything of 
a Bank Examiner being there.

WHERE IS DAVID “DILLON 


1S HE ALONE IN AN OPEN 
BOAT UPON THE OCEAN? 

HIS PAINTER BROKE WHEN’ FASTENED 
TO A BARK IN TOW, AND HE MAY 
HAVE DRIFTED OUT TO SEA. 


Sturdy Dave Dillon, the oldest of Staten 
Island boatmen, at5 P. M. Wednesday was in 
an open boat attached by a painter to the bark 
Marie, which was being towedup the bay. 
There was a lively sea breeze, but the tide was 
running out and the sea was heavy. At 6 
o'clock the man at the wheel of the Mario 
noticed that the painter had broken. It was 
dark. Where Dillon is now or what his fateisa 
matter of pure conjecture, 

Dillon had been formany years in the em- 
ploy of Funch, Edye & Co, at 27 South Will- 
jiam-street in this city, He lived at Fort Wads- 
worth, ‘F. Troensegaarad was the boarding 
clerk gt the New-York house and the Marie was 
consigned to them. In accordance with orders 
received by telegraph from the office, Troense- 
gaard and Dillon started out Wednesday after- 
noon in a nineteen-foot Whitehall boat to board 
the bark aud get her papers. At the same time 
Jobn Borstrom, another boatman representing 
a different firm of ahippers, startedon the same 
errand, Both parties succecded in boarding 
the Marie just outside the Hook, in spite of the 
bad weather, at about 3 o’clock. Borstrom 
staid in his boat, according to the rules, and 
made fast to ]the side of the bark. Dillon’s boat 
was fastened to the stern, and he, too, remained 
where he was, but Troensegaard went on board 
the vessel, : 

At what exact time the painter of Dillon’s 
boat snapped nobody seems to know. The man 
at the wheel of the bark is a Seandinavian and 
speaks no English. There is a strong impres- 
sion among the friends of Dave Dillon at Fort 
Wadsworth, howaver, that this man did know 
when the rope parted and failed to announce 
it. At the same time it is conceded that his 
story may possibly be true. : 

John Borstrom said toa TIMES reporter yes- 
terday: ‘I wastoo busy taking care of my 
own boat to think of anything else. It had be- 
come dark, and the wind was making a great 
Noise with the rigging of the Marie. oO amount 
of shouting could have been heard. I learned 
first that Dillon had gone adrift from the men 
on board the bark. Even then l was not much 
alarmed for him. He could keep a boat afloat 
if any man living could, and was almost sure, 
in my opinion, to reach the station boat at 
Sandy Hook or the Scotlana Lightship. But 
since those points have been heard from I fear 
the worst. ou see, the boat may have cap- 
sized in breaking away. In that case it would 
be all up with Dillon. Or he may bave been 
carried on Romer’s Shoals in spite of all he 
could do. No boat could live there in such 
weather as we had, On the other hand, he may 
have drifted on to the Long Iskand coast out by 
Long Beavh, though, of course, every hour 
makes such a theory more untenable. I[t is, of 
course, possible that Dillon was picked up by 
an outward-bound vessel, and he may be yet 
adrift, in an open boat, without provisions, and 
without any way of signaling auy vessel he 
may see.” 

Borstrom did not believe that the people on 
board the bark had been guilty of eriminal neg- 
ligence or of any negligence at all. But several 
of Dillon’s old comrades did not hesitate to say 
that if the Marie had thrown off her hawser 
from the tug as soon as Dillon’s absence was 
discovered the bark would have drifted back 
more rapidly than the small boat, and he would 
almost certainly have been picked up. It is not 
customary to send out rockets or anything with 
which to make distress signals in these boats. 
Mr. Troensegaard thinks nothing could have 
been done to save Dillon, 

Dave Dillon was a large, strong man, fifty 
years of age. He could outrow any two men on 
Staten Islund, and in the art of handling a boat 
was unexceled. He was well-to-do, and owned 
two houses at Fort Wadsworth, near the Quar- 

antine boarding station, in one of which he lived 
with his wifeand four children. He was known 
to pretty peatiy everybody whoever had ocea- 
sion to go down to the station, and was very pop- 
ular. Dillon was a native of the First Ward of 
this city, and as weed got bis first lessons in 
rowing from the Battery. He was well known 
as a sculler some thirty years ago, and was able 
to make a good showing against even Hank Ward 
in contests on the North River. He went to Aus- 
tralia when about twenty-three years old, and 
was there for five years, during which time he 
succeeded in beating every Australian Oarsman 
of note, among them Kemp, who afterward 
made un excellent struggle against Searle. He 
ia said to have participated in a hundred races, 
about the latest of which were a contest with 
Frank Bell, the Hell Gate pilot, in which Dilion 
won, rowing from Quarantine out to Fort La- 
fayette and return, a distance of threo and a 

alt miles, in twenty-five minutes, and one with 

mith, a Redhook pilot, of ten miles, from the 
Battery out around Robbin’s Reef and return, 
which was also won by Dillon. 

Mrs. Dillon was in great distress yesterday 
afternoon and feared vata that her hus- 
band was lost. Her friends did all in their 
power to comfort her, and at last she grew 
calmer. But it was not easy to offer reasonable 
hope of the husband’s escape. 

Up to a late bour last night no news had been 
received from the missing boatman. Many of 
his comrades had entirely given up hope of his 
return,

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ACTS NEEDED FOR THE FAIR 


FAVORS TO BR ASKED FROM 
THE LEGISLATORE. 
YESTERDAY’S ADDITIONS TO THE GUAR- 
ANTEE FUND—SUGGESTIONS IN LET- 

TERS TO THE MAYOR, 


The subscriptions sent to the World’s Fair 
Committee on Finance and to the Mayor's office 
yesterday were not very numerous. At the 
Chamber o! Commerce only $2,360 was turned 
in, while $5,725 was credited to the Mayor's 
office, The grand total up to date, as reported 
at the Chamber of Commerce by the Secretary 
of the Finance Committee, is $5,011,720. 

Chauncey M. Depew’s statement that the 
State Legislature should be petitioned before 
the actual presentation of the World’s Fair bill 
to Congress has excited unusual interest. It 
has turned the minds of exposition projectors 
in an entirely new direction. Everybody wants 
to know just what aid the Legislature is to be 
askea for and just how it can render it. 

Mr. John M. Bowers, a member of the General 
Executive Committee, thinks that the Legisla- 
ture should be asked to pass two acts, “In 
1883, you willremember,” hoe said yesterday, 
** thatthe Legislature was petitioned for an 
enactment in behalf of a projected exposition 
in this city. The act was, | think, drawn up by 
Mr. Hewitt. It was called ‘An act enabling 
any corporation, created by act of Congress of 
tbe United States, to acquire, hold, own, and 
improve real estate for the purpose of an inter- 
national exhibition.’ It was popnilarly known 


as the ‘Enabling act.’ Now, I think that the 
bill we ought to present at Albany in January 
ames bo modeled aiter the Hewitt act of 

883. 

“After passing this bill a second would prop- 
erly bein order looking to the acquirement of 
whatever land is needed forthe purposes of 
the fair. Now, if the city asks for this enact- 
ment, I beiieve the Legislature will give the 
wecessary authority. These lands could then 
be leased or loaned by the city to the corpora- 
tion incharge of the exposition. To my mind 
the city must bear some of the burdenif the 
fair is to be the success anticipated for it. 
While it is truethat the city,as Tu&® TimES 
stated yesterday, can neither loan money to 
the exposition nor own any of its bonds or 
stock, it is just as certain that 1t cau lend valu- 
able assistance by acquiring land in the way I 
have pointed out, that is, by legislative en- 
actment. 

“The Genoral Committee believes that the 
city would be justified in acquiring lands 
through legisiative aid which could not be 
otherwise obtained. Nor would the city bea 
loser in this scheme, for a great portion of the 
Jand within the selected site would provea 
Vaiuable and permanent acquisition for the 
Municipality. For instance, if a permanent 
building were erectei within the three blocks 
morth of Central Park by the city, the Park 
iteelf could be extended so as to include the 
structure. The whole northern and compara- 
tively unknown portion of the Park would 
spring into popularity if this were to be done, 
Again, this new land would be e connecting 
jJink between Central and Morningside Parks. 

“There may be parts of the land which the 
city neither needs nor desires. Weil, 1 dox’t see 
anything inthe way of getting an act passed 
auihorizing the World’s Fair corporation to 
take such land as this, The pledges already 
made show that many land owuers are willing 
to lease their property for fair purposes on rea- 
sonable terms. Lut people change their minds, 
and exorbitant terms might be demanded by 
owners. In stich a case it would be best to 
have some legal authoriiy, a legislative enact- 
ment, to gain possession of the needed terri- 


y. 

“The Legislature could not be dependad on 
for much financial aid. The utmost it could do 
‘would be to appropriate money for an exhibi- 
tion of the industries of the State. This would 
be a sma!l matter compared to the entire cost 
of the exposition. The city’s authority to take 
land, thougli, would be an ample enough grant 
from the Legislature. ;

He says that New-York’s Fire 
Department is unrivaled, its transit facilities 
by railaud water unequaled, and its capital to 
complete buildings and machivery is greater 
than that of any other city. 

Gen. William B. Franklin has written a letter 
concerning the exposition in which the follow- 
ing points appear:

INTER ESTING OLD DOCUMENTS. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE COLONIAL 
RECORDS OF CONNECTICUT. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 12.—The pubdlication 
of the colonial records of Connecticut, which 
was begun in 1850 under the direction of J. 
Hammond Trumbull, will be completed in 1890 
by the present State Liprarian, the Hon. Charles 
J. Hoadly, L.L. D. These records, of which a 
complete transcript has been made, cover the 
period extending from 1636 until 1776. Tho 
fifteenth and last volume of the series 1s now in 
press. The first three volumes were issued by 
Mr, Trumbull, the first being published in 1850, 
the second in 1852, and the third in 1859, The 
war interfered with the prosecution of the 
work, and it was not until! 1868 that the labor 


was resumed under the supervision of Mr. 
Hoadly. 

In the meantime two volumes relating to the 
New-Haven jurisaiction were published by bim, 
one being issued in 1857 and the second in 
1458. These two volumes, with the fifteen of 
the Connecticut colony, will give the full rec- 
ords from the first settlement of the English 
until the war of the Revolution, The exhaust- 
ive character of Mr. Hoadly’s work will be seen 
from the fact that he has drawn from hitnerto 
unknown records, including the Council Jour- 
nals of Edmond Andross, 1687 to 1710, Mr. 
Hoadly began the publication of the fourth vol- 
ume in 1869, and has transcribed in his own 
band the manuscripts extending from 1689 to 
1776. No omissions have been made, every 
record having been reproduced in the terms and 
phraseology of the colonial Secretaries. In an 
appendix to the closing volume Mr, Hoadly will 
giye the journal of the Council of Satety, coy- 
cring pearly half of the year of 1776. 

This work, which is one of very great impor- 
tance to the State of Connecticut, has been is- 
sued without the appropriations that have been 
customary in laie years, Each volume has been 
limited to au edition of 600. Tne State has 
been @ subscriber for half of the number during 
a portion of the time, its subseription being 
limited to 250 copies at the outset. The whole 
cost to the State Treasury will be largely below 
tie expenditure for the last edition of the sol- 
diers’ catalogue. 

In Gonnection with the new and hitherto un- 
used material to which Mr. Hoadiy has had ac- 
cess in preparing his volumes an interesting 
literary discovery was made A monusenpt 
work, entitied “ Will and Doom; or, The Mis- 
eries of Connecticut,” written in 1692, by Ger- 
shom Bulkeley, an ancestor of the present 
Governor uf the State, was. brought to light. 
The authentic manuscript of the work is pre- 
served in the London Record Office. After ex- 
tensive investigation Mr. Hoadly completed ar- 
rangemenis for the publication of the work in 
1875, and it was ready to be issued from the 
office of the Churchman, in this city, when a 
disastrous tire destroyed every particle of the 
work, including the proof sheets ani forms, As 
fortune would have it, Mr. Hoadly had one copy 
in his possession, and that is the only copy now 
in existenve, in 1879 Mr. Hoadly took this 
copy to Engiand and compared the text with 
the authentic manuscript in the London Record 
Office. This comparison was made in order to 
settle some doubts which he entertained re- 
specting passages here and there in the Ameri- 
cau manuscript 

Gershom Bulkeley, the author, was a High 
Church Presbyterian and regarded Congrega- 
tionalism with great aversion. His view was 
that it would * Paganize the Church and belial- 
izs the world,” This old Presbyterian was a 
man of iron will, a quality that predominates 
in his descendauts even to this day, and he left 
a lasting impression on the generation in which 
he lived.

A SPONGY HAND AND LEG. 


THE QUEER CASE OF JOHN WORK- 
HURST, LABORER. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec, 12.—At Balkrieh, a 
town of Montgomery County, lives John Work- 
hurst, who is the unfortunate possessor of pe- 
culiar physical traits. Workhurst is about 
forty years old and a farm laborer, employed 
near Balkrich andin the neighborhood of Craw- 
tordsvilie. Three years ago he began to experi- 
ence peculiar sensations in his right arm. The 
pains were not particularly keen at tiret, but 
they gradually grew worse and were much like 
those of rheumatism. The same pains were felt 
in the right leg, though the symptoms there de- 


veloped less quickly than in the arm, This con- 
tinued several months, and Workhurst, who had 
Dagn Wenied for rheumatism, experienced no 
relief, 

After about four months a change began to 
take place in the arm, being first apparent in 
the hand. That member by degrees changed 
trom a horny piece of flesh and bone into a 
spongy substance of peculiar character. This 
change came about slowly, but gradually spread 
to the elbow. The foot underwent similar 
changes, and the peculiar spongy condition of 
flesh spread to the knee. Of course, witlf his 
hand gone or incapacitated, Workhurst cannot 
labor, ana after consulting physicians without 
receiving any encouragement he is waiting to 
one what other freaks nature will play with 

w. 

The altered tlesh is a dark brown, In perfect 
keeping with its spongy texture, the band and 
foot absorb water, tuough in a limited way, and 
the liquid can be squeezed out, Worknurst’s 
left arm and leg remain normal, One of the 
odd things about his condition ia that be has 
lost in weight considerably since the changes 
took place, From his appearance he should 
weigh 150 pounds, but his weigntis 115. It is 
thought that the diseasy, or whatever, it is, has 
worked upon bim internally and caused tne 
reduction in weight. Hs walks with a limp, 
but is able to lift the strange arm readily, 
though the fingers do not move and cannot be 
controlled, 

The case has caused a great deal of interest 
in the neighborhood of Workhurst’s home, 


SUDDEN DEATH OF A“ FREAK.” 


HE WAS W. H. DREW, THE ‘SPIRAL 
SPINAL COLUMN MAN.” 


Walter H. Drew, a museum “ freak’ known 
asthe “Spiral Spinal Column Man,” died yes- 
terday from heart failure at the Pennsylvauia 
Hotel at West and Desbrosses streets. Although 
Drew was twenty-seven years old, he was but 
tour feet in height and weighed only sixty 
pounds. He had long slender arms and very short 
legs, and combined in his physical conformation 
the peculiarities of a skeleton and a dwarf, 

But the most curious featire of his body was 
his spine. Instead of extending straight down 
through the middle of his pack Drew’s spine 


apparently began at his right shoulder and 
traversed the body toward the left hip, and 
then taking a sudden turn in the opposite di- 
rection, terminated at thesmall of the back. It 
was almoat in the shape of the letter §, and the 
unfortunate man’s body was bent into the same 
form. He was born so deformed that he never 
stood erevt in his life, his lower limbs refusing 
to support him, 

He was a native of Bangor, Me., where his 
mother keeps @ public house. For the past fif- 
teen years he has exhibited himself asa freak 
in museums throughout the United States. He 
appeared last week in Philadelphia, and this 
closed his season. 

Coroner Schultze was summoned to hold an 
inquest. From the history of the case the 
Coroner said that he believed death had resulted 
from heart failure. J. L. Evberle, Drew's man- 
ager, said that Drew, although of clear mind 
and keen intellect, had always been of low 
vitality. Deputy Coroner Weston will make an 
autopsy to-day to ascertain definitely the cause 
of death, and the body will thep be taken to 
Bangor for interment. 


OARE OF INDIGENT INSANE. 


A PLEA FOR THE SYSTEM OF COUNTY 
SUPERVISION. 


To the Editor of the New- York Times ; 

The article of your Albany correspondent, pub- 
lished Dee. 1,0n the question of the ‘‘ care of the 
pauper insane,” is so misleading in its effects and 
purposes that I take the liberty of sending you 
documents containing the views of some of the 
most devoted friends of the dependent classes in 
this and foreign countries, including Dr. 8. W. 
Smith, state Commissioner in Lunacy; Dr. Charles 
S. Hoyt, Secretary of the State Board of Charities, 
and Mr. W. P. Litchworth, for years the efficient 
President of that body, 

It is not true, as stated in the communication, 
that this contest is between the Superintendents 
of the Poor and the State Board of Charities, 
While individual members may favor exclusive 
State care, that organization is not believed to be 
committed tu it. Noris it true that those favoring 
county care of certain classes of chronic indigent 
insane object to State supervision. On the con- 
trary, they invite close supervision of State officials, 
to the end that the best possible care may be given 
this class of dependents. The Superintendents are, 
or should be, under the close supervision of Boards 
of Supervisors, and these officials are elected an- 
nually for the severa) towns and wards of the 
State, anu are as near tothe people as officials can 


well be. So that it may be more properly said that 
the contest is between the peopie on the one side 
and a@ class of interested persons, to use the lan- 
guage ot Mr. Litchworth—“ whose pride in admin. 
istering the affairs of large institutions, combined 
with the influences arising from the benefits of 
local patronage, is all powerful and controlling’’—on 
the otuer. f 

I have not seen the report of the Ulster Superin- 
tendent complained of, but presume that it is like 
most of the reports of Superintendeonts—based on 
the money received and applied per capita to all 
ciasses of dependents, making no accountof the 
proceeds of the farms, which constitute a very im- 
portant part of the aupyerr of the poor of a county. 
if this be so, and $1 26 per week per capita, in ad- 
dition te the farm products,.were expended, the 
inmates ought to have been well fe: and care: for. 
fut be that as it may, that a county comes short of 
its duty in this respect furnishes no sutlicient rea- 
son for arevolution, nor does it furnish a cause 
for an indiscriminate tirade against such counties 
as are treating their dependent classes properly. 

A feature of the other side of the story seems to 
be plainly told iu the statistics given in Dr. Smith’s 
admirable paper. By it we learn that the ratio of re- 
coveries decreases a3 the inmates increase in an in- 
stitution, For the year 1888, in a New-York State 
asyluw, in which were about two thousand in- 
mates, fourteen were discharged 48 recovered and 
twenty-four as lunproved. in another New-York 
State institution, with about one thousand inmates, 
twenty-eight persons were discharged as recovered 
and thirgy-six as improved, in the nineteen county 
asylums under State supervision, with less tnan 
sixteen hundred inuwates, eighty-one persons were 
discharged as recovered and sixty--1x as improved 
—nearly four to one in favor of the smal: institu- 
tions. 

1 guote from reports of Dr. Charles S. Hoyt in re- 

ply to the unjust criticism, on county care of the in- 
sane: 
“ Phe insane in the county asylums ar@ under the 
control ot local otlicers, supervised by resident or 
visiting physicians, and their wants are looked 
aiter by paid attexdants, as are State asylums, 
They are under the supervision of the State Board 
of Charities, whose duties in this respect are per- 
formed as thoroughly ana vigilantly as are the 
duties of the managers of the State asylums in re- 
spect tu the insaue tn those ingtitutions, and they 
are ulso subject to the Visitatious and supervision 
of the State . ommissioner in Lunscy. 

“There are only abont three hundred chronic in- 
sane in couuty poorluuses in ihe State, aud these 
are of the quietest and most orderly class, It is 
highly unfair, therefore, to class the insane in the 
county asylums as being in pogrhouses, as they are 
in separate builaings, Under Lhe supervision of the 
State, and provided with comforts and conveniences 
nearly the same as In the State asylums, ‘! he char- 
acter of the attendants in the county asylums, upon 
the whole, is as good, andin mapy instances supe- 
rior, to the character of those in State asylums,” 

I also quote from the bieunial reports of the Wis- 
consin -tate Board of Charities, made after seven 
years’ experience with county care, a method which 
had been substituted for the former method of State 
care. They say: 

“The Wisconsin system of care of the chronic in- 
sane is now acomniplete success. About one-half of 
all the insane in the State are DOW 1b County asy- 
lums, We think that the Wisconsin systrm of 
care of the chronic insane turnishes the proper 
combination of state and local care, and that it is 
the only feasible way to secure small seyiume” 

Charles Dudley Warner, in Harper's Magazine of 
April, 1888, says: “Jn another matter Wiscousin 
has taken a step 1n advance of other states; that is, 

the care of the insane. * * * Many of these 
anges have been brought about by the establish- 
ment of county asylums, and the. beauty of itis 
thatit is economical as it is eulighiened and hu- 
mane. The practice of this theory in the Wisconsin 
county asylums is so saccessiu! that it must ulti- 
mately affect the treatmeny of the insane a)l over 
the country. 

Mr, Litchwerth says in his recent work; 

* Past experience, it appears to me, has demon- 
strated that large, mized luslitutions are not effect- 
ive agencies in tie cure of insanity. If a standard 
of care suitable to the necessities of the acute in- 
sane is adopted by & large institution receivi:.g both 
classes, it is unnecessarily expensive for the cnuronic 
cuses, if ms coulormadie to the pevis of the 
chronic case. :t is insufficient for the acute, and it 
bas been four dificult to counteract tiie tendency 
toward 2 uniforin standard of care under the same 
admiuistration.” a. M. HOLMES.

CLAIMED BY TWO WIDOWS 


WOMEN WHO WERE MARRIED 
TO FOREMAN JOHNSON. 

AN UNEXPECTED INCIDENT AT THE IN- 

' VESTIGATION OF THE FATAL FIRE 
AT THE NATIONAL LINE PIER. 


The fire at the National Line steamship wharf 
last Saturday, which resulted in the death of 
James Barry, James Hopsan, John J. Whelan, 
George Baker, and Riehard K. Johnson, was 
the subject of an investigation by Coroner 
Sehultze and a jury yesterday. A number of 
witnesses was examined, but their testimony 
did not disclose any new facts in relation to the 
cause of the fire, 

The testimony tended to show that the men 
on the pier made a courageous but futile effort 
to put out the fire which had started among the 
cotton bales at the extreme end of the pier, 
that there was a fatal delay in sending out the 
alarm to the Yire Department, and that the 
men staid too long fighting the flames, so that 
when they attempted to escapes they were over- 
taken by the flames and smoke. John Dunn, 
the assistant steyedore on the whart, said that 
he made his escape down the stairway after 
enveloping his bead in his coat, and he thought 
all the men could have escaped had they fol- 
lowed him promptly. 

Fire Marshal Mitchel testitied that from 
what he had jJearned in his investigation as to 
the cause of the fire he was of the opinion that 
iteither resulted from spontaneous combustion 
among the cotton bales or sparks from a pass- 
ing tug had lodged in a bale of cotton on the 
end of the wharf. Battalion Chief Lally testi- 
fied that the fire had evidently been burning at 
least ten minutes before an alarm was turned 


in. The Chief said that there was but one 
other “double-deck” pier on the river front, 
and he suggested that besides the stairways at 
either end that pier should have at least two 
additional staircases in the middle of the 
structure, 

George 8. Andrews, the superintendent of the 
burned pier, said that there was 1,400 feet of 
fire hose on the whart. There were tire ex- 
tinguishers ang handyrenades for use in case 
of tire. He enforced the strictest regulations in 
regard to smoking on the wharf, 
the additional stairways, Mr. Andrews said the 
wharf had been twice inspected by oflicers of 
the Fire Department and no such change had 
been suggested etore. 

After the formal medical testimony as to the 
death of the victims had been given by Dr. 
Weston, Coroner Schulize inquired ‘if there 
were any relatives of the dead men present 
who desired to be heard, and this Inquiry pro- 
voked a scene between a white woman and 
negress, each of whom claims to be the widow 
of Richard R. Jobhuson, the foreman of the 
colored men empioyed on the pier, 

James W. Jefterson, a colored longshoreman, 
who worked with Jounson, came forward with 
a colored woman dressed in mourning, and this 
wouan declared that she was the widow of 
Johnson. Before she could prove her claim, 
however, a white woman, also dressed in deep 
mournicg, got up trom among the audience, 
and, coming forward, said that she was the 
legal widow, and that Jobnson had been di- 
vorced from the other Woman in Philadeiphia 
81x years ago. Both women produced marriage 
certificates and were ready to fight for their 
rigbts. 

The Rev. F. T. Webster, @ colored clergyman 
of Fairhaven, N.J., who accompanied the col- 
ored ciaimant, endeavored to appease the wo- 
ian, and Coroner Schultze said he would hear 
the women one atatime. The colored woman 
said that her maiden name was Hannah A. 
Irving, and that she was married to Johason on 
Jan. 18, 1876, by the Rev. George Whittwa, in 
Philadelphia. She was the mother of five chil- 
dren by Johnson. He had abandoned her five 
years ago, but she denied that he had ever ob- 
vained a divorce from her. She charged wife 
No. 2 with being desirous of obtaining $60 trom 
the Longsboreman’s Social Club, of which John- 
500 Was @ Member. 

The white woman said that her maiden name 
was Mary A, Sutton, and that she was married 
to Johnson on Oct. 4, 1886, at the Churen of St. 
Benedict the Moor, by the Rev. Fatner J. E, 
burke, and that since that time she had lived 
with Johnson at 21 Corpnelia-street. She said 
that since her husband’s death some person had 
broken open a trunk in her apartments, and 
had stolen a gold watch and chain, $25 in cash, 
eight pawn tickets, and the deeds of some prop- 
erty on Long Island owued by Johnson. 

The colored clergyman then broke in with the 
remurk that be understood that there was still 
a third woman who claimed to be Jobnson’s 
widow. Tuis announcement appeared to ex- 
haust the Coroner’s patience, and he told the 
women that he coulda not decide between them, 
and advised them to go pefore the Public Ad- 
iwministrator to arrange their differences. The 
women and their friends trooped out of the 
court room, and the inquest was resumed, 

The testimony was briefly reviewed by the 
Coroner, and the jury rendered a verdict cen- 
suripg no person, but recommending ‘that 
stairways be erected on each side of the centre 
ot the pier forrsthe better protection of life in 
case of tire hereatter.” 

The rival widows went to the office of the Pub- 
lic Administrator. After hearing their stories 
that officer told them the case was not within his 
jurisdiction, but each of the women claiming to 
be the lawful widow, she could go before the 
Surrogate and make application in proper form 
tor letters of administration on the estute. The 
Surrogate would decide which one was entitled 
to the property. The women agreed to take 
this course, but up to the time the Surrogate’s 
or closed no such application had been 

ed. 
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HE WAS TOO ACOOMMODATING. 


CLERK SEEBACHER DISMISSED FROM THE 
TAX OFFICE. 

William Seebacher, a clerk in the office of the 
Receiver of Taxes, has been dismissed from his 
position for not paying over at once money 
given him by friends for the payment of taxes, 
The specific amount mentioned is $400, but 
Major McLean is not certain whether this is all 
or not. There is a suspicion in the office that 
the young man has been toe much interested in 
horse races and similar sports for the good oft 
his pocket. 

Controller Myers said that, as he understood 
the case, Seebacher was too popular for his own 
good with many of his father’s old friends. One 
of these was James Lidgerwood, a grocer of 


Thirteenth-street and Broadway, and another 
was Denis Hogan, an Abingdon-square liquor 
dealer. According to the story told by See- 
bacher’s mother, Lidgerwvod met the young 
mau in the Stewart Building and gave him a 
tax vill for $250, wiih a roll of bills supposed 
to contain that sum of money, asking him at 
the same time to pay Ais taxes, Sesvacher said 
he would do s0 upou his return from luncheon, 
but then he found that Mr. Lidgerwvod’s roll of 
money Wis $100 short. Afterward Mr. Lidger- 
wood, having round $100 in his poeket which 
he could not account tor, he admitted that there 
bad been a mistake in the muney turned over to 

Seebacher and gave it to him, 

_fbe next day Denis Hogan gave Seebacher 
$150 to pay bia taxes, but before the young 
man paid either sum over to the office he was 
laid up with an attack of hemorrhage and was 
in the house for two days. When he recovered 
he thought of the money ape sent it to the office, 
but Lidgerwood and Hogan had been there 
before him, aud because Seebacher had not paid 
the money Over at once his discharge was or- 
dered. 

The Controller said that he was sorry to be 
calied on to take this course, because the young 
man’s mother, who is the widow of ex-Senator 
Jacob Sesbacher, was left penniless, and has 
been obliged to take in washing.

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AN OLD JERSEY OITY BANK SUIT DE- 
CIDED. 


Chancellor MeGill yesterday filed his opinion 
in the proceedings brought by the receiver of 
the Mechanics and Laborers’ Savings Bank of 
Jersey City, which was wrecked in 1875, against 
the Directors and managers to recover the de- 
flency in the depositors’ accounts, The suit was 
to recover about $180,000. The Chancellor 
holds the view that the managers are responsi- 
ble for the neglect of their duties, and declares 
that the proofs show that the entire manage- 
ment of the bank’s affairs was left in the hands 
of John Halliard; that checks in blank were 
left, signed, for-use by himself and Hallman, 
the Secretary; that the stubs failed to show 
what use they were put to, and that thus $100,- 
000 was abstracted from the bank’s funds.” 

He also finds that discounts were made and 
loans on mortgages recklessly negotiated by 
Halliard. He holds that tne fact that Halliard 
was daily violating the rules of the bank should 
have aroused inquiry by the managers, and 
that at any rate they should not have permitted 
business to go on without their superyision and 
attention. 

The Chancellor put himself to some trouble to 
determine the liability of the mauagers durin 
the years business was conducted at the ban 
by these haphazard methods. He finds that 
Bevans, Carroll, Fitzpatrick, Halliard, Kearny, 
McBriie, MeGuigan, Meehan, Perveil, Reilly, 
and Sheeran must shoulder $32,300 of the 
losses. These gentlemen were managers dur- 
ing the entire time that funds were being ille- 
gally withdrawn from the bank. As to the lia- 
bility of Ditmar, Miiler, Smith, Farrelly, 
Sweeney, and Monks, who were managers dur- 
ing part of the time, the Vhancellor is unde- 
cided, because the exact time of the withdraw- 
als is not known. 

The judgment for $32,300 carries interest 
from Octoner, 1872, which would bring its total 
up to about $75,000. The defendant man- 
agers some time ago offered to settle for 
$46,500 in cash, but the depositors made a 
protest against the acceptance of the proposi- 
tion, and Vice Chancellor Van Fleet refused to 
permit the settlement to be made.

A DECISION OF INTEREST TO CAPTAINS 
OF FREIGHT VESSELS. 


HAVANA, Dec. 7.—The Directors of the Caiba- 
rien and Sancti Spiritus Railway Company have 
made another reduction of 20 per cent, in their 
through freight tariff on all goods except sugar 
and molasses. A 40 per cent. reduction was 
made in the tariff on these articles some time 
ago. The new tariff went into effesat on the 1st 
inst, 

All efforts’ made to settle the difficulties be- 
tween the owners of Cabaiia’s cigar factory and 
their operatives have proved fruitless. The 
other factories are running on full time. 

Doubts having arisen lately as to who was 
Tespousible in cases of discrepancies between 
the manifests presented by the Captains of ves- 
sels and the written declarations made to the 
Custom House by the Cconsignees of goods, the 
administrator has decided ‘‘that whenever a 
manifest, evenif signed by the Spanish Consul 
at the port of clearance, does not agree with the 
bills of lading, the Cagtain of the vessel shall 
be held responsible for the payment of the tine 
of 10 per cent. provided for in Article CX XI. of 
the Custom House regulations; but in cases 
where the manifest agrees with the bills of 
lading, the entire responsibility will rest upon 
the consignees,” 

‘lhe proceeds from customs at Havana from 
Dec. 1 to date were $142,978 62, againat $148,- 
705 98 for the corresponding time last year.

FOREIGN FORCES, 


The new rifle adopted by the Belgians has 
been specially designed by the Mauser Com- 


pany. The arm is a magazine rifle, in which 
**bundles” of five cartridges each are putin a 
frame into the loading chamber of the breech 
case and pushed thence into the magazine, 
The frame remains in the loading chamber of 
the case and ia ejected by pushing forward the 
chamber. The rifie has a culibre of 7.65 miliim- 
eters (0.3 inch) and fires only sartridges with 
a neck and without a rim. The projectile is a 
case-shot, the casing being of nickel and the 
core of soft lead. It is 30,1 millimeters (1.17 
inches) long and weighs 14 grammes (216 
grains). 

According to Broad Arrow the following ad- 
vantages are claimed for wood-powder ¢car- 
tridges over those made with dynamite-cellu- 


lose, gun cetton, and paleine: Superior de- 
structive power, more regular and constant 
effect, simpler and safer fabrication in compari- 
son with vitro-glycerine, less sensitivein shuck, 
it cannot be trozen, while dynamite cartridges 
freeze at 8U° C., (or above zero,) and must be 
thawed for use, a very risky operation; it does 
not exude like dynamite, which diminishes the 
chance uf explosion, and itis not poisonous in 
contact, while all dynamite preparaiions in ab- 
sorption are deleterious. 


The latest report credits the smokeless pow- 
der invented by Herr Swab of the Stein powder 


factory, in Austria, with beating everything of 
the kind in point of efficiency. It ignites with 
extraordinary rapidity, giving to a projectile 
an initial velocity of 630 meters. The inven- 
tion of another smokeless powder by Herr 
Siersch is reported from Pressburg, in Hun- 
gury. Itis described as a ‘‘slate-colored triple 
azotate,” (nitrate,) and as ‘“* most powerful.”

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TRYING THE HEAVY GUNS. 


SUCCESSFUI, TESTS OF THE BRITISH SHIP 
CAMPERDOWN’S BATTERY. 


The gun trial of the great war ship Camper- 
down, which racentiy took place off Spithead, 
England, is of interest to navy officers in this 
country, as it brought into prominence the 
great efficiency of the vessel’s battery. The 
trial lasted for two days. On each day the Cam- 
perdown went out with a party of officers and 
nen from the station ship Vernon. 

Arun was made from each of the Camper- 
down’s torpedo tubes, the air pressure in the 
reservoirs being 450 pounds to the square 
inch. The torpedo tubes are reported to have 
worked exceedingly well, and the torpedoes 
having been picked up, the ship took in ner 
powder for her guntrial The Camperdown’s 
nineteen quick-firing guns and seven machine 
suns were tested by aparty of men from the 
Excelient. Four rounds were fired from each 


of the quick-firing guns, and hoppers, some 
containing fifty and some twenty cartridges, 
were fired from the machine guns. The oniy 
novelty that the Camperdown has in her auxil- 
lary armamentisa Maxim gun. In fact, itis 
the only ons so far issued to the British Nave. 

On the completion of the secondary battery 
test the triais of the six six-inch breech-loading 
guns was bezun. These guns are all mounted 
in central battery. They are on the poly- 
grooved Maitland breech-loading system. ‘The 
weight of the projectile is 100 pounds. The en- 
ergy of this projectile at tne muzzle is 2,665 
foot tons when fired with a full charge. The 
projectile can perforate 12.5 inches of wrought 
iron at the muzzle, 10 inches at 1,000 yards, 
and 8 inches at 2,000 yards, 

Two rounds were fired from the middle guns 
on each side, one round with a reduced charge 
of thirty-six pounds and one with forty-eight 
pounds, The two forward ani the two after 
guns, which can be traversed to fire ahead or 
astern ag well as onthe broadside, fired two 
rounds in each position, the guns being laid 
both horizontally and with an elevation of four- 
teen degrees. The average recoil of the guns 
was about thirty-nine inches, 

On the second day of the test the attention of 
the experts was paid to the heavier main-bat- 
tery guns. The Camperdown carries on her 
barbettes four 13.5-inch breech-loading guns, of 
which there are & sixty-nine-ton Mark 1 and a 
sixty-seven-ton Mark 2 mounted on each bar- 
bette. The sixty-nine-ton gun is the older in 

attern, and since It was built it has been chase 

ooped. The rifling of the sixty-seven-ton gun 
has a twist of one turn in 120 calibres at the 
breech, increasing to one turn in 30 calibres at 
the muzzle. The full charge is 630 pounds of 
slow-burning cocoa powder and the weight of 
the projectile 1s 1,250 pounds. The projectile 
receives a muzzle energy, when fired with the 
full charge, of 35,560 foot tons, and is able to 
perforate 30.4 inches of wrought iron at the 
muzzle, 28 inches at a distance of 1,000 yards, 
and 26 inches at 2,000 yards, 

Three of the Camperdown’s guns fired a three- 
quarter aud full charge with projectile, aud the 
guns were laid for various elevations. The 
new valve submitted by the Elswick firm was 
tested by its gun firing six rounds, and it gave 
great satisfaction until a pipe split, which 
brought the trial toaclose, The splitting of 
the pipe 18 attributea toaflawin the material 
of which it was manufactured, With this ex- 
ception everything went well during the trial. 

The Camperdown is a sister ship of the Anson. 
She can steam about fifteen knots an hourin 
any ordinary weather under Datural draught, sea 
and wind affecting her very little. She puts her 
forecastie under water when forced against a 
head sea, but beyond the inconvenience on the 
deck below, the forecastie leaking and sweat- 
ing trom being battened down, she is a perfect- 
ly safe ship in a gale of wind with a heavy sea 
running, and is reported as making a remark- 
ably steady gun platform. Her weak polnt 
are that her auxiliary armament is unprotected 
by armor, and that the supports of her bar- 
bettes are in the same predicament, According 
to broad arrow the Camperdown is to be com- 
tTaissioned very soon,

Around 
the bottom prices of yesterday it is certain 
that influential members of the trust bought 
heavily. If they have any courage they can 
easily put up the price, for an enormous short 
interest is now in stock.

The Hamwmonia was built in 1882, and until

MARINE CONFERENCE 


IMPORTANT REPORTS SUBMIT: 
TED FOR AOTION. 

THE PLAN TO PRESCRIBE COMPULSORY 
LANES FOR STEAMSHIPS DECLARED 
INADVISABLE BY THE COMMITTEE, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The reports of com- 
mittees on the following divisions of the formu- 
lated programme were laid before the members 
of the International Marine Conference whea 
that body met this morning: 

On General Division 2, Regulations to deter- 
mine the seaworthiness of vessels; General Di- 
vision 4, Uniform regulations regarding the 
designating and marking of vessels; General 
Division 6, Necessary qualifications for officers 
and seamen, including tests fur sight and color 
blindness; General Division 7, Lanes for steam- 
ers on frequented routes; General Division 8, 
Night signals for communicating information 
atsea. The report of the Committee on Life 


Saving Systems and Devices and the report of 
the Committee on the Collecation of the Rules 
were also presented. 

In its report on the collocation of the 
amended rules of the road, submitted to the 
International Marine Conference to-day, the 
committee says it has done ite work on the 
following principies: To retain the best of 
the existing rules as far as it was feasible; to 
avoid unnecessary repetitions; to use similar 
words or sentences in expressing similar ideas 
in each of the rules; to make the ariiciaa as 
shortas possibie; to group together all rules 
upon cognate subjects. In the “preliminary” 
to the rules the committee defines a sailing ves- 
sel 48 a steam vesse! which 1a under sail and 
not under steam, and that every sieam vessel 
which is under steam, whether under sail or 
not, igs to be considered a vessel under steam. 
The words *steam vessel,” the reports say, shail 
include any vessel propelled by machinery. 

In accordance witha this notice, given earlier 
in the week, Capt. Flood of Norway oifered a 
resolution that the conference recommend that 
the advisability ofabureau of maritime infor- 
mation should be considered by the Govern< 
ments ofthe waritime nations. The discussion 
on this resolution occupied the time for half aa 
hour after recess and was participated in by 
delegates Schneider of Denmark and Flood of 
Norway in tavor of the resvolution and by 
Messrs. Hall of Great Britain and Sieve-King 
of Germany in opposition to it. A vote was 
then taken which resulted: Yeas, 7; nays, 12, 
the following countries voting in the attirma- 
tive: Deumark, Hawaii, Japan, Norway, Siam, 
the Netherlands, and the United States, 

A general discussion on the subject of the dis- 
position of business now before the conference 
was then indulged in. [t speaking of this mat 
ter Mr. Goodrich said it did not need a stretch 
of the imagination to see that the conference 
would be likely to be in session after the Christ- 
mas holiduys and bein Washingtona part of 
January, The conference adjourned to Monday 
next. 

The report of the committee appointed by the 
International Marine Conference charged with 
the consideration of the suovject matter em- 
braced in Generai Division 8 of the programme 
has been made public, 

This division treata of night signals for com- 
municating information at sou. The commit- 
tee says it has considered systems of night 
signals with ordinary colored lights, but the 
objection exists that they cannot be seen so far 
as awhite light. [tisthe opivien of the com- 
mittee that night signalling at sea ean better 
be carried on by asystem of tony and short 
flashes from a white light than by any systei 
in which colored lights are used, and also that 
the syetems of sixnaling by pyrotechnic lights 
which have been brought to its notics are toe 
expensive for general use. 

The committee has before it 2 supplementary 
code of signals of limited scope to convey in- 
formation of special importance to passin 
vessels, prepared by a committee of the British 
Board of Trade, and its adoption, for optional 
use, is recommended with the following 
changes: 

“To strike out signal P G—bewnre of derelict 
dangerous to navigatiow—anod substitute N P—{ 
Waut assistance. Keniiin by mwe.”’ 

The committes does not think it expedient to 
allot @ special signal to a tug wishing te offer 
her service to a vassel. Tho committea ree- 
ommends signals for the vessels indicated as 
foliows: 

“For vesseis requiring pilots—a prolonged blast 
followed by a short blast. 

** For pilots wishing to offer their services—shoart 
biast tollowed by a long blast. 

The committees also considered the benefits 
which wight accrue from the more general! are 
of the Morse system now in use by the navies 
of various powers, aud says that up to the pres- 
ent time no better system seems to bave besa 
devised for signaling purposes; it is one whirts 
can be used under all circumstances; it is 
readily acquired by young persons of ordinary 
ability, and is already tauxht on some trainiag 
ships. If its use were encouraged it might iewd 
to the study of the code by more young mee 
qualifying as officers of the merchaut marine 
or a8 signalmen, and thus come inte more geu- 
eral uae. To thus encourage the use of the 
system the committee suggests that the oom- 
plete alphabet of the Morse code be insertedia 
the revised edition of the international code 
book for optional nse. 

The report of the committee appointed to 
cousider General Division 7 of the iormulated 
programme was glso laid before the conferenes 
to-day. Tuis division treats of lanes for steam- 
ers on frequented routes. In regard to this 
matter the committce says that, after con<- 
sideration of various routes, they decide to re- 
port only upon the North Atlantic route be- 
tween ports of North America aud ports of 
Northern Europe as the reute upon which 
there is apparently the greater demand for such 
lanes, if such could be advantageousiy laid 
down On any ocean or sea. 

It appears, the committee says, that the ad- 
herence of fast steam passenger vessels to cer- 
tain southerly routes would tend to the avoid- 
ance of fog and ice, and the committes adopted 
a resolution to the effect that it was desirable, 
during the Spring and Summer months, that 
such vessels should follow a southern route, 
which would clear the banks of Newfoundland 
and be likely to be clear of fog andice; put 
when itcame to proposing any plan to make 
such ocean lanes compulsory, the committee 
founda the subject of such difficulty that it does 
not recommend a@ proposition of that nature. 
The committee says: 

The difficulty of enforcing the present rule pro- 
viding for moderate speed iu thick weather suggests 
What greater difficulties wonld be met with in en- 
forcine lane routes, if made compuisory, and itis 
not thought desirable to lay down routes by inter- 
national agreement unless they are to be made 
compulsory for swift steamers. Routes that might 
be propored would be in danger of invasion by ice 
during the Spring and Summer months, and atall 
times would be crossed by sailing vessels and 
steamers going north and south. If laid down on 
parallels of latitude which seemed to favor one 
seapvo:t at the expense of anotiier, or the ports of 
ene country at the expense of the ports of another 
country, they would arouse opposition that would 
probably prevent their adoptiou. 

itis impossible that even in the near future ves- 
sols may be employed of such power and speed that 
all such considerations may have to give way to the 
paramount consideration of safety, Dut, so far as 
shown, present conditions do not seem to justify an 
international agreement to that effect. t has not 
been shown that collisions in mid-ocean between 
fast ocean steamers have taken place or that the 
dauger is great enough to justify enforced adher- 
ence to certain lanes. Collisions between fast 
steamships, so far, have occurred nearer the coasts, 
where all tracks must couverge, 


The committee believes that the voluntary 
establishment of aud adherence to particular 
routes by the different steamship companies for 
different seasons of the year is very desirable; 
that such action by the steamship companies, 
with the experience to be gained thereby, 
would be quite essential before any concerted 
action by the maritime powers could be profit- 
ably taken. The committee strongly recom- 
mends that the companies interested should, 
by mutual agreement after consultation to- 
gether, establish routes by the different lines 
and make them public, in order that the hydro- 
graphic offices of the various Governments 
inay publish them for the information of navi- 
gators. 

With regar] to the safety of fishermen upon 
the North Atlantic Ocean, the committee is of 
opinion that their safety will be beat promoted 
by unceasing vigilance on the part of the fisher- 
men anda by careful compliance by all with tha 
present rules for the prevention of collisions, 
especially as to the efticiency of hzhta and 
sound signals. If lanes were established, which 
carried the fast steamers clear of the banks 
frequensted by the fishermen, it might promote 
such a sense of security on their part as would 
tend to earelessness with reference to the rules 
as at presentlaid down and lead to danger 
from the slower vessels which would still free 
quent the banks. 





AN APPEAL TO THE HIGHZST COURT. 

United States Commissioner Shields and Mart 
shal Martin T. McMahon have been summoned 
to appear before the Supreme Court of the 
United States in Washington on Jan. 17, when 
the appeal in the cass of Charles Palliser, the 
architect, will be heard. Palliser, who is a mem- 
ber of the tirm of Palliser, Palliser & Co., was 


arrested for bribing Connecticnt Posrmasters. 
His alleged offense consisted in sending circu- 
lars to the Postmasters te be mailed, they to 
send him their bills for stamps after all the cir- 
culars were mailed. Palliser’s counsel, Koger 
Foster, urged that this constituted po offense 
avainst the United States statutes, and after 
hearings before -Commissioner Shieids he ee 
cured a writ of habeas corpus from Judge La-
